ANALYTICAL  EXERCISE. 

AM  IXrURS  containing  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form 
the  subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic 
examination,  all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and 
proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the 
only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a 
stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Wednesday,  October  18, 
and  the  samples  will  be  forwarded  immediately. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
October  28.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise 
account  of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the 
constituents  detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded 
as  an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

The  report  on  the  last  specimen  sent  out  will  be  printed  in 
our  next  issue. 

An  Analytical  Tournament 
will  begin  with  the  specimen  to  be  issued  this  month. 
In  addition  to  the  monthly  prizes  (1st,  books  value  10s.  6d., 
2nd,  books  value  5s.),  we  offer  for  competition  a  special 
prize  of  books  to  the  value  of  22.

The  Spectacle-makers'  Company. 

The  election  of  master  and  wardens  of  the  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company  took  place  on  October  4,  when  Alderman 
Sir  Keginald  Hanson,  Bart.,  M.A.,  M  P.,  was  elected  master, 
Sir  William  Hart-Dyke,  Bart ,  M.P.,  upper  warden,  and 
Alderman  Sir  Marcus  Samuel  renter  warden  for  the  en- 
suing year.  The  date  of  the  November  examinations  is  not 
yet  fixed,  but  it  will  be  in  the  latter  part  of  the  month ;  the 
last  date  for  receiving  applications  is  October  14.  Can- 
didates at  previous  examinations  who  failed  in  any  one 
subject  will  be  re-examined  in  that  subject  only.  At  present 
there  are  about  100  entries  for  the  next  examination.  The 
contemplated  increase  in  fees  will  not  take  place  till  next 
vear.

The  Jenner  Institute. 

At  the  opening  of  the  winter  session  of  the  Jenner  Insti- 
tute of  Medicine  on  Monday,  October  9,  Dr.  MacFadyen 
delivered  an  address  dealing  with  the  work  of  the  Institute 
and  similar  organisations,  referring  to  what  had  been  done 
by  Pasteur  and  Koch  on  the  Continent,  and  indicating  some 
of  the  directions  in  which  work  of  a  similar  character  will 


be  done  in  the  Institute.  Lord  Iveagh's  gift  of  a  quarter  of 
a  million  has  enabled  the  ccmmittee  to  make  ample  provi- 
sion for  continuous  research.  Students  have  come  from  all- 
parts  of  the  world  to  eDgage  in  original  work,  and  investiga- 
tions are  now  proceeding  in  respect  to  typhoid  fever,  tuber- 
culosis, and  other  diseases,  while  an  important  part  of  the 
Institute's  work  is  the  diagnosis  of  infectious  diseases  for 
the  health-authorities  of  London.  It  also  makes  and 
supplies  therapeutic  serums.  In  the  Hansen  Laboratory  the 
study  of  the  practical  application  of  bacteriology  to  indus- 
trial and  technical  processes  is  to  be  pursued,  and  it  is 
expected  that  fruitf al  results  will  be  obtained.  Dr. 
MacFadyen  also  referred  to  researches  that  may  be  under- 
taken in  the  chemical  and  State  medicine  laboratories  in 
connection  with  water,  sewage,  food,  poisons,  &c,  and  be 
indicated  generally  that  the  Institute  would  keep  pace  with 
bacteriological  progress  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 

A  Beginning. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  establishment  of  a  School  of- 
Pharmacy  in  connection  with  the  Exeter  Technical  and 
University  Extension  College,  two  Minor  stadents  have 
entered  for  the  full-term  course.  The  pharmacy  classes  are 
conducted  by  Mr.  Alan  H.  Ware,  Ph.Ch. 

Sons  of  the  Craft. 

Mr.  Lister  Llewellyn,  son  of  Mr.  John  Llewellyn,  phar- 
maceutical chemist,  Oowbridge,  has  won  an  open  entrance 
scholarship,  value  76  guineas,  at  the  University  College  Hos- 
pital, London.  He  was  also  awarded  a  similar  open  entrance 
scholarship,  value  60  guineas,  at  the  Charing  Cross  Hospital. 
Mr.  Llewellyn  could  not  re»ain  both  scholarships,  so  elected 
to  go  to  the  University  College  Hospital.  He  has  been 
studying  for  the  last  three  years  at  the  Cardiff  University 
Medical  School. 

Arthur  Walker,  aged  11,  son  of  Mr.  W.  Walker,  chemist, 
Nailsworth,  has  won  a  scholarship,  value  151.,  at  Marliog 
School,  Stroud.    The  scholarship  is  tenable  for  three  years. 

A  Poor-law  Dispenser's  Salary. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Exeter  Corporation  of  the  Poor,  held 
on  October  10,  the  Finance  Committee  recommended  that- 
tbe  salary  of  the  dispenser,  Mr.  Leramon,  be  increased  from 
501.  to  551.  per  annum.  Mr.  J.  W.  Williams  thought  the 
application  ratber  premature,  seeing  that  Mr.  Lemmon  was- 
only  appointed  twelve  months  ago.  He  moved  that  the- 
resolution  be  not  adopted.  This  was  seconded;  but  Mr. 
S.  Clark  said  there  was  no  doubt  the  work  had  increased. 
The  drug-account  alone  would  show  that  the  increase  had? 
been  considerable.  Mr.  Lemmon  was  appointed  at  the  same 
salary  as  was  paid  twenty  years  ago  upon  the  understanding 
that  he  should  wait  and  see  if  he  was  suited  to  the  post.  He- 
bad  acquitted  himself  to  the  satisfaction  of  everyone  con- 
cerned. Mr.  C.  Taylor  said  he  understood  their  late  dispenser 
was  not  so  fully  qualified  as  Mr.  Lemmon,  and  that  there 
were  some  things  he  could  not  dispense  ;  further,  that  every- 
thing was  now  done  accurately,  whereas,  he  believed,  things, 
formerly  were  done  haphazard.  The  Chairman  thought 
Mr.  Taylor  was  casting  reflections.  Mr.  Parkhouse  said  the 
committee  felt  that  if  their  late  dispenser's  services  were 
worth  652  a  year,  they  would  not  be  overpaying  Mr.  Lemmon 
by  giving  him  552.,  and  Mr.  H.  E.  Rippon  said  the  remunera- 
tion worked  out  at  a  shilling  an  hour,  which  he  thought  was 
very  small  for  a  fully-qualified  professional  man.  A  vote 
was  taken,  the  amendment  was  defeated  by  17  votes  to  4, 
and  'he  committee's  recommendation  adopted. 

A  Free  Hand  and  an  Increased  Salary. 
At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Derbyshire  County 
Council  on  October  4,  it  was  decided  to  increase  the  salary 
of  the  county  analyst  (Mr.  White)  from  350Z.  to  4252.  a  year. 
Mr.  White  will  also  be  allowed  to  receive  private  pupils,  and 
will  be  paid  a  nominal  fee  of  2s  6d.  for  anal jsirjg samples 
of  petroleum. 

The  Chemist  to  Supply  Medicines. 

The  Glossop  Board  of  Guardians,  on  October  4,  decided 
that  in  future  the  medicines  and  drugs  required  for  the 
workhouse  infirmary  should  be  supplied  by  the  Board  instead 
of  by  the  medical  officer. 
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Beetroot  and  Belladonna. 

On  October  4  a  family  named  Winder— a  man,  his  wife, 
and  four  children— living  at  Kendal,  were  all  taken  seriously 
ill  after  partaking  of  some  beetroot,  and  the  man  and  three 
of  the  children  were  removed  to  the  hospital.  The  remnants 
of  the  beetroot  were  examined,  and  it  was  ascertained  that 
some  vinegar  which  had  been  poured  on  the  beetroot  con- 
tained belladonna.  It  afterwards  transpired  that  the  bella- 
donna was  an  ingredient  in  an  eye-lotion  which  had  been 
used  for  one  of  the  children,  and  it  is  thought  that  the 
eye-lotion  and  the  vinegar  bottles  got  mixed.  The  father 
has  recovered,  but  the  children  are  still  in  a  dangerous  con- 
dition. 

The  Sale  of  Oxalic  Aeid. 
Elizabeth  Pitchley  (53),  the  widow  of  a  druggists'  sundries- 
man,  who  lived  at  Tooting,  died  on  September  5  from  oxalic- 
acid  poisoning.  At  the  inquest  on  October  5  the  Coroner 
animadverted  on  the  ease  with  which  such  a  deadly  poison 
as  oxalic  acid  could  be  purchased,  and  said  be  thought  the 
Legislature  ought  to  include  it  in  the  poisons  under  Schedule  1. 
There  were  no  fewer  than  ten  cases  of  oxalic-acid  poisoning 
in  London  a  week — not  all  fatal.  It  was  the  cases  of  acci- 
dental poisoning  they  wanted  to  guard  against. 

The  Carbolic-list. 

Henry  Simmonds,  a  Monmouth  builder,  being  harassed  by 
business  reverses,  took  a  dose  of  carbolic  acid  on  October  5, 
and  expired  in  less  than  fifteen  minutes. 

A  married  woman  at  Manchester,  named  Tyers,  being 
overcome  by  domestic  worries,  took  a  dose  of  carbolic  acid 
on  October  7,  and  died  in  less  than  an  hour. 

Henry  Mitchell,  a  manufacturer's  agent,  was  found  dead 
in  his  office  in  Silver  Street,  Cheapside,  on  October  2. 
On  a  table  close  by  was  a  bottle  which  had  contained 
carbolic  acid. 

Last  week  a  Manchester  girl,  18  years  of  age,  named 
Agnes  Harcourt,  after  being  told  by  her  sweetheart  that  his 
mother  refused  to  allow  him  to  keep  company  with  her,  took 
a  dose  of  carbolic  acid,  and  died  in  half  an  hour. 

On  October  7  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Egerton,  of  Fulham,  was 
discovered  locked  in  her  bedroom,  and  on  the  door  being  burst 
open  she  was  found  dying,  with  a  bottle  which  had  con- 
Tained  carbolic  acid  by  her  side.  She  died  in  a  few 
minutes. 

A  recent  issue  of  the  Manchester  Evening  News  says : — 
"  Cases  of  poisoning  by  means  of  carbolic  acid  continue  to 
occur  with  painful  frequency,  probably  because  no  other 
deadly  poison  is  so  easy  to  procure.  Coroners,  magistrates, 
and  even  medical  men  have  long  advocated  that  carbolic  acid 
should  be  scheduled  along  with  other  poisons,  but  for  some 
unaccountable  reason  the  Government  refuses  to  listen  to  all 
appeals  on  the  subject,  with  the  result  that  coroners  are  kept 
pretty  busy."

lint,  Is  Qd  per  lb. ;  surgeons'  tow,  Qd.  per  lb. ;  Condy's  fluid 
(red),  Is.  Id.  per  pint ;  eucalyptus  oil  (Globulus),  3s.  2d. 
per  lb. ;  castor  oil,  Qd.  per  lb. ;  single  trusses,  Is.  Qd.  each  ;

At  a  meeting  of  Wolverhampton  Board  of  Guardians  on 
October  6,  Mr.  Mitchell  proposed  that  a  schedule  should  be 
drawn  up  showing  the  amount  stated  in  the  estimate  and 
the  sum  actaally  paid  to  the  drug  and  other  contractors  for 
goods  supplied  during  the  year.  His  reason  for  asking  for 
the  information  was  because  contracts  were  given  out  at  prices 
much  below  those  of  other  persons  tendering  for  the  supply 
of  similar  goods,  and  the  public  often  oame  to  the  conclusion 


that  the  successful  contractors  made  up  for  any  loss  they 
might  sustain  on  one  class  of  goods  by  the  profits  they 
derived  on  extras.  Mr.  Hyde,  Chairman  of  the  Dispensary  ■ 
Committee,  remarked  that  each  quarter  a  list  of  the  prices 
for  all  drugs  was  obtained  from  the  drug-contractor,  so  that  if 
they  required  anything  not  in  the  contract  they  obtained 
it  in  accordance  with  that  particular  price-list.  Mr. 
Mitchell  thereupon  expressed  himself  satisfied  and  withdrew 
his  motion.

At  West  Ham  Police  Court  on  October  7,  the  three  men, 
Burgoyne,  Smith,  and  Sweeney,  charged  with  stealing  moneys 
by  "  ringing  the  changes "  at  the  shop  of  Mr.  Beckett, 
chemist,  67  Victoria  Dock  Road,  were  committed  for  trial. 
The  case  was  referred  to  on  page  575  in  last  week's  issue. 

A  Chemist's  End. 

The  inquest  on  the  body  of  Mr.  John  Groves,  chemist  and 
druggist.  Cardiff,  whose  death  we  reported  last  week 
(page  675),  was  held  on  October  5.  The  evidence  showed 
the  circumstances  of  the  death  to  be  substantially  those  we 
have  already  stated,  and  the  jury  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  deceased  died  from  taking  prussic  acid  whilst  tempo- 
rarily insane. 

Guernsey  Matters. 

State  Veterinarian. — The  Court  of  Chief  Pleas  in  Guernsey 
last  week  appointed  Maior  Whitfield,  late  of  Woolwich,  to 
the  position  of  States'  Veterinary  Surgeon,  vacant  by  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Foote.  The  only  other  candidate  was 
Mr.  S.  Burton. 

A  New  Doctor.— On  October  2,  the  Royal  Court  of 
Guernsey  granted  Dr.  M.  H.  Bulteel,  late  of  Plymouth,  leave 
to  practise  locally.  The  following  cutting  from  the  Guernsey 
Evening  News  gave  the  new  doctor  a  good  send-off  : — 

Dr.  Marcus  Henry  Bulteel  .  .  .  was,  we  notice  from  the 
Medical  Directory,  Surgeon  to  the  Royal  Albert  Hospital  and 
Eye-infirmary,  Devonport;  Hon.  Surgeon  to  the  Plymouth 
Dental  Hospital ;  President  of  the  Plymouth  Medical  Society  ; 
Examining  Surgeon  to  the  G.W.R.  Company ;  Surgeon  to  the 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children ;  and  held 
many  other  medical  appointments  in  the  district.

The  Bisks  of  Acetylene. 

On  October  9  the  manager  of  the  Photo-decorated  Tile 
Company  at  Hatton,  near  Burton-on-Trent,  was  examining 
an  acetylene-generator  and  smoking  a  cigarette  at  the  same 
time.  A  loud  explosion  was  the  result,  and  the  unfortunate 
man  was  so  shockingly  injured  that  he  died  shortly  after- 
wards. At  the  inquest  held  next  day  the  evidence  showed* 
that  deceased  was  mixing  oxygen  with  acetylene-gas,  and 
it  is  supposed  that  the  combined  gases  came  in  contact  with 
the  lighted  cigarette  and  induced  the  explosion. 

Explosion. 

On  October  2  a  carboy  containing  a  quantity  of  acid* 
exploded  in  the  shop  of  Messrs.  Macdonald  &  Co.,  chemists,. 
High  Wycombe.  A  portion  of  the  acid  bespattered  a  young 
lady  assistant,  who  was  badly  burnt  about  the  face  Medical 
aid  was  immediately  summoned,  and  no  serious  results  are 
anticipated. 

Plymouth  Water. 

A  good  example  of  the  service  which  chemists  and  drug- 
gists may  do  to  the  public  in  regard  to  scientific  matters  has 
just  been  afforded  in  Plymouth  by  Messrs.  Balkwill  &  Co , 
chemists.  The  borough  has  a  water-reservoir  at  Burrator, 
which  was  opened  last  year.  The  water  has  been  of  a 
yellowish  colour,  and  this  has  led  to  considerable  discussion 
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as  to  its  quality.  From  time  to  time  assuranoes  have  been 
given  that  the  analyses  showed  that  the  water  was  pure,  but 
in  spite  of  these  the  opinion  has  been  expressed  that  the 
water  was  not  above  suspicion.  Messrs.  Balkwill  submitted 
a  sample  oE  the  water  to  Mr.  George  Browne n,  F.O  S.,  and  the 
result  of  his  analysis  dealing  with  physical  characteristics, 
chemical  propensities,  and  microscopical  bacteriological 
examination  has  been  received  and  published  by  them.  Mr. 
Brownen  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  water  contains  ex- 
cessive proportions  of  the  products  of  vegetable  decay,  and 
requires  filtration  for  drinking. 

Natural  Causes. 

An  inquiry  was  held  at  Brighton  on  October  10  into  the 
death  of  a  child  named  Harriet  Taylor,  the  daughter  of  a 
chemist's  assistant.  The  child  died  suddenly,  and  the 
medical  evidence  showed  that  death  was  dae  to  gastric 
catarrh.    Verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes. 

Bobbing  the  Till. 

At  West  Ham  Police  Court  on  October  11,  a  lad  named 
John  Greagg  was  charged  with  stealing  21.  in  gold  from  Mr. 
Henry  Litten,  chemist  and  postmaster.  A  postman  who 
entered  the  office  during  Mr.  Litten's  temporary  absence 
saw  prisoner  emerge  from  behind  the  counter  and  run  away. 
The  money  was  missed,  and  he  was  followed  and  caught. 
At  first  he  denied  having  taken  the  money,  but  afterwards 
admitted  having  thrown  it  away  during  his  flight.  The  lad 
was  bound  over  to  come  up  for  judgment  when  called  upon. 

Postcards. 

It  is  officially  announced  that  on  and  after  November  1 
the  maximum  size  of  private  postcards  passing  through  the 
post  will  be  raised  to  5g  by  3|  inches. 

Tyrotoxicon-poi8oning. 

A  resumed  inquest  was  held  on  October  11  at  Aldershot  as 
to  the  death  of  a  soldier,  whose  stomach  on  analysis  showed 
the  presence  of  a  small  quantity  of  tyrotoxicon-poison. 
The  micro-organism  is  only  found  in  cheese,  by  means  of 
which  it  had  been  introduced  into  deceas3d's  body.  Tyro- 
toxicon-  poisonings  are  rare.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Omagh  Board  of  Guardians  on 
October  7,  a  Local  Government  Board  letter  was  read  stating 
that  they  could  not  approve  of  the  appointment  of  Mr.  S.  V. 
O'Connor,  of  Dublin,  as,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the 
duties,  they  required  in  cases  of  persons  other  than  public 
analysts  educational  attainments  equivalent  to  those 
possessed  by  such  of  the  Fellows  or  Associates  of  the  Insti- 
tute: of  Chemistry  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  as  have 
obtained  the  certificate  granted  by  the  Institute  after 
examination  in  therapeutics,  pharmacology,  and  microscopy. 
It  was  decided  to  ask  Mr.  Robt.  Barklie,  Belfast,  if  he  would 
acpept  the  position  at  his  previous  offer  of  10Z.  a  year. 

Presentation. 

',  On  October  7  a  number  of  friends  of  Mr.  William  Green, 
.L.P.&Li  la(e  manager  of  Cctrham's  Medical  Hall,  South 
Richmond  Street,  Dablin,  met  at  Portobello,  and  presented 


him  with  a  handsomely-illumiDated  address  and  a  valuable 
gold  watch  and  massive  gold  albert  chain,  on  the  occasion 
of  his  appointment  to  an  important  managerial  position  in 
Londonderry.  The  address  set  forth  the  esteem  in  which 
Mr.  Green  was  held  by  the  subscribers,  and  bore  tribute  to 
his  many  excellent  qualities  of  head  and  heart.  Mr.  Green 
suitably  replied. 

Pood  for  Medicine. 

The  Guardians  of  the  North  Dablin  Union  have  resolved 
to  convert  their  several  dispensary  and  medicine  depots  into 
stores  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  food  to  paupers. 
The  doctors  and  others  are  vigorously  denouncing  the  scheme 
on  the  ground  of  health  and  sanitation. 

Similar  Names. 

The  Guardians  of  the  Ardee  Union  last  week  considered  a 
letter  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  in  which  attention 
was  drawn  to  the  circular  letter  of  February  17  in  which  it 
was  laid  down  that  contracts  for  the  supply  of  medical 
requisites  and  surgical  appliances  should  not  be  given  to  the 
same  firm,  and  asking  for  the  Guardians'  observations  in 
connection  with  a  recent  appointment  made  by  them.  The 
Clerk  of  the  Union  said  there  was  a  separate  tender  for  the 
medical  and  surgical  appliances,  and  apparently  from  a 
different  contractor  than  had  applied  for  the  drug-contract, 
though  the  names  of  both  candidates  were  very  much  alike. 
The  tender  of  Messrs.  P.  A.  Leslie  &  Co.,  of  Dublin,  had  been 
accepted  for  the  supply  of  drugs,  while  that  of  Messrs. 
Peacocke,  Leslie  &  Co.,  also  rof  Dublin,  was  accepted  for 
medical  and  surgical  appliances.  These  contractors  bad 
supplied  medicines  and  appliances  for  several  years.  The 
L.G.B.  was  informed  accordingly. 

Drug-contract. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Grindley,  M.C. P.S.I. ,  has  been  appointed  a  con- 
tractor to  the  Rathmines  and  Rathgar  Township  Com- 
missioners for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Empties  Trouble. 

A  discussion  is  going  on  at  present  in  Dublin  trading- 
circles  in  regard  to  the  great  injury  done  to  the  aerated- 
water  trade  in  general  by  the  thoughtlessness  of  consumers 
of  aerated  waters  in  not  promptly  returning  empty  bottles 
and  syphons  when  done  with.  Some  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  pounds  are,  it  is  stated,  invested  in  empty  bottles  in 
Ireland,  and  much  of  this  lies  idle  in  the  cellars  and  pantries 
of  private  individuals  in  the  shape  of  empty  aerated-water 
bottles,  which  if  duly  returned  to  their  owners  would  save 
wasteful  expense  and  enable  more  employment  to  bottlers 
to  be  given. 

Money  Returned. 

In  the  Dublin  Law  Courts,  before  Judge  Kenny,  an  appli- 
cation has  been  made  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  James  Young 
&  Sons,  Belfast,  for  an  order  for  payment  out  of  court  of  101., 
being  the  amount  of  security  for  costs  which  had  been  lodged 
by  the  Royal  Baking  Powder  Company  (Limited)  in  an 
action  against  them  in  respect  of  an  alleged  infringement  of 
a  trade-mark.    The  appeal  was  granted .

Presentation  to  Mr.  George  Center. 

Upwards  of  sixty  past  and  present  pupils  of  the  Edinburgh 
Central  School  of  Pharmacy  held  a  smoking-concert  in  the 
Imperial  Hotel,  Market  Street,  Edinburgh,  on  Tuesday, 
October  3.  Mr.  W.  B.  Cowie  (Principal)  occupied  the  chair, 
and  in  the  course  of  the  evening  Mr.  William  Cowie,  one  of 
the  pupils,  on  behalf  of  past  and  present  students,  presented 
a  gold  albert  and  pendant,  bearing  a  suitable  inscription, 
and  several  valuable  books  on  chemistry  and  physics  to 
Mr.  George  Center,  who  has  resigned  his  position  as  a 
teacher  in  the  school  to  pursue  his  studies  at  University 
College,  London,  with  a  view  to  graduating  in  science  at 
the  London  University. 
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Chemist  Councillors. 

The  meeting  of  the  Dundee  Town  Council  last  week  was 
the  final  meeting  before  the  November  election,  and  on  this 
occasion  "  dying"  speeches  are  usually  made  by  councillors 
whose  terms  of  office  have  expired.  Amongst  the  retiring 
councillors  this  year  are  Messrs.  Ferrier  and  McKinnon,  both 
of  whom  are  chemists  in  the  town.  Mr.  Ferrier  intimated 
that  he  did  not  intend  to  seek  re-election.  He  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Council  for  the  past  twelve  years.  Mr. 
McKinnon,  on  the  other  hand,  announced  that  he  intended 
again  offering  his  services  to  the  electors,  and  trusted  he 
would  be  able  to  give  the  Council  the  benefit  of  his  assistance 
and  experience  in  connection  with  various  important  schemes 
they  have  in  hand. 

Will  Stand  Again. 

A  largely-  attended  meeting  of  the  Municipal  Committee 
in  St.  Stephen's  Ward,  Edinburgh,  was  held  on  October  6, 
and  Councillor  Richard  Clark  (of  Raimes,  Clark  &  Co.)  was 
invited  to  again  become  a  candidate  as  a  representative  of 
the  ward  on  the  Town  Council.  Councillor  Clark  intimated 
his  willingness  to  stand  for  re-election. 

Begun  Work. 
The  University  of  St.  Andrew's  was  opened  for  the 
session  on  October  10  by  Principal  Donaldson.  The  college 
has  now  a  complete  medical  school  and  medical  faculty, 
and  takes  its  place  for  the  first  time  among  the  other  Scotch 
universities  as  having  a  school  of  medicine  with  a  full 
curriculum. 

The  Chemist  and  the  Cup. 

The  inhabitants  of  Dundee  and  its  suburbs,  like  those  of 
other  towns  in  the  country,  are  keenly  interested  in  the 
international  yacht-race,  and  by  arrangement  with  the 
Dundee  Advertiser  the  race-telegrams  were  displayed  in  the 
window  of  Messrs.  Doig  &  Son,  chemists,  High  Street, 
Newport.  The  result  was  an  interested  crowd  and  a  good 
advertisement  for  the  chemist. 

Fire. 

By  the  upsetting  of  a  naphtha-can  at  the  chemical-works  of 
Messrs.  John  Poynter,  Son  &  Macdonald,  Greenock,  on 
October  7,  the  extracting-mill  was  set  on  fire  and  completely 
destroyed.    Three  women  workers  were  severely  burned. 

Business  Change. 

Mr.  James  Arnold  Tod,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  just 
acquired  the  business  carried  on  for  the  last  ten  years  at 
78  High  Street,  Portobello,  by  Mr.  Finlay  MacGillivray. 

Distillers'  By-products. 

North  Country  distillers  have  been  much  perturbed 
recently  by  the  question  of  the  disposal  of  their  by-pro- 
ducts. They  are  not  allowed  to  pollute  the  rivers  by  running 
the  superfluous  material  off,  and  in  the  raw  and  untreated 
state  the  by-products  are  too  bulky  to  be  driven  away  for 
the  feeding  of  stock.  So  hard  pushed  have  these  harassed 
distillers  been  that  they  are  at  present  (says  the  N.  B. 
Agriculturist)  offering  a  prize  of  2,O0OZ.  for  the  best  method 
submitted  to  them  of  dealing  with  these  by-products.  So 
far  competitors  have  been  shy,  believing,  probably,  that  the 
reward  offered  was  too  good  to  be  true,  but  the  Agriculturist 
understands  that  a  firm  of  engineers  have  patented  a  process 
by  which  the  feeding-ingredients  are  extracted,  mixed 
with  the  draff,  and  converted  into  feeding-cake. 


ffrencb  IRem 

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


A  French  Scientific  and  Commercial  Mission  has 
been  sent  to  Russia  and  Roumania  with  the  object  of  taking 
measures  for  facilitating  and  extending  business  relations 
with  those  countries,  especially  as  regards  the  exportation 
of  olive  oils.  The  Tunisian  Government  has  also  given  the 
mission  instructions  with  a  view  to  finding  new  markets  for 
the  increasing  output  of  olive  oil  in  that  Regency.    The  ' 


mission  is  under  the  direction  of  M  Ernest  Milliau,  Director 
of  the  Laboratory  of  Technical  Experiments  at  the1  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Paris. 

French  Assistants— The  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
Association  of  French  Pharmacists' Assistants  will  be  held 
at  10  30  p.m.  on  M<  nday,  October  16.  Dr.  Navarre,  formerly 
President  of  the  Paris  Municipal  Council,  will  take  the  chair. 
Amongst  the  subjects  announced  for  discussion  are  the 
compulsory  closing  of  pharmacies  at -9  p.m.  and  the  im- 
provement of  the  position  of  unqualified  assistants.  It  is 
proposed  to  prepare  the  draft  of  a  Bill  comprising  these  two 
subjects,  and  to  request  a  pbarmacien  deputy  to  present  it 
to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  with  the  text  of  the  new 
pharmacy  law. 

Obituary, — The  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy  has  lost  a 
valuable  member  by  the  death  of  M.  Tb.  F.  Wiirtz,  at  the 
age  of  53  years.  He  was  born  at  Strasbourg  in  1845,  and 
when  Alsace  became  German  as  the  result  of  the  1&70  war 
he  retained  his  French  nationality  and  came  to  Paris  as 
Director  of  the  Research  Laboratory  of  the  Pharmacie 
Centrale  de  France.  M.  Wiirtz  resigned  bis  position  there 
on  the  death  of  M.  Dorvault,  and  during  the  past  fifteen 
years  had  been  engaged  in  practical  pharmacy.  He  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy  in  1872, 
and  M.  Leidie,  in  the  course  of  a  valedictory  address  at  the 
ceremony  of  cremation,  referred  to  him  as  a  simple  and 
modest  man  who  had  accomplished  much  useful  work,  and 
leaves  behind  him  the  example  of  a  life  of  labour. 

The  New  Pharmacy  Bill— I  had  occasion  to  refer 
recently  to  the  text  of  a  new  Pharmacy  Bill  presented  to  the 
Chamber  of  Depu'ies  under  the  auspices  of  lour  pharmaoien 
members  of  that  body.  The  coolness  with  which  this  Bill 
appeared  to  be  received  in  the  first  instance  has  rapidly 
developed  into  antagonism,  and  there  is  every  likelihood 
that  the  promoters  of  the  Bill  will  find  their  strongest 
opponents  amongst  the  pharmaciens  themselves.  This  is  a 
state  of  things  which  is  much  to  be  regretted,  and  the 
manner  in  which  it  has  been  brought  about  can  scarcely  be 
said  to  be  a  cause  of  congratulation  to  the  four  pbarmacien 
deputies  who  support  the  new  Bill.  It  is  a  coincidence  that 
M.  Astier,  who  appears  to  have  taken  the  initiative  in  intro- 
ducing it,  is  the  proprietor  of  several  patent  medicines,  and 
attempted  some  months  ago  to  secure  priority  in  the  use  of 
the  words  "  Granulated  Kola "  by  bringing  an  action  for 
infringement  against  a  pharmacist  who  was  using  the  same 
name.  The  new  Bill  seems  to  have  been  hurriedly  intro- 
duced into  Parliament  almost  immediately  after  the  hearing 
of  this  action,  and,  according  to  competent  authorities,  is  in 
an  incomplete  state,  and  will  be  strenuously  opposed  by 
the  committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Congress  held  at 
Paris  last  November,  which  was  specially  instructed  to  look 
after  this  subject.  A  Pharmacy  Bill  was  discussed  by  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  and  Senate  five  years  ago,  and  passed 
the  second  reading,  but  the  dissolution  of  Parliament  killed 
the  Bill.  Since  1894  Parliament  has  been  too  much  occupied 
with  other  matters  to  give  attention  to  pharmacy  legislation, 
although  three  special  articles  were  voted  in  April,  1893, 
abolishing  the  second-class  diploma  and  increasing  the  diffi- 
culties for  foreigners  wishing  to  practise  pharmacy  in 
France.  This  is  how  the  matter  stood  when  M.  Astier  and 
his  associates  recently  introduced  their  Bill,  in  doing  which 
they  ignored  the  committee  of  the  last  Conference,  as  well 
as  the  resolutions  passed,  which  were  supposed  to  be  the 
opinions  of  the  majority  of  French  pharmacists.  Writing 
on  the  subject  of  this  new  Bill,  M.  Riethe,  President  of  the 
General  Association,  says : — 

This  proposed  law  upsets  from  top  to  bottom  our  ideas  of  the 
future  regime  and  the  organic  conditions  of  our  profession.  It 
shows  on  the  part  of  its  authors  an  absolute  want  of  knowledge  of 
our  general  interests  and  a  manifest  disregard  of  the  work  of'the 
last  Congresses.  The  text  contains  gross  erx-ors,  and  shows  signs 
of  careless  preparation,  but  I  am  convinced  that  in  view  of  the 
protests  the  initiative  of  the  four  pbarmacien  deputies  will  raise 
they  will  return  to  a  more  exact  idea  of  both  their  parliamentary 
and  professional  duties.  The  text  proposed  by  M.  Astier  and  his 
colleagues  cannot  satisfy  us  in  any  way ;  its  adoption  would  be  a 
disaster  for  pharmacy ;  we  will  not  accept  it. 

From  various  other  sources  one  hears  of  protests  from 
prominent  French  pharmaeists.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
journal  La  Pharmacie,  which  passes  for  being  the  organ  of 
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French  patent-medicine  makers,  says  the  ideas  of  the 
General  Association,  and  partly  adopted  by  the  last 
Pharmacy  Congress,  are  not  so  different  from  the  Astier 
project  that  they  cannot  be  accepted  by  making  some 
sacriGce  of  certain  parts  voted  by  the  Congress,  and  doomed 
in  advance  to  failure.

NZ.  Customs. — In  the  list  of  tariff  decisions  gazetted 
on  August  10  appeared  the  following : — "  Santal  Midy  "  in 
capsules  as  drugs  and  druggists'  sundries,  20  per  cent. 

The  Queensland  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  their 
annual  meeting  on  August  9.  The  annual  report  and  state- 
ment show  that  the  Society  is  in  a  healthy  condition.  Mr. 
F.  W.  Simmonds  has  been  elected  President  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Reciprocity. — The  Queensland  Pharmacy  Board  have 
passed  a  motion  that  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  South  Australia 
be  a  Board  recognised  by  them  on  conditions  to  be  mutually 
airanged.  The  South  Australian  Board  have  added  botany  to 
the  Qualifying-examination,  and  thus  brought  it  into  lice  with 
the  Queensland  examination. 

New  Society. — At  a  meeting  held  on  July  26  at  Sydney 
it  was  decided  to  form  a  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 
,  The  subscription  has  been  fixed  at  10s.  for  assistants  and  5s. 
for  apprentices,  and  meetings  are  to  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  each  month.  On  August  23  a  discussion  on 
the  Early  Closing  Bill  was  opened. 

An  Amended  Customs  Act,  to  take  effect  from  January  1, 
1900,  is  before  the  Legislature  of  Tasmania.  Among  the 
alterations  in  the  table  of  exemptions  which  affect  the 
pharmacist  are  sulphuric  acid,  which  at  present  pays  2s.  6d. 
per  cwt.  duty,  and  is  to  be  placed  on  the  free  list,  with 
naphthalin,  scientific  instruments,  and  crude  tar  oil,  on  each 
of  which  there  is  a  present  impost  of  20  per  cent. 

A  Chemist's  Adventube  — Mr.  J.  H.  Niemann,  a  well- 
known  Victorian  chemist,  has  had  some  unusual  adventures 
during  a  trip  to  the  Victoria  jiver  on  the  cutter  Midge 
(15  tons).  During  the  course  of  a  gale  the  master  failed 
to  identify  the  mouth  of  the  Victoria  river,  and  was  driven 
far  to  the  westward,  when  the  cutter  grounded.  Provisions 
ran  out,  and  the  passengers  subsisted  on  catfish  and  shark. 
Mr.  Niemann  and  a  Mr.  Nicholson  landed  to  seek  for  food, 
but  were  diiven  off  by  hostile  natives,  who  threw  spears  at 
them.  After  they  got  afloat  they  were  for  four  days  without 
food,  until  they  reached  the  Point  Charles  lighthouse,  where 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Niemann  and  children  landed,  goiDg  on  to 
Port  Darwin  later.  The  relatives  of  Mr.  Niemann  in  Mel- 
bourne were  apprised  by  telegraph  that  all  were  well. 

Victobia  Poisons  Bill. — This  Bill  has,  since  we  last 
reported  on  it  (September  23,  page  509),  occupied  consider- 
able attention  in  the  Legislative  Council  of  Victoria,  and 
finally  passed  through  the  Council  on  August  29.  Mr. 
Grimwade's  speech,  previously  reported,  seems  to  have 
influenced  the  debates,  and  although  he  was  not  able,  owing 
to  ill-health,  to  be  present  at  all  the  debates,  on  his  return 
on  August  22  he  gave  the  House  the  benefit  of  his  expert 
knowledge.  The  principal  alterations  made  in  the  Bill  are 
as  follows : — ■ 

Medicines  for  external  application  containing  poisons  are  to  be 
labelled  with  the  word  "  Poison,"  and  name  and  address  of  the 
seller,  even  when  dispensed  by  a  doctor  or  in  accordance  with  the 
prescription.  Patent  and  proprietary  medicines  are  left  under 
the  principal  Act  as  before.  Medicines  dispensed  by  registered 
chemists  according  to  the  prescriptions  of  registered  veterinary 


surgeons  are  exempted  from  the  principal  Act,  as  if  dispensed  by 
the  veterinary  surgeon  himself.  Poisoned  material  (not  poisoned 
seed  only)  for  the  destruction  of  vermin  is  exempted.  Sales  of 
poisons  by  wholesale  dealers  are  exempted,  so  far  as  they  are  to 
"  customers  known  to  them."  The  clause  requiring  that  every 
sale  shall  be  registered  is  limited  in  its  application,  so  that  it  does 
not  refer  to  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  photographic 
materials,  veterinary  medicines,  vermin-poisons,  and  fly-papers. 
The  entry  of  the  sale  of  poisons  where  required  is  to  be  made  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  not  in  any  haphazard  book  that 
might  be  handy.  The  privilege  of  a  defendant  to  prove  that  the 
article  he  sold  did  not  contain  poison,  even  although  articles  com- 
monly sold  under  the  same  name  consisted  of  or  contained  poison, 
has  been  taken  away. 

The  section  referring  to  patent  or  proprietary  medicines  re- 
quiring that  the  name  of  the  poison  they  contain  shall  be  printed 
on  the  label  was  made  to  extend  to  any  medicine  advertised  for 
sale  was,  on  Mr.  Grimwade's  motion,  thrown  out  of  the  Bill  on 
August  29. 

There  are  still  some  minor  points  in  the  Bill  which  need 
improvement  from  a  chemist's  point  of  view,  although  the 
great  improvement  the  Bill  has  undergone  in  its  passage 
through  the  Council  is  acknowledged  on  all  sides.

Mr.  Alexander  Cleghobn  has  secured  the  Government 
contract  for  the  supply  of  drugs,  &c,  to  the  several  convict- 
stations  in  Cape  Colony. 

Not  this  Time.— Captain  W.  von  Klonowski,  of  Krngers- 
dorp,  who  was  a  pharmacist  in  that  town,  and  took  part  on 
the  Boer  side  in  the  Jameson  raid  of  1895,  informs  us  that  he 
is  leaving  the  country. 

Revenue  from  Licences. — The  revenue  derived  at  the 
Cape  from  the  51.  apothecary  licence  reached  8872.  10s.  for 
1898,  as  against  827Z.  10s.  for  the  previous  year.  The 
medical  practitioner's  licence  (with  permission  to  dispense), 
which  is  also  51.,  totalled  1,232Z.  10s.  for  1898,  as  compared 
with  1,1372.  10s.  for  1897. 

A  Chemist  Claimant. — Among  the  claimants  for  the 
500Z.  reward  said  to  have  been  offered  to  the  rescuer  of  Mrs. 
Langtry's  racehorse  Chesney  from  the  s.s.  Ihermopylee, 
wrecked  in  Table  Bay  on  September  11,  is  a  chemist's 
assistant.  He  declares  that  he  rescued  the  horse,  and  a 
policeman — who  now  claims  the  animal — took  it  from  him. 

Fire. — A  fire,  the  outcome  of  which  might  have  proved 
most  disastrous  had  it  not  been  observed  in  time,  occurred  on 
September  17  in  a  block  of  buildings  in  Cape  Town,  in  which 
is  situated  the  Government  Analytical  Laboratory,  the 
Colonial  Herbarium,  and  a  chemist's  shop,  owned  by  Mr. 
J.  H.  Cooper.  Our  correspondent  was  shown  over  the 
Government  premises  next  day  by  the  senior  analyst,  and 
from  all  appearances  this  department  had  a  narrow  escape 
from  total  destruction.  As  it  is  damage  to  a  considerable 
extent  was  done  by  water,  and  most  of  the  apparatus  will 
have  to  undergo  repairs  or  readjustment.  The  Herbarium  in 
the  premises  above  was  but  slightly  damaged  by  water,  and, 
strange  to  say,  the  drug-store  escaped  entirely. 

The  Chemists  Calm. — A  Johannesburg  correspondent 
writes  :  "  We  are  on  the  verge  of  war  with  England.  The 
Boers  are  very  confident  of  victory ;  but  I  think  if  there  is  a 
good  engagement  between  a  large  body  of  the  latter  and  a 
strong  force  of  British  artillery  and  cavalry,  it  will  be  about 
all  over.  Chemists  are  still  all  open  and  facing  the  music 
as  calmly  as  any,  with  one  exception,  a  druggist,  who  has 
been  in  such  terror  during  the  p2St  two  months  that  he 
has  lifted  the  floor  of  his  pharmacy  and  stored  carboys,  per- 
fumes, &c ,  underneath.  Mrs.  Butters,  the  wife  of  the 
President  of  our  Pharmaceutical  Society,  is  setting  a  good 
example  to  the  few  terror-stricken  women  left  in  town. 
She  refuses  to  go  over  the  border  without  her  husband,  and 
is  still  here." 

A  Belligerent  Chemist's  Assistant. — Mr.  John 
McBride,  who  has  organised  the  Irish  Brigade  in  the  Trans- 
vaal, was  originally  intended  for  the  medical  profession,  but 
after*  several  years'  study  he  became  an  aesistant  in  the 
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establishment  of  Messrs.  Hugh  Moore  &  Co.,  wholesale 
chemists,  Dublin.  When  the  Parnell  crisis  arose  McBride 
was  one  of  the  most  strenuous  and  enthusiastic  of  "  The 
Chief's  "  supporters,  but  he  gradually  drifted  away  from  the 
•Constitutional  party,  and  became  an  extremist,  or  "physical- 
force"  man.  In  1896  McBride  went  on  a  secret  mission  to 
consult  the  Clan-na-Gael  executive  in  America,  and  on  return- 
ing to  Ireland  he  was  quietly  notified  by  the  police  that  con- 
tinued residence  in  the  country  would  seriously  endanger 
his  liberty.  He  then  went  to  London,  and  finally  to  South 
Africa.  One  of  McBride's  brothers  is  a  doctor,  and  another 
.  an  Irish  official.  He  comes  of  a  Fenian  family,  two  of  his 
cousins  on  the  maternal  side  being  leaders  in  the  Fenian 
risings  of  1867. 


3nMan  IRem 


Phillips  &  Co.  (Limited). — The  fact  has  now  been 
-  advertised  that  Mr.  B.  Phillips  has  resigned  his  position  as 
manager  of  this  Bombay  company,  and,  as  already  reported 
in  the  C.  $  D.,  the  directors  have  appointed  Mr.  T.  Stephen- 
son to  succeed  him. 

Cinnamon-contract  Case  — The  Orient  Company,  of 
Colombo,  has  brought  an  action  against  D.  C.  Abeyeratne 
for  the  recovery  of  8,480r.,  advances  made  by  the  company 
to  defendant  to  supply  cinnamon- chips  and  not  accounted 
for  by  the  defendant.  The  case  was  to  be  heard  on 
September  22. 

The  State  op  the  Indigo-industry. — An  Indian  ex- 
change reports  that  a  good  many  native  indigo-concerns  are 
likely  to  put  their  shutters  up  at  the  end  of  the  season,  as 
the  business  is  becoming  quite  unremunerative.  Baboo 
Nunakeshwar  Lall,  who  has  two  indigo-estates  at  Urneah 
and  Khopie,  has  decided  to  close  them,  and  has  dismissed 
his  manager,  Mr.  Simon  Finch. 

Opium  in  Burmah. — In  the  Police  Administration  Report 
of  Burmah  for  1898  the  District  Superintendent  of  Police, 
Henzada,  writes  that  the  quantity  of  opium  seized  during 
■the  year  far  exceeds  that  confiscated  last  year,  one  haul 
consisting  of  4,000  tolas.  It  was  Chinese  opium  brought 
down  from  Bhamo  in  bales  of  merchandise,  its  destination 
being  the  Lemyethna  township. 

A  Large  Soda-water  Order. — Messrs.  Mackinnon, 
Mackenzie  &  Co.,  whose  vesse's  have  been  chartered  to  trans- 
port the  troops  from  Calcutta  to  Natal,  have  placed  two 
..immense  orders  for  aerated  waters — principally  soda-water 
— with  Smith,  Stanistreet  &  Co.  The  first  order,  for  650 
dozen,  is  required  in  two  days ;  the  second  order,  for  700 
dozen,  in  four  days.  These  waters  are  required  under  stipu- 
lation by  the  medical  authorities  for  the  use  of  the  troops  on 
the  voyage. 

Cheap  Quinine  in  India. — The  sale  of  pice  packets  o* 
quinine  seems  to  be  proving  a  success  in  the  North-Wes* 
Provinces.  The  last  Revenue  Administration  Report  for  tha* 
area  states:  "There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  specia 
measures  taken  to  ensure  the  widespread  distribution  of  this 
valuable  medicine  just  at  the  critical  autumn  season  did 
a  great  amount  of  good.  Numbers  of  the  labouring  popula- 
tion were  enabled  to  ward  off  attacks  of  malaria,  and  so  the 
measures  proved  of  great  economic  value." 

Veterinary  Dispensary. — The  municipality  of  Monghyr 
have  decided  to  institute  a  veterinary  dispensary  for  the  use 
of  the  town  and  district.  The  initial  expense  of  drugs, 
instruments,  and  fixtures  is  estimated  at  2  388r.,  and  the 
yearly  recurring  charge  for  maintenance  665c  A  trained 
veterinary  surgeon  from  the  Bengal  Veterinary  School  will 
be  in  charge.  A  small  fee  only  will  be  required  for  horses 
and  cattle  sent  for  treatment — a  wise  decision,  considering 
that  a  cow  and  her  calf  can  be  bought  for  less  than  a 
sovereign. 

Research  Laboratories  Wanted. — The  Government 
of  I udia  have  under  consideration  a  comprehensive  scheme 
for  the  establishment  of  research  laboratories  in  various 
-parts  of  the  empire.  An  organisation  for  the  systematic 
application  of  modern  scientific  methods  to  the  study  of 
diseases  has  gradually  become  a  pressing  need  in  India,  but, 


as  usual,  financial  considerations  have  overridden  all  others. 
The  present  laboratory  at  Muktesar  will  be  further  developed 
and  the  staff  increased,  the  establishment  becoming  the 
central  research  laboratory  for  India.  Health-officers  will 
then  be  appointed  to  the  charge  of  laboratories  at  Calcutta, 
Madras,  Bombay,  Agra,  and  Lahore,  the  new  department  of 
bacteriology  being  ordinarily  manned  by  officers  of  the 
Indian  Medical  Service. 

The  Causes  op  Insanity.— The  official  report  for  1898 
on  the  Bombay  Lunatic  Asylums  states  that  of  the  cases  in 
which  the  cause  of  insanity  is  known  by  far  the  greater 
number  is  attributed  to  the  use  of  intoxicating  drugs  and 
the  abuse  of  spirits.  The  smoking  of  charas  and  ganja  and 
the  use  of  bhang  accounts  for  112  cases  out  of  493,  whilst 
among  criminal  lunatics  charged  with  crimes  of  violence,  the 
insanity  in  12  out  of  39  known  cases  was  ascribed  to  ganja. 


Cbe  assistant  "Wanteo." 


LAST  week  we  mentioned  that  the  Swindon  police  are  on 
the  look-out  for  a  man  who  passes  bimselt  off  as  Alex- 
ander Frazer,  and  who,  as  a  chemist's  assistant,  stole  a  cash- 
box  containing  over  201.  from  a  firm  in  ttut  locality.  We 
have  since  re- 
ceived several 
letters  from  che- 
mists and  drug- 
gists who  have 
reason  to  regret 
that  they  know 
the  man.  In  1892, 
under  the  name 
of  MacDonald, 
he  was  charged 
at  Mailing,  Kent, 
with  stealing 
money  and  goods 
from  Mr.  H.  C. 
H.  Oliver,  che- 
mist, of  that 
town.  The  case 
was  very  fully 
reported  in  The 
Chemist  and 
Druggist  at 
that  time,  and 
MacDonald,  who 
had  several 
aliases,  made  a 
written  state- 
ment in  which  he 

said  that  his  name  was  William  Shepperley.  He  was  born 
at  Nottingham,  and  at  the  age  of  12  was  sentenced  to  two 
months'  imprisonment  for  false  pretences.  After  that  he  left 
England,  but  returned  in  1884,  and  in  that  year  he  wis,  in 
the  name  of  Count  Antonio  Bentini,  sentenced  at  Yor< 
Assizes  to  two  months'  hard  labour  for  ste^line.  He  got  a 
similar  sentence  at  Scarborough  for  another  robb3ry.  Alter 
this  he  entered  the  drug-trade,  having  picked  up  a  little 
knowledge  of  the  business  in  the  shop  of  a  relative  in  Liver- 
pool, forging  this  relative's  name  and  references.  A  hiatus 
of  several  years  then  occurred.  In  November,  1891,  Frazer 
robbed  Mr.  Smith,  chemist,  Commercial  Road,  E  ,  of  51., 
while  acting  as  his  branch  manager.  He  then  went  to  Hull 
to  manage  a  branch  of  Mr.  Foulstone's,  and  in  a  fortnight 
decamped  with  91.  or  10Z,  Next  he  victimised  Mr.  Smith,  of 
St.  Leonards-on-Sea,  and  Mr.  Taplin,  of  Harlesden,  being 
two  days  with  the  latter  and  stealing  22s.  He  then  obtained 
a  situation  with  Mr.  Oliver,  and  at  the  Kent  Assizes  on 
December  14,  1892,  was  sentenced  by  Mr.  Justice  Hawkins 
to  five  years'  penal  servitude,  for  the  theft  from  him. 

The  portrait  which  we  print  of  the  man  was  one  that  we 
published  in  1892,  but  from  the  descriptions  now  supplied  to 
us  he  appears  to  have  grown  whiskers.  His  slight  deformity 
and  facial  peculiarities  are,  however,  Fufficient  to  identify 
bim,  and  we  trust  the  publication  of  this  portrait  will  enable 
chemists  to  be  on  their  guard  against  the  man  and  to  assist 
in  his  arrest.

association. 


THE  Council  of  this  Association  mei  at  the  Holborn 
Viaduct  Hotel  on  October  5.  There  were  present 
Messrs.  A.  Tebbutt  (President)  (in  the  cbair),  Charles 
t-aoger,  E  C.  Sanger,  C.  J.  G.  Bunker,  W.  H.  Powell,  G.  R. 
Barclay,  T.  P  Garrett,  J.  Hessell,  P.  F.  Eowsell,  P.  Edgar, 
S  Roberts,  and  W.  8.  Glyn- Jones  (Secretary).  The  report 
of  the  executive  committee  as  to  what  had  been  done  since 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  particularly  with  reference 
to 

The  Grocery  Section, 

was  considered.  In  the  course  of  the  debate  the  whole 
history  cf  the  matter  was  gore  into,  and  the  early  decision 
to  form  a  section  distinct  from  the  drug  one  was  mentioned. 
A  provisional  committee  decided  that  it  would  not  be 
feasible  to  adopt  a  combined  list  similar  to  that  in  the  drug- 
irade,  where  all  the  articles  on  the  list  are  withheld  from  a 
cutter  in  the  event  of  one  being  sold  under  the  minimum 
retail  price.  The  wholesale  grocery-houses  would  not  assist 
in  that  direction,  but  a  meeting  was  recently  held  between 
the  Eetail  Grocery  Committee  and  manufacturers  who  had 
joined,  and  the  following  decisions  were  arrived  at : — 

1.  That  the  main  objects  of  the  Association  be  (a)  to  encourage 
and  assist  by  all  legitimate  means  those  owners  of  grocery  pro- 
prietary articles  who  ensure  to  their  customers  a  profit  of  not 
less  than  12i  per  cent,  and  upwards  on  their  goods,  and  (6)  to 
induce  as  many  firms  as  possible  (by  the  offer  of  such  help  as  the 
Association  can  give)  to  adopt  the  ensured-profit  system. 

2.  That  the  Association  publish  to  the  trade  monthly  or  weekly, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  commencing  forthwith,  a  list  of  all  such 
articles. 

3.  That  the  Association  do  not  interfere  between  any  firm  and 
their  customers,  but  that  its  organisation  should  be  at  the  service 
of  such  firms  in  helping  to  adjust  any  cases  of  cutting  or  substi- 
tution of  imitative  goods  reported. 

4.  That  the  principle  of  combined  stoppage  of  supplies  shall 
not  be  compulsory  on  proprietors  availing  themselves  of  the 
Association's  agency,  but  that  two  or  more  of  them  may  so 
combine,  if  they  desire,  against  specially  obstinate  cutters. 

5.  That  the  Association  be  managed  by  ten  owners  of  proprie- 
tary articles,  elected  by  those  proprietors  of  such  goods  who 
become  members  of  the  Association,  and  by  ten  retail  grocers, 
elected  by  retail  members  of  the  Association  ;  but  that  for  the 
fiist  year  the  council  of  management  consist  of  all  proprietor 
■members  together  with  the  ten  retailers. 

6.  That  the  benefits  of  the  agency  be  not  confined  to  members, 
but  be  extended  to  all  proprietary  owners  who  insist  on  a  retail 
profit  of  not  less  than  12h  per  cent,  when  their  articles  are  bought 
in  ordinary  quantities  from  the  wholesale  houses. 

7.  That  tne  subscription  for  membership  of  the  manufacturers' 
section  be  bl.  5s.  per  annum,  and  of  the  retail  section  2s.  6(2.  per 
annum. 

8.  That  the  funds  of  the  Association  shall  be  kept  distinct  from 
those  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  (Drug 
Section),  and  that  the  subscriptions  already  paid  to  the  P.A.T.A. 
by  members  of  the  Grocery  Manufacturers'  Section  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Grocery  and  Allied  Trades  PA. A 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Rowsell,  seconded  by  Mr.  Charles 
Sanger,  the  proposals  were  agreed  to. 

The  memorandum  of  association  in  reference  to  the 

Defence  Fund, 

submitted  by  the  Association's  solicitor  (Sir.  F.  W.  Beck), 
was  read,  and  the  Secretary  explained  that  the  memorandum 
was  so  drawn  up  that  the  committee  of  management  might 
at  any  time  extend  the  operations  of  the  fund  without 
appealing  to  the  law-courts.  The  first  two  clauses  of  the 
memorandum,  which  cover  the  present  objects  of  the  fund, 
are  as  follows  : — 

1,  To  protect  the  members  of  the  company  against  prosecu- 
tion under  any  Acts  of  Parliament  particularly  affecting  chemists 
and  druggists  or  dealers  in  proprietary  articles,  and  to  defend 
members  in  any  such  prosecution. 

2.  To  carry  on  in  England  and  elsewhere  the  business  of  an 
accident  and  guarantee  insurance  company,  and  insurance  in  all 
its  branches  (except  life  insurance),  and  in  particular  to  grant  or 
effect  assurances  against  or  upon  the  contingency  of  injury, 
damage,  or  loss  by  reason  of  accident  of  any  description  to  human 
-beings,  and  to  grant  or  effect  assurances  against  or  upon  the  con- 


tingency of  injury,  damage,  or  loss  by  reason  of  accidents  of  any 
description  to  real  or  personal  property  of  any  kind. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion  the  memorandum  was  passed, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  ten  retail  members  of  the  Council  fce- 
atked  to  sign  it. 

Mother  Seigel's  Syrup. 

It  was  reported  that  a  circular  had  been  sent  to  every 
chemist  in  business  in  London  by  Messrs.  A.  J.  White- 
limited),  proprietors  of  Mother  Seigel's  Syrup,  fixinc;  a* 
minimum  cutting-price  of  Is  Q^d.  in  London  for  that  article. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  the  price  to  firms  who  bought  51. 
worth  of  this  preparation  was  lis.  6d.  per  dozen,  and  that 
to  chemists  who  were  unable  to  buy  a  51.  parcel  the  price 
through  the  wholesale  houses  would  be  from  12s  to  12s.  3d. 
per  dozen — therefore,  that  the  profit  guaranteed  even  to 
buyers  in  51.  lots  was  quite  inadequate.  The  Secretary 
stated  that  one  of  the  members  of  the  Council  had  written 
saying  that  as  a  satisfactory  profit  had  not  been  guaranteed: 
he  would  continue  to  sell  the  article  at  Is.  as  heretofore,, 
and  that  he  had  written  to  Messrs.  A.  J.  White  that  he  was 
doing  so 

Mr.  Rowsell  said  that  Messrs.  A.  J.  White  attempted  to- 
fix  Is.  O^d  as  the  minimum  retail  price  of  Mother  Seigel's- 
Syrup  at  Exeter,  but  that  he  and  one  or  two  others  had 
refused  to  sign  unless  Is.  Id.  was  fixed  as  the  minimum,. 
which  the  company  ultimately  did. 

The  Council  agreed  that  the  scheme  did  not  guarantee 
sufficient  profit,  and  resolved  accordingly. 

Homoeopathic  Medicines. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  bad  sepn  all  the  important 
makers  of  homoeopathic  medicines,  and  from  his  interviews- 
with  them  he  was  convinced  that,  provided  Messrs.  Ashton 
&  Parsons  agreed,  there  would  be  no  serious  difficulty  in 
arranging  that  the  trade  in  horr  ceopathic  medicines  woulcfc 
be  placed  upon  a  more  satisfactory  basis.  The  Secretary 
recalled  the  particulars  of  the  recent  discussion  on  this- 
subject,  and  Messrs.  Ashton  &  Parsons  selling  below  cost, 
and  stated  that  he  conveyed  to  that  firm  the  result  of  his 
interview  with  the  other  proprietors,  but  was  irfoimed  by  a 
member  of  the  firm  that  as  the  senior  partner  was  away  they 
could  make  no  premise  until  his  return.  He  stated  that  he- 
was  assured  that  immediately  on  that  gentleman's  return  a 
reply  would  be  communicated  to  the  Association.  No  reply 
bad  been  received,  however,  and  any  arrangements  which  it- 
might  be  possible  to  make  were  now  in  abeyance  pending; 
Messrs.  Ashton  &  Parsons's  action. 

It  was  agreed  to  secure  publication  of  these  facts,  and  this, 
being  all  the  business  the  meeting  adjourned.

THE  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on 
October  4,  at  3  p.m.  The  members  present,  were  Messrs. 
K.  J.  Downes,  Grindley,  W.  F.  Wells,  Kelly,  J  I  Bernard, 
SirriLSon,  Dr.  Walsh,  Michie,  and  P.  N  White,  J.P.  (Sligo). 

Mr.  Downes,  as  ex-President,  took  the  chair,  and  said 
t>ieir  first  doty  was  to  welcome  their  recently-elected  member, 
Mr.  Patrick  N.  White,  J.P. ,  who  had  come  up  from  Sligo  hoping 
to  attend  the  dinner,  but  his  train  was  late.  He  (Mr. 
Downes)  had  received  a  telegram  from  Mr.  Jameson,  another 
jecf  ntly-elected  member,  stating  that  he  had  received  the 
notice  of  that  meeting  too  late  to  enable  him  to  make 
airangements  to  attend. 

Election  op  Ofpicees. 

Mr.  Wells  moved  that  Mr.  Downes  be  re-elected  Presi- 
dent. He  remarked  that  Mr.  Downes  had  worked  well 
during  the  past  two  years  and  was  willing  again  to  take  on 
work,    and    it  was

nectssary  that  one 
who  had  been  in  har- 
ness should  continue 
for  the  ensuing  year 
on  account  of  the 
wcrk  about  "company 
pharmacy"  that  was 
going  on. 

Mr.  Grindley  said 
that,  as  Mr.  Downes's 
oldest  friend  at  that 
board  next  to  Mr. 
Wells,  he  had  great 
pleasure  in  seconding 
the  nomination.  He 
was  quite  certain  that 
Mr.  Downes  would 
lulfil  all  their  expec- 
tations in  the  ensuing 
year.  (Applause.) 

The  motion  was  put 
by  Mr.  Wells,  and 
unanimously  agreed 
to. 

The  President 
said  he  was  very  much 

obliged  for  the  honour  they  had  conferred  on  him  in  electing 
him  for  the  third  time  to  that  office.  He  had  many  private 
reasons  why  he  would  have  wished  to  be  relieved  from  office, 
but  the  old  adage  said  "  it  is  not  good  to  change  horses 
when  you  are  crossing  a  stream."  As  regarded  parliamen- 
tary business,  however,  he  would  not  be  able  to  undertake  the 
fatigue  of  lobbying,  nor  should  he  be  able  to  give  the  constant 
attendance  at  the  eveniDg  meetings  that  he  gave  last  year. 
He  desired  that  the  School  Committee  should  more  seriously 
take  that  up,  for  it  was  tbeir  proper  work.  He  would  him- 
self, however,  give  as  much  time  to  the  evening  meetings  as 
he  could.  He  thanked  them  for  electing  him  again  to  the 
chair,  and  Mr.  Wells  and  Mr.  Grindley  for  the  kind  manner 
in  which  they  had  spoken  of  him. 

The  President  ihen  said  it  had  bepn  customary  for  the 
occupant  of  the  chair  to  propose  his  Vice-President,  and  he 
thought  they  could  not  do  better  than  contiDue  Mr.  Beggs 
in  that  office.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  had  that  morning  received 
a  letter  from  him  sayiDg  that  he  would  be  unable  to  attend 
the  meeting  in  consequence  of  a  cold,  and  enclosing  his 
ktys  for  his  successor  in  office.  He  moved  that  the  keys  be 
returned  to  him. 

Mr.  Miohie  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  unanimously 
agieed  to. 

Mr.  Wells  proposed  that  Mr.  George  H.  Grindley  be  re- 
elected Hon  Treasurer.  Tbey  could  not  have  a  better  man 
for  the  position.  He  was  entitled  to  all  the  honour  that  they 
could  pay  him,  and  he  (Mr.  Wells)  only  regretted  that  he 
would  not  allow  himself  to  be  nominated  for  either  the  vice- 
preMdency  or  the  presidency. 

Mr.  Kelly  seconded,  and  Mr.  Grindley  was  unanimously 
elected.

The  Method  op 
Marking. 

A   letter  was  re- 
ceived from  Dr.  M.  R. 
Whitla,  thankiDg  the 
Council  for  re-electing, 
him  as  examiner  in 
pharmacy,  and  expressing  a  hope  that  the  Council  would 
sanction  the  new  method  of  marking  in  the  Pharmacy 
examination  before  the  next  examination  came  on. 

The  President  said  this  new  mode  of  marking  had  been 
referred  to  the  Privy  Council,  who  declined  to  sanction  it. 

Mr.  Wells  said  it  was  sent  to  the  Privy  Council  along 
with  some  other  matters,  and  all  were  rejected.  He  would1 
move  at  the  next  Council  meeting  that  this  mode  of  marking 
should  be  adopted,  and  that  the  Privy  Council  should  be  again 
asked  to  sanction  it.  The  object  was  to  have  separate- 
marks  for  prescription-reading  and  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia. Under  the  present  regulation  a  man  who  got  no 
marks  in  prescription-reading  might  have  to  be  passed. 

The  Castle  Supports  the  Law. 

A  letter  from  the  Castle  intimated  that  the  Lord- Lieutenant 
and  Privy  Council,  after  having  fully  considered  the  case  of 
William  Carlin,  of  Moville,  who  had  been  fined  51.  for  selling 
phosphorus-paste  without  being  qualified  to  do  so,  and  who 
had  memorialised  that  the  fine  should  be  returned  to  him, 
had  decided  that  the  law  should  take  its  course. 

Mr.  Wells  :  The  man  was  fined  52.,  and  after  we  got  the 
money  he  sent  in  a  memorial. 

The  Membership. 

Messrs.  D.  N.  Stewart  (Londonderry)  and  John  Hartley 
(Phibsborough,  Dublin)  were  elected  members  of  the  Society.

■what  there  is  new." 

The  weather  was  not  the  best  for  the  journey,  but  the 

«ditorial  advice  brought  into  my  mind  that 

Present- giving 

is  one  of  the  privileges  (or  misfortunes)  of  the  approaching 
season,  and  that  the  drug-trade  has  a  good  share  in  it.  I 
tried  to  place  myself  in  the  position  of  the  present-purchaser, 
to  whom  the  obligation  sometimes  becomes  as  great  an 
impediment  as  that  which  worried  Sinbad  the  Sailor.  The 
present-giver  runs  through  the  whole  series  of  recognised 
gifts,  and  taxes  his  memory  to  an  alarming  extent  to  recall 
what  particular  thing  he  gave  her  last  year  or  the  year 
hef  ore ;  and  sooner  or  later  he  decides  that  a  nice  box  of 
perfume  is  sure  to  please.  Sweet  scent  is  always  welcome, 
and  loses  nothing  by  being  repeated. 

Now  what  is  the  attitude  of  chemists  and  druggists  in 
.the  matter  ?   Are  they  to  wait  until  the  second  week  in 


December  to  see  what  their  neighbours  are  showing  before 
they  lay  in  a  stock,  or  are  they  to  decide  to  make  a  few  51. 
notes  in  Christmas  week  by  getting  some  thoroughly  good 
things  now,  and  making  an  original  display  which  will 
attract  business  when  it  is  to  be  got  ? 

The  object  of  my  journey  on  this  occasion  has  been  to 
And  out  what  retailers  may  buy.  I  have  not  succeeded  in 
covering  all  my  ground  this  journey,  but  I  hope  to  do  so 
next  week.  I  naturally  hied  westwards  to  see  what  Bond 
Street  is  showing ;  but  I  was  a  month  too  soon,  and  I  com- 
promised by  a  visit  to  Messrs. 

COBBYN.  STACEY  &  OO.'S  show- 

room  at  300  High  Holborn,  W.C. 
Here  the  present-giving  spirit 
fell  upon  me,  and  I  felt  that  I 
would  like  to  buy  the  entire 
stock.  What  could  be  nicer  as 
a  present,  for  instance,  than  a 
perfume-stand  like  the  illustra- 
tion ?  It  is  a  polished-oak 
affair,  fitted  with  lock  and  key, 
and  contains  three  hobnail- cut 
bottles  of  perfumes.  This  is 
but  one  of  many  different  styles 
in  which  the  firm  put  up  per- 
fume. There  are  heaps  of  fancy 
cases  containing  one,  two,  or 
three  bottles  each— cases  shaped 
like  hearts,  shields,  or  pyramids,  or  severely  plain — but  every 
one  artistic  and  neat.  The  firm  have  a  special  series  of  per- 
fumes, which  should  sell  readily  if  only  on  account  of  their 
attractive  appearance.  The  series  consists  of  Alpiue  violets, 
honeysuckle,  carnation,  pink,  Parma  violets,  wallflowers,  and 
mountain  heather.    The  bottles  are  indirect  squares  with 


artistic  coloured  labels,  from  1  oz.  to  4  oz.,  uncased  or  in 
silk- lined  cases.  Nothing  could  be  nicer  than  the  "  hob- 
nail "  series,  in  which  assorted  odours  are  contained  in  cut 
and  polished  hobnail- pattern  bottles.  These  are  sold  alone 
or  in  cases  lined  with  silk  or  plush,  the  more  expensive 
ones  being  covered  with  solid  leather.  Fortunately  Messrs. 
Corbyn,  Stacey  &  Co.  have  got  out  a  new  illustrated  list  of 
their  perfume  specialities,  which  they  send  on  application, 
as  I  feel  I  can  hardly  do  justice  in  this  column  to  the  large 
variety  they  showed  me.  Toilet-requisites  are  a  recent 
addition  to  their  specialities,  and  of  these  the  celluloid  boxes 
of  tooth-tablet  are  a  capital  line ;  and  I  ought  not  to  give 
the  impression  that  the  firm  only  supply  expensive  perfumes 
— they  cater  for  the  masses  as  well,  but  through  the  whole 
gamut  the  perfume  is  of  excellent  quality. 

Soaps  and  Scents. 

At  Sharp  Beothees'  Soap  and  Peepumeey  Company 
(Limited),  18  and  19  Red  Lion  Square,  W.C,  I  spent  a 
pleasant  hour  watching  the  processes  involved  in  the  pro- 
duction of  toilet-soaps.  One  side  of  the  factory  is  devoted 
to  the  manufacture  of  Bentley's  "  Old  Musk  "  brown  Windsor 
soap,  and  1  saw  a  huge  cauldron  of  the  soap  in  embryo, 
which  later  on  in  its  career  will  serve  to  wash  Royal  and 
loyal  skins.  "Sells  better  than  ever,"  parenthetically 
remarked  my  guide.  Then  the  "  milling  "  department,  with 
its  interesting  machinery,  engaged  my  attention.  I  was 
fortunate  in  being  present  when  " Russian  violet  soap"  was 
being  made.  It  is  a  soap  with  a  great  future.  Rapidly  I 
passed  through  the  other  departments,  each  one  of  great 
interest;  the  "powder"  department,  where  face,  violet,  and 
other  toilet  powders  are  made  and  packed ;  the  perfume- 
packing  department,  where  nimble-fingered  girls  do  the 
finishicg-off  and  tie  on  the  ribbon  or  artificial  flowers,  as  the 
case  may  be;  and,  lastly,  the  perfume-laboratory.  Here 
Mr.  De  Lessing  holds  sway,  and  blends  the  various  costly 
perfume-substances  with  the  accuracy  of  a  connoisseur. 
In^the  showroom  I  found 
several  novelties  for  the 
Christmas  season.  The 
Russian  violets  perfume 
is  put  in  pretty  trian- 
gular bottles  with  mitre 
stoppers,  and  can  be  bad 
cased  for  Christmas  trade. 
Otto-of-rose  perfume  is 
one  of  the  new  scents ;  it 
is  attractively  put  up. 
Another  good  Christmas 
line  is  a  combination  case 
which  contains  a  supply 
of  scent,  sachet-powder, 
smelling  -  salts,  and  a 
spray.  I  noted  a  variety 
of  plush- covered  "Tan- 
talus "  scent-stands  con- 
taining two  or  three 
bottles  of  perfume,  and 
selling  at  from  15s.  to  30s. 
There  is  a  good  range  of 
cased  perfumes ;  one  con- 
taining two  bottles  of 
scent  in  a  tartan  or  croco- 
dile case,  and  selling  at 
about  3s.,  seemed  to  me 

a  cheap  line.  Callers  at  Messrs.  Sharp's  showroom  should 
not  miss  the  specimen  show-windows,  which  tell  how 
effective  an  advertisement  a  window  can  be  made  if  well 
dressed. 

The  white  and  gold  embossed  City  showroom  of 
The  Vinolia  Company 
at  16  Aldermanbury,  E.O.,  is  a  delightful  place  in  which  to 
spend  an  hour  or  two,  and  when  I  called  there  I  was  shown 
one  or  two  new  Yinolias  for  Christmas,  which  in  luxurious  get- 
up  beat  the  Dutch.  Which  of  the  perfume- caskets  or  perfume- 
bottles  is  the  prettiest  can  only  De  determined  by  the  taste 
of  the  purchaser,  but  various  combinations  in  colours  are 
not  to  be  overlooked.  One  in  deep  violet  plush  is  very 
striking,  and  another  in  green  plush  is  also  worthy  of  atten- 
tion, the  interior  liniDg  being  tasteful  and  delicate.  But 
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the  combination  casket  containing  the  Liril  preparations 
■(perfume,  soap,  powder,  and  lip-salve)  nestling  on  a  bed  of 
red  silk,  with  an  outside  cover  in  delicate-flowered  blue  tints, 
took  my  fancy.  These,  with  various  other  combinations  in 
white  and  gold,  and  quaint  shapes  in  red  arid  green,  are  also 
worthy  attention,  and  look  like  things  which  will  go  at 
Christmas.    We  illustrate  the  prevailing  shape  of  Vinolia 

perfume-bottle.  It  is 
finely  cut,  bevelled 
edged,  and  the  golden 
real  in  the  centre 
for  label  looks  dainty. 
I  was  shown  a  novelty 
in  the  shape  of  a 
bell-like  casket  in 
dark- green  and  gold. 


In  several  of  the  cases  ranged  round  the  walls  of  the 
showroom  are  Vinolia  window-displays,  which  are  worth 
the  attention  of  pushing  men,  wh)  should  nob  miss 
inspecting  these  when  they  are  in  town.  I  remember 
reading  in  the  C.  4'  D.  some  time  ago  that  the  Vinolia 
Company  bad  a  design  in  perfume-cases  which  is  an 
exact  imitation  of  Wedgwood  ware.  There  are  numerous 
examples  of  these  to  be  seen  in  Aldermanbury.  The  little 
engraving  which  is  printed  alongside  the  perfume-casket  is 
an  old  friend  with  a  new  head — at  least  to  me,  for  I  had  not 
seen  the  neat  stopper  until  last  week.  Perhaps  there  are 
others  in  the  trade  who  would  like  to  know  of  it. 

F.  Newbeet  &  Sons, 

1  and  3  King  Edward  Street,  have  a  noticeable  line  in  "  Spray 
Caskets."  These  contain  a  fancy  green  or  other  coloured 
spray,  with  gilt  mounts  and  coquettish  bows  of  ribbon  tied 
round  the  neck.  The  fittings  are  of  good  indiarubber,  and 
one  fancy  and  one  plain  bottle  of  perfume  go  with  the  spray, 
<the  prices  ranging  from  5s.  to  10s.  each,  and  they  are  good 


value.  A  crescent-shaped  casket,  containing  a  single  bottle 
•of  perfume  ensconced  in  a  silk  lining,  is  also  cheap ;  and  a 
pretty  litile  flowered  casket  with  blue-silk  edging  and 
another  in  plain  leatherette,  with  bottles  enclosed,  are  also 
■comparatively  inexpensive.    A  speciality  with  some  of  these 


caskets  is  that  they  are  covered  with  chrom- gelatine,  which 
is  washable.  The  parf  um  de  rhistance  at  Newbery's  this 
year  is,  however,  the  "Happy  Omens  "  series.  These  have 
caught  on  since  the  C.  4'  1)  Summer  Number  told  about 
them.  They  can  be  obtained  in  siDgle  bottles  at  Is  upwards, 
or  in  caskets  of  three  to  six.  The  accompanying  illustra- 
tion shows  the  original  casket  reduced  to  one-sixth.  The 
idea  is  happy,  and  the  get-up  exceedingly  artistic.  A  large 
range  of  choice  is  given  in  the  selection  of  perfumes,  and 
the  caskets  are  appropriate  either  as  Christmas  or  wedding 
presents.  The  line  of  miniature  perfumes  introduced  by  the 
firm  has  been  improved  in  appearance,  the  labels  being  now 
slightly  coloured  round  the  edges.  The  "  Schoolboy's  Set," 
containing  mirror,  comb,  brush,  soap  boxes,  &c,  for  toilet- 
use,  would  be  an  appropriate  present  for  the  younger  genera- 
tion ;  and  larger  sizes  of  the  same  series  are  shown  for  adults. 
Another  new  line  which  Messrs.  Newbery  showed  me  is  the 
indiarubber  "  Nasal  Spray,"  which  has  a  powerful  pipette 
bellows. 

W.  B.  Foedham  &  Sons  (Limited), 

of  York  Road,  KiDg's  Cross,  N.,  invited  me  to  call  there  one 
afternoon  to  see  a  show-stand,  which  they  consider  to  be  a 
useful  bit  of  shop-fitting.  So  it  is,  I  found,  especially  for 
displaying  Christmas  goods.  It  is  called  the  Patent  Adjust- 
able Show-stand ;  but  the  illustration  gives  a  faint  idea  of 


its  versatili'y.  The  sides  of  the  stand  are  either  in  metal- 
work — finished  in  aluminium  and  gold — or  in  polished  wood. 
The  shelves  are  of  polished  beech  or  dark  oak.  The  stand 
can  be  adjusted  to  seven  positions  ;  it  can  be  used  as  a  table 
or  a  book-shelf,  and  is  fitted  with  castors,  so  that  it  can  be 
easily  moved  about.  The  shelves  are  stationary,  so  that 
they  can  be  dressed  with  bottles  while  the  stand  is  in  the 
table-position,  and  the  whole  thing  then  raised  to  any  angle 
desired  without  disturbing  the  bottles.  A  small  model — 
8  inches  wide  by  11  inches  high — which  works  on  exactly 
the  same  principle,  is  recommended  for  displaying  such 
goods  as  jewellers  sell,  and  from  that  chemists  can  judge 
how  this  size  would  suit  them.  The  best  for  chemists'  use 
generally.  I  fancy,  is  the  22  inches  wide  by  33  inches  high 
size,  which  would  be  suitable  for  counter  or  window.  The 
stands  are  handsome  pieces  of  furniture  and  inexpensive, 
ranging  from  20s.  each  for  the  model  to  60s.  each  for  the 
largest  size. 

I  ought  to  say  before  closing  this  record  that  as  far  as  I 
could  gather  on  my  journey  the  general  tone  of  business  is 
excellent.  Everyone  is  busy,  and  expecting  to  be  busier,  and 
at  many  places  I  was  told  that  Christmas  orders  have 
already  been  placed  by  foreseeing  pharmacists  who  remember 
the  copybook  maxim  of  their  childhood  about  procrastina- 
tion, thieves,  and  time. 

Medicines  in  1898  were  imported  into  Ceylon  to  the 
value  of  244,170r.,  of  which  53,652r.  came  from  India, 
besides  6,335r.  worth  of  apothecaries'  ware.

Fischer,  chief  engineer  at  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Well- 
come &  Co.'s  factories  at  Dartford,  on  leaving  the  service  of 
the  firm,  has  been  presented  by  the  employes  with  a  case  of 
mechanical  instruments,  a  solid  silver  match-box,  and  a  gold- 
mounted  vvalking-stitk  as  a  token  of  the  esteem  in  which  he 
is  held. 

Mb.  W.  R.  Fobssth  informs  us  that  his  brother,  Mr.  B. 
Forsyth,  whose  death  we  iepoited  Jast  week,  served  his 
apprenticeship  witb  the  late  Mr.  David  Kemp,  of  Portobello, 
near  Edinburgh,  and  afterwards  went  to  Messrs.  Duncan. 
Fiockhart  &  Co.  beloie  joining  Messrs.  Evans,  Lescher  & 
Webb's  staff  forty-three  years  ago. 

We  had  a  call  last  week  from  Mr.  Samuel  Williams, 
druggist,  of  Freetown,  Sierra  Leone.  Mr.  Williams  is  a 
native  of  those  parts,  and  is  the  owner  of  St.  Bartholomew's 
Drug-establishment.  He  is  the  only  examined  druggist  in 
Freetown.  Sierra  Leone  has  a  pharmacy  ordinance,  and  Mr. 
Williams  was  the  first  to  pass  the  examination  under  the 
regulations  of  1896.  He  has  been  in  London  on  business 
matters,  as  it  is  his  intention  to  extend  his  operations  in  the 
colony. 

Mb.  Edward  Evans,  jun.,  spoke  the  other  evening 
of  the  duty  which  lies  upon  all  citizens  to  take  an 
active  interest  in  local  government.  Chemists  as  a  rule 
have  little  time  to  devote  to  municipal  affairs,  but  there  are 
many  notable  exceptiors.  One  instance  has  come  to  our 
notice  this  week  which  deserves  special  mention — viz.,  that 


of  the  Mayor  of  Hartlepool,  Mr.  James  Horsley,  J.P.,  chemist 
and  druggist,  who  was  Jast  week  nominated  for  re-election 
to  the  mayoral  chair.  This  position  Mr.  Horsley  has  already 
filled  six  times,  and  the  coming  year  of  office  will  make,  we 
bslieve,  a  pharmaceutical  record.  Mr.  Horsley  (whose  portrait 
we  give)  has  been  in  business  in|Hartlepool  for  many  years, 
and  is  highly  esteemed  by  his  fellow  townsmen. 

We  have  received  from  Mr.  F.  H.  Glew,  of  Clapham, 
another  beauiif  tl  specimen  of  his  work  in  radiography  ;  this 
time  the  radiograph  is  of  an  injected  fcetus.  There  is  con- 
siderable skill  needed  in  taking  such  radiographs,  as  if  too 
much  pressure  of  mercury  is  used  many  of  the  more  delicate 
intestirial  vessels  give  way  and  extensive  bursts  occur  in 
the  abdominal  cavity.    In  the  case  of  the  specimen  under 


consideration,  the  focus-tube  was  fixed  over  the  centre  of 
the  plate,  with  the  radiant-point  24  inches  from  the  same, 
and  an  exposure  of  twenty  minutes  was  given  with  a  current 
of  three  amperes  through  a  10-inch  coil.

Calmette  said  to  his  friends,  "  I  have  brought  it  back  with 
me,"  and  taking  the  box  off  the  mantelpiece,  opened  it,  took 
out  a  little  glass  tube,  hermetically  sealed,  which  contained 
somethiug  tbat  locked  much  like  glycerin.  "  You  have  only  to 
dip  a  pin  in  this  and  piickyourself,"hesaid,  "and  in  ten  hours 
■vou  would  have  the  plague  ;  in  five  days  you  would  be  dead. 
Bat  you  had  better  take  my  word  for  it,"  he  added,  smiling. 
The  little  company  was  glad  to  see  the  doctor  and  his  box 
safely  in  the  cab. — From  our  Paris  Correspondent.

Lieut.-Colonel  Peobyn  next  rose  to  propose 

The  Toast  op  the  Evening, 

"  A.  C.  Wootton,  Esq."    He  said :  Gentlemen, — When  I  sub- 
mitted to  you,  a  moment  or  two  ago,  the  toast  of  her  Majesty 
and  other  members  of  the  Royal  Family  I  asked  you  to  fill 
your  glasses.    I  now  ask  you  to  be  most  careful  to  do  so 
because     I  am 
about  to  propose 
to  you  the  toast 
of   the  evening. 
(Applause.)  I 
know     of  no 
position    in  lifa 
that  is  more 
gratifying  and 
pleasant  than  to 
pay    tribute  to 
merit  and  worth. 
(Hear,  hear.)  To- 
night, gentlemen, 
we  are  gathered 
here  for  that 
object  —  and  the 
person  to  whom 
we  pay  the  com- 
pliment, to  use  an 
expression  of 
Arthur  Roberts's, 
is  "  one  of  the 
best."    Mr.  Woot- 
ton, gentlemen,  is 
surrounded  by 
good,  true,  and  loyal  friends,  but  the  gentlemen  who  are 
gathered  round  this  table  do  not  constitute  the  friends  that 
might  have  been  present  had  not  adverse  circumstances 
compelled  them  to  be  absent.    We  have  telegrams  from  a 
long  list  of  gentlemen  who  are  unable  to  be  present;  seme 
of  these  I  will  read  to  you.    The  first  I  will  read  is  from  a 
man  whom  doubtless  many  of  you  know — Mr.  T.  J.  Barratt, 
of  Pears'  Soap  fame.    He  telegraphs  thus  :  "  I  very  sin- 
cerely regret  that  owing  to  a  violent  cold  I  am  unable 
to  participate  in  this  evening's  historical  occasion.    I  must 
cordially  wish  you  the  happy  evening  you  so  well  merit,  and 
am  sure  you  will  carry  into  your  retirement  the  regard  of  all 
with  whom  you  may  have  been  associated."  (Applause).  Mr. 
Moss,  of  Dublin,  telegraphs  : — "  Extremely  sorry  I  cannot  be 
present  at  the  dinner  of  this  evening.    As  an  old  contributor 
to  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  I  join  heartily  in  express- 
ing esteem  and  regard  for  Mr.  Wootton  and  in  wishing  him 
every  happiness. — R.  J.  Moss."    Mr.  Wellcome,  of  the  dis- 
tinguished firm  of  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &   Co  ,  wires : 
"  Regret  exceedingly  unavoidably  prevented  at  last  moment 
in  joining  you  in  paying  tribute  to  our  esteemed  friend 
Wootton.  whom  we  all  honour. — Wellcome."    Mr.  Fassett 
says  :  "Greeting  to  friend  Wootton  ;  greatly  regret  having  a 
cold,  which  prevents  my  presence."    Other  telegrams  have 
come  in,  gentlemen,  which  we  are  exceedingly  sorry  we 
have  had  to  receive  instead  of  the  persons  who  sent  them. 
Mr.  Wyley,  of  Coventry,  also  wires,  and  there  are  apologies 
for  absence  from  Sir  William  Crookes,  who  writes  regretting 
that  as  the  doctor  orders  him  to  lecuperate  alter  his  labours 
at  the  British  Association  meeting  at  Dover— (laughter) — 
he  is  unable  to  be  present  tonight,  and  he  adds:  "The 
success  of  The  Chemist  and  Dbuggist  bears  striking 
testimony  to  the  tact  and  ability  displayed  by  Mr.  Wootton 
during  the  long  editorial  period  that  he  has  passed  in  con- 
nection with  that  journal."    (Applause.)    Sir  John  Lubbock 
writes  to  congratulate  Mr.  Wootton  on  what  he  terms  "  this 
well-deserved  compliment  "  which]is  being  paid  him  to-night. 
He  regrets  very  much  his  absence    Mr.  Clough,  the  member 
for  Portsmouth,  writes  regarding  his  enforced  absence,  due 
to  business  engagements.    We  have  also  further  communi- 
cations from  Mr.  Septimus  Morgan,  brother  of  the  worthy 
Alderman  who  graces  this  table  on  my  left,  Mr.  Downes,  of 
Dublin,  Mr.   Yewdall,   Mr.  Moore,  Mr.  F    Reynolds,  Dr. 
Symes,  Mr.  George  Barclay,  Mr.  Wilson  (Southampton),  Mr. 
R.  A.  Robinson,  L.C.C,  Mr.  Gilmour   (Edinburgh),  Mr. 
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Walker,  of  Bovril,  Mr.  Lord,  of  Paris,  Mr.  Clarke,  of  Bos- 
combe,  Mr.  Wells,  of  Dublin,  the  President  of  the  Notting- 
ham Chemists'  Association,  and  many  others.  When  you 
look  over  this  list  you  must  see  that  Mr.  Wootton's  friends 
are  not  all  gathered  round  these  tables  to-night,  but  are 
uniformly  spread  throughout  the  Empire,  and,  indeed, 
throughout  the  American  continent,  on  which — (turning  to 
Mr.  Wootton) — I  congratulate  you,  sir.  (Loud  applause.) 
Mr.  Wootton,  as  many  of  you  know,  has  been  identified  with 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  since  1868. 

Mr.  Alderman  Morgan  :  Vintage  year. 

The  Chairman  :  Yes,  vintage  year,  as  Mr.  Alderman 
Morgan  reminds  me :  aldermen  always  recollect  what  is 
good.  (Laughter.)  Mr.  Wootton  became  connected  with  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  in  1868,  and  he  was,  as  you  know, 
at  that  period  sub-editor  to  Mr.  J.  C.  Brougb,  who,  by  the  way, 
was  a  very  charming  man,  and  a  very  capable  man — (hear, 
hear) — whom  everybody  loved,  and  who  belonged  to  a  clever 
family — Robert  Brough,  William  Brough  (commonly  known  as 
Bob  Brough  and  BillBrough), and  one  more  familiar  still,  Lionel 
Brough,  of  theatrical  fame,  clever  with  the  pen  and  clever  in 
delineating  character.  All  our  good  friends  here  will  feel 
that  for  Mr.  Wootton  to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Brough 
was  rather  a  hard  task.  The  best  proof  of  his  capacity  has 
been  the  great  success  that  has  characterised  his  filling  that 
officefor  over  thirty  years.  What  is  his  condition  and  position 
here  to-night  ?  To  receive  all  good  wishes  for  his  future 
career  from  friends  gathered  round  these  tables,  graced  by 
one  of  the  proprietors  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  I 
remember  the  time  when  Mr.  S.  V.  Morgan  was  going  the 
rounds  for  his  firm  [who  at  that  time  were  in  the  druggists' 
sundries  business],  and  I  used  to  like  that  man  very  much, 
and  used  to  do  my  level  best  to  work  round  the  stock  to  see 
if  we  could  not  get  Mr.  Morgan  an  order  when  we  were  ex- 
pecting a  call  from  him.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Alderman  Morgan  :  Did  he  bribe  you  ?  (Laughter.) 

The  Chairman  :  No  ;  he  did  not  bribe  me.  (Laughter.) 
I'll  tell  you  what  he  did  do — there  was  no  Sir  Charles 
Russell's  Bill  against  secret  commissions  then — he  made  me 
a  present  of  a  very  beautiful  Malacca  cane,  and  I  thought 
he  was  one  of  the  nicest  men  I  ever  came  across.  (Loud 
laughter.)  I  do  not  wonder  at  all  at  Mr.  Wootton  staying 
thirty  years  with  Morgan  Brothers.  The  late  Mr.  Octavius 
Morgan,  M.P.,  a  most  charming  man,  and  one  of  the  pro- 
prietors, was  also  connected  with  the  trade.  Reverting  to 
Mr.  J.  C.  Brough,  the  Chairman  said  in  course  of  time  he 
became  librarian  to  the  London  Institution,  and  Mr. 
Wootton  became  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 
Well,  you  know,  under  the  editorship  of  Mr.  Wootton,  what 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  has  been  for  a  great  number 
of  years.  I  do  not  want  to  disparage  any  other  paper  for  a 
moment,  either  in  connection  with  the  trade  or  in  any  other 
capacity,  but  I  do  say  this — that  when  I  used  to  get  hold  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  it  struck  me,  "Well,  now, 
what  does  that  Chemist  and  Druggist  appear  to  me  very 
much  like  1  Like  one  of  the  dailies — like  the  Daily  Mail." 
(Laughter,  and  "  No,  no.")  I'll  tell  you  what  that  Daily 
Mail  does;  it  gives  you  spicy  little  paragraphs  of  an 
interesting  character.  I  used  to  get  those  spicy  little  para- 
graphs from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and  those 
little  bits  of  intellectual  information  and  instruction  have 
contributed  to  the  little  store  which  I  have  endeavoured 
from  time  to  time  to  put  into  my  brain,  and  we  are  indebted 
to  our  friend  here  for  it.  You  younger  men  will  have  the 
advantage  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  in  its  full 
zenith  as  the  leading  journal  of  the  trade.  You  know, 
in  the  enforcement  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  Mr.  Wootton 
exerted  himself  very  largely  indeed,  and  he 
deserves  the  appreciation  in  which  he  is  held 
by  all  those  who  are  here  to-night.  (Applause.) 
The  trade-reports  of  the  journal,  you  know  what  they 
have  been — always  honest  to  the  trade — and  no  doubt  the 
drug-trade  has  been  benefited  by  those  commercial  recom- 
mendations which  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  has 
afforded.  (Loud  applause.)  One  word  as  to  the  extent  to 
which  the  firm  appreciate  him.  Some  little  time  ago,  when 
it  was  intimated  to  them  that  Mr.  Wootton  anticipated  going 
into  retirement,  they  made  him  a  present  of  this  watcb, 
which  was  presented  as  a  slight  token  of  appreciation  and 
esteem.  Inside  the  case  the  words  are  simple  and  terse — 
"  Morgan  Brothers  to  A.  C.  Wootton,  1868  to  1899."  Does 


not  that  speak  for  him,  gentlemen,  after  an  association  so> 
long,  to  be  esteemed  by  his  firm  in  that  very  kindly  manDer  ? 
But  that  is  not  all,  gentlemen — he  worked  with  the  staff  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  in  such  a  manner,  and  so 
wound  himself  into  their  affections,  that  when  the  time 
came  for  him  to  go  they  said,  "  We  must  present  him  with  a 
loving-cup,"  and  they  did  so.  They  presented  him  with  a 
handsome  silver  loving-cup  and  drank  his  health  in  it. 
(Applause.)  I  do  not  think  I  can  say  much  more  in  praise  of  Mr. 
Wootton,  especially  as  he  might  feel  a  little  bit  embarrassed. 
We  want  him  to  go  away  to-night  very  comfortable,  know- 
ing that  in  the  hearts  of  all  of  U3  he  is  there  enshrined,  and 
will  be  remembered  for  many  years  to  come.  A  very  pleas- 
ing duty  now  devolves  upon  me — to  present  Mr.  Wootton 
with  this  album,  the  front  page  being  an  illuminated 
address,  which  I  will,  if  you  will  permit  me,  read  to  you  : — 

To  Alfred  Charles  Wootton,  who  from  1868  to  1899  occupied' 
the  editorial  chair  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  from  his 
friends  who  recognise  how  great  have  been  the  services  which  he 
has  rendered  to  the  drug-trade  in  that  capacity.  Presented 
on  the  occasion  of  a  complimentary  dinner  to  Mr.  Wootton, 
given  in  the  Hotel  Metropole,  London,  on  Thursday,  October  5th, 
1899. 

In  this  album  he  will  find  replicas  of  those  who  have  done 
him  the  honour  (I  think  it  is  an  honour,  gentlemen)  to  con- 
gregate here  tonight  to  wish  him  prosperity  and  health  in 
the  retirement  which  he  so  worthily  deserves,  and  on  your 
behalf  I  give  him  this.  (Applause.) 

The  toast  was  drunk  with  much  enthusiasm. 

Mr.  Wootton,  who,  on  rising,  was  received  with  applause, 
said  :  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, — How  could  I  follow  a 
speech  like  that  which  the  Chairman  has  made  to-night  1  He 
professes  anxiety  to  relieve  me  of  embarrassment — the  em- 
barrassment is  such  that  I  scarcely  know  how  to  address  you, 
and  I  am  sure  I  shall  not  address  you  to  my  satisfaction,  nor 
to  yours.  To-night  I  say  that  this  is  the  anxious  moment  of  my 
life ;  for  weeks  past  I  have  anticipated  with  a  nervous  appre- 
hension, amounting  almost  to  dread,  this  evening — this 
particular  moment  of  my  life — and  now  I  come  to  meet  it 
that  dread  has  been  tempered  and  almost  out-ba'anced  by 
the  overwhelming  sense  of  gratitude  with  wbirah,  although  I 
cannot  express  it,  I  assure  you  my  heart  is  full.  1  should 
feel  perhaps  less  embarrassed  if  I  could  console  myself  with 
some  idea  that  I  in  the  least  deserved  anything  like  this- 
signal  honour  that  you  have  done  me.  The  fact  that  I  have 
moved  in  one  groove  for  thirty  years,  and  that  during  that 
time  I  have  never  once  been  in  prison — (laughter) — is  all 
the  claim  that  I  have  to  put  forward  to  anything  like  ex- 
ceptional treatment.  As  a  matter  cf  principle  I  do  think 
that  such  demonstrations  as  these  should  be  reserved  for 
persons  who  have  honestly  earned  them.  (Laughter 
and  cheers.)  If  I  were  now  Editor  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  I  think  that  is  the  line  I  should  take 
if  I  had  to  make  a  comment  upon  this  evening.  (Laughter.  > 
I  hope  my  successor  will  be  more  tolerant,  or 
perhaps  I  should  say  less  loyal  to  the  dictates  of  his  con- 
science. (Laughter.)  But,  if  I  felt  like  this,  why  did  I 
accept  the  invitation  which  was  given  me  to  this  banquet  ? 
That  seems  a  very  fair  question,  but  it  seems  almost  an 
unnecessary  one.  The  reply  is  obvious ;  it  is  summed  up  in 
one  word — Vanity.  (No,  no  )  I  suppose  no  ordinary  person 
could  resist  such  an  opportunity  and  such  an  invitation  as 
these  gentlemen  gave  me — an  invitation  coming,  as  it  did, 
from  the  aristocracy  of  the  drug- trade  of  London,  and  with 
many  distinguished  representatives  of  foreien  countries : 
how  could  one  resist  it  1  At  least,  I  could  not.  I  know  I 
do  not  deserve  it — (yes,  yes) — but  I  felt  m.  st  anxious  tc- 
take  advantage  of  the  mistake  which  you  had  made. 
(Laughter.)  Benefiting,  therefore,  by  that  mistake,  I  tried 
to  explain  to  myself  why  this  honour  had  been  done  to  me, 
and  the  only  theory  that  I  can  put  forward  is  that  the  world 
of  business  generally  is  growing  more  generous  as  it  grows- 
older.  (Hear,  hear.)  I  do  not  attribute  that  altogether  to 
any  development  of  virtue  in  you — (laughter)— but  I  think 
it  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  much 
higher  standard  of  prosperity  and  comfort  amongst  us  than 
there  was  a  generation  ago.  (Hear,  hear.)  Those  of  us 
who,  unfortunately,  remember  the  state  of  London  thirty  or 
forty  years  ago  will  remember  that  the  great  part  of  the 
business  of  the  city  was  conducted  in  dingy,  dirty  offices,  and 
that  it  was  a  matter  of  pride  to  have  them  dingy  and  dirty. 
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Cobwebs  on  the  windows  and  the  accumulated  dirt  of  years 
on  the  ceilingsand  the  desks  was  the  proper  associate  and  the 
recognised  stamp  of  wealth  and  substantiality.  (Laughter.) 
Men  who  had  a  clean  office,  not  to  say  a  luxurious  one,  were 
looked  upon  with  some  amount  of  suspicion.  (Laughter.) 
Dickens  made  the  evil  reputation  of  one  of  his  characters 
— I  think  Montague  Tigg  was  the  name— by  saying  he 
bad  Turkey  carpets  and  a  bright  office,  and  Turkey 
carpets  and  bright  offices  were  only  one  degree  less  in 
damaging  a  reputation  for  business  in  those  dajs  than  adver- 
tising. (Loud  laughter.)  A  lot  of  Americans  came  to  this 
country,  and  I  think  they  introduced  a  new  state  of  affairs. 
(Laughter.)  They  came  to  put  up  nice  bright  offices,  and 
sure  enough  they  were  prosperous,  and  it  astonished  the  old- 
fashioned  English  firms  to  see  that  prosperity.  In  my  own 
recollection  I  should  say  that  every  one  of  the  old  firms 
represented  here  to-night  has  rebuilt,  or  refurnished,  or  re- 
decorated their  offices,  and  everything  is  better.  It  is  a 
common  thing  to  have  a  Turkey  carpet  now,  and  I  know 
one  or  two  offices  where  there  are  sofas  in  them.  (Loud 


laughter.)  I  say  that  it  is  this  higher  standard  of  comfort 
which  has  made  you  kinder  and  more  generous,  and  I  trace 
it  to  that  American  invasion,  this  kindness  which  has  gone 
the  length  of  inviting  me  to  this  banquet.  I  think  all 
classes  have  shared  in  the  prosperity  of  recent  years,  and  I 
think  every  class  has  risen.  I  think  the  drug-trade  has 
especially  advanced.  I  have  had  the  advantage  of  hearing 
Mr.  Thompson  sometimes — and  his  wide  experience  justifies 
him  in  holding  a  strong  position — express  his  opinion  as  to 
how  very  much  advanced  the  wholesale  and  retail  drug-trade 
is  to  what  it  was  in  his  early  recollection  ;  and  I  think  it 
may  fairly  be  stated  that  the  druggists  have  especially 
benefited  by  legislation.  I  have  a  very  great  regard  for  the 
Pharmacy  Act  of  1868.  That  Act  and  myself  are  almost 
twin  brothers,  so  far  as  I  came  to  The  Chemist  and 
Dbuggist  in  1868,  and  that  Act  was  passed  then.  During 
the  time  that  I  have  had  the  conduct  of  the  Editorial 
department  of  The  Chemist  and  Dbuggist,  I  have 
followed  the  history  of  it,  and  I  should  have  been  very 
stupid  indeed  if  I  did   not  get  to  know  something 


about  it  in  all  that  time.  That  Act  has  been  extremely- 
abused  by  a  large  number  of  chemists  and  by  many 
of  the  leaders  of  the  drug-trade.  (Hear,  hear.)  I  re- 
collect a  few  years  ago  a  President  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  went  round  the  country  denouncing  it  as  a 
wretched  Poisons  Act.  I  think  the  chemists  and  druggists 
have  benefited  by  it  very  considerably,  but  would  have 
done  much  more  if  they  had  carried  it  out  in  the  spirit  in 
which  it  was  framed.  (Applause.)  No  Parliament  would 
have  given  anything  like  a  monopoly  to  chemists  and 
druggists  except  for  the  reason  of  providing  a  safe  means  of 
handling  poisons,  and  if  chemists  and  druggists  had  only- 
received  it  in  that  same  spirit  the  schedule  of  poisons  would 
have  been  very  much  longer  by  this  time.  It  would  have 
comprehended  all  the  potent  drugs,  and  we  should  have 
been  stamped  by  the  authorities  as  the  proper  persons  to- 
deal  with  it.  As  an  instance  of  the  indifference  with  which 
it  has  been  treated,  I  may  mention  that  it  is  only  in  the  last 
twelve  months  that  the  spirit  of  the  Act  has  been  obeyed — 
that  the  clause  referring  to  the  regulations  and  storage  of 
poisons  has  been  adopted.  I  do  not  wish  to  discuss  the 
Pharmacy  Act  here,  but  I  do  wish  to  try  and  convince  you, 
although  I  have  no  words  to  do  it  in  properly,  that,  unworthy 
as  I  am  of  this  grand  compliment,  I  am  not  ungrateful  for 
it.  (Applause.)  I  have  felt  very  much  indeed  the  words 
that  have  been  said  of  me,  and  been  so  kindly  said,  by  the 
Ohairman  to-night,  and  this  album  which  you  have  so  kindly 
presented  me  with — I  have  only  had  a  glimpse  of  it  at 
present,  but  I  can  see  that  it  is  a  glorious  book — nothing 
could  have  been  more  thoughtful  than  the  design  of  such  a 
book  to  present  to  me.  I  am  sure  that  I  need  not  tell 
you  that  this  will  always  be  a  priceless  possession  to  me.  I 
shall  find  the  very  best  place  to  keep  it  in,  and  shall  always 
value  it.  And  I  should  like,  sir,  to  thank  you  especially  for 
your  great  kindness  in  coming  here  to  preside  to-night, 
and  giving  us  the  honour  of  the  high  office  you  have  so 
recently  held.  I  am  sure  you  must  be  perfectly  sick  of 
dinners — (laughter) — and  one  would  think  vou  might  claim 
exemption  from  them  for  a  year  or  two  ;  but  I  can  see  that  it 
is  out  of  the  kindness  of  your  heart  that  you  have  come 
and  given  us  the  benefit  and  the  honour  cf  your  presence. 
I  should  also  like  extremely  to  thank  Alderman  Vaughan 
Morgan  and  his  co-partners  of  The  Chemist  and  Dbuggist. 
This  is  only  one  more  of  the  very  many  kindnesses  and 
liberalities  that  they  have  shown  me.  I  am  in  their 
debt  to  such  an  enormous  extent  that  perhaps  a 
little  more  I  can  stand,  but  it  is  really  veiy  kind 
of  Mr.  Alderman  Morgan  and  Mr.  Gwyn  Morgan 
to  come  to-night:  and  Mr.  Septimus  Morgan  would  have 
come  if  he  had  not  been  abroad.  (Applause.)  I  am  also 
very  thankful  to  my  excolleague3  of  Catinon  Street,  who 
have  turned  up  in  considerable  numbers  to  show  me  their 
friendship.  There  are  also  a  number  of  Americans  who* 
have  done  me  this  honour  to-night.  (Applause.)  The 
Americans  in  London  have  always  been  extremely  friendly 
to  me.  Mr.  Morgan  R'chards  is  their  doyen,  I  believe — 
(applause) — and  he  was  the  first  gentleman  to  encourage  me 
when  I  began  my  work  for  The  Chemist  and  Dbuggist. 
(Hear,  hear.)  He  may  have  forgotten  that  little  instance, 
but  it  remains  with  me.  And  you,  gentlemen,  representing 
as  you  do  all  the  big  firms  in  the  City  of  London — it  is  a 
magnificent  collection  of  names  which  you  have  brought 
together — you  cannot  think  how  gratified  I  am,  and  this 
evening  is  one  which  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  forget.  It 
sounds  like  a  mere  conventionality  to  say  that  it  will  never 
be  forgotten,  but  I  have  tried  to  find  forms  of  words,  but  it 
is  simply  impossible.  I  do  thank  you  all  for  the  kindness 
you  have  shown  me  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart,  and  I  must 
express  thanks  to  the  committee  who  have  taken  on  (hem- 
selves  the  work  of  organising  this  banquet.  Principally,  I 
believe,  the  work  has  fallen  on  Mr.  W  Edwards,  jun.,  and 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  and  I  beg  to  thank  those  two  gentlemen. 
(Loud  applause.)  Gentlemen,  gratitude  will  ever  remain 
with  me  to  the  end  of  my  days. 

"The  Trade  op  the  City  op  London." 

Mr.  Edward  Evans,  jun.,  J.P.,  in  proposing  this  toast,, 
said  :  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, — When  I  heard  of  this 
dinner  being  promoted  I  at  once  wrote  to  London  to  my 
partner,  Mr.  Lescher.and  said  that  I  for  one,  connected  with 
the  drug-trade  as  I  am,  must  take  some  part  in  it ;  but  it 
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was  only  to  take  part  in  it  in  a  humble  capicity,  and  join 
with  yon  in  the  congratulations  to  our  very  old  friend  Mr. 
Wootton.     Therefore,  it  was  with  some  surprise  that  I 
received  a  request  from  Mr.  Edwards  asking  me  if  I  would 
propose  the  toast  o  f  "  The  C  ity  of  London."  Before  I  come  to 
that  toast  I  should  like  to  join  with  your  worthy  Chairman 
and  yourselves  in  paying  a  tribute,  as  coming  from  the 
provinces,  to  the  worth  and  merit  of  our  worthy  guest  to- 
night.   (Applause.)    It  has  been  my  fate  to  be  connected 
with  the  business  in  which  I  am  engaged  for  practically  the 
aame  time  as  Mr.  Wootton  has  been  Eiitor  of  The  Chemist 
and  Deuggist.    On  January  1,  1858,  I  was  admitted  a 
partner  in  the  firm  with  which  I  am  connected.  During 
that  time  part  of   my  duties  has  been  to  read  The 
Chemist  and  Deuggist  —  not  only  that  part  which  has 
been  under  the  auspices,  and  so  well  under  the  auspices,  of 
the  Editor,  but  also  the  advertisements  which  form  a  very 
iarge  portion  thereof,  and  I  am  bound  to  admit  that  I  have 
received  some  considerable  benefit  from  them.  (Hear, 
tiear.)    I  remember  when  the  journal  was  a  monthly  one, 
and  1  must  confess  that  my  duties  were  much  lighter  then 
than  they  were  when  it  became  a  weekly.    At  the  time  Mr. 
Wootton  wrote  and  asked  me  whether  I  thought  the  change 
from  a  monthly  paper  would  be  of  advantage  or  otherwise 
"to  the  trade ;  but  I  suppose  he  studied  also  the  question  as 
to  whether  it  was  an  advantage  or  otherwise  to  the  pro- 
prietors.    (Laughter.)    As  far  as  I  was  concerned  I  was 
selfish  enough  to  suggest  that  a  monthly  paper  was  quite 
enough,  because  I  contemplated  the  exigencies  of  greater 
labour,  and  the  business  would  be  considerably  more  in 
perusing  than  it  was  when  it  was  a  monthly  publication. 
Time  has  proved  that  the  paper  has  been,  and  is,  a  good 
one  for  the  trade  as  a  whole.    (Hear,  hear.)     Now,  in 
reference  to  Mr.   Wootton  as  Editor.     As    I  said,  it 
bas    not   followed    that    I    always   agreed   with  him. 
The  fact  is,  the  stronger  your  opponent,  and  the  more 
earnest  he  is  in  his  convictions,  the  more  you  respect 
Iiim;  and,  therefore,  if  Mr.  Wootton  expressed  views  with 
which  I  did  not  always  concur,  that  did  not  lessen  the 
respect  I  felt  for  him.    (Applause)    He  conscientiously 
believed  that  the  view  he  held  was  the  right  one.    His  one 
object  in  view  was  the  benefit  of  the  trade  which  he  repre- 
sented through  that  periodical.    (Applause.)    I  pass  on  to 
the  toast  which  I  have  to  propose — the  toast  of  "  f  he  Trade 
•of  the  Citv  of  London."    That  is  a  big  order  indeed. 
London  I    What  does  it  mean  1    Well,  coming  from  the 
provinces,  I  feel  quite  envious  of  the  business  men  who  live 
in  such  a  gigantic  centre.    When  you  contemplate  what  a-  e 
the  interests  of  all  this  great  mass  of  population,  when  you 
look  at  the  wealth  in  one  part  of  this  great  city  and  the 
horrible  poverty  in  another  part,  it  is  somewhat;  astonishing. 
I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  impressing  upon 
the  younger  men  the  taking-up  of  public  duties  in  some 
way  or  other.    The  interests  of  these  great  centres  are 
enormous,  and  I  think  it  is  the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  take 
his  part  in  some  way  or  another  and  assist  in  the  proper 
government  of  this  great  city.    Your  Chairman  has  told  me 
here  to-night  that  within  a  very  few  years,  at  the  rapid  rate 
of  progress  we  are  making,  the  population  of  London  will 
reach  the  eoormous  number  of  eleven  millions   Just  imagine 
what  it  mtans  to  govern  this  great  city.    What  must  the 
trade  be  ?    It  makes  one  feel  jealous  of  the  ttade  in  so  great 
a  community.    With  reference  to  our  own  trade,  we  have 
many  difficulties  to  contend  with.    Mr.  Wootton  has  told 
you  that  we  are  more  prosperous  than  we  were,  both 
wholesale  and  retail.     Perhaps  that  may  be  so,  but  the 
pre-ent  generation  requires  more  luxuries  than  our  fore- 
fathers did.    ("  Hear,  hear,"  and  laughter.)   In  years  gone 
by  people  connected  with  the  trade  did  not  expect  to  have 
so  many  luxuries  as  at  the  present  time.    Of  course,  it  is 
not  peculiar  to  the  drug-trade  alone:   I  have  only  to 
tike  up  the  journals  of  other  trades  and  find  the  same 
t'aiog  goiDg  on  there— competition  is  growing;  but  I  am 
quite  certain  that,  if  a  man  is  well  np  in  his  business, 
success  will  follow  him,  and  he  will  always  be  able  to  make 
a  living.    I  do  not  believe  in  any  particular  high  road  to 
success  by  trade  legislation.     There  is  a  certain  amount 
of  protection  which  the  trade  is  entitled  to  receive,  owing 
to  the  qualifications  which  are  necessary,  but  beyond  that  I 
do  not  think  the  trade  ought  to  rest  for  success  in  future 
legislation.    With  reference  to  the  trade  of  London,  it 


naturally  follows  that,  if  London  is  not  pro0 — ins,  we  in 
the  provinces  are  not  likely  to  be  so.    There  has  always  been 
a  feeling  of  jealousy  between  the  provinces  and  London ;  I 
do  not  think  that  jealousy  is  very  much  to  the  fore  at 
present.    Coming  from  the  provinces  as  I  do,  and  represent- 
ing a  provincial  firm,  I  ask  you  to  join  with  me  in  thanking 
Mr.  Wootton  for  the  services  he  bas  done  to  the  trade 
generally,  and  also  to  ask  you  to  join  with  me  in  wishing 
continued  success  and  growth  to  the  trade  of  London.  1 
have  pleasure  in  doing  it,  because  it  is  going  to  be  responded 
to  by  a  veteran  in  trade — a  veteran  in  public  life,  and  in  all 
that  is  good  in  charity  and  in  other  ways — your  friend  Mr. 
Alderman  Vaughan  Morgan.    (Applause.)    He  has  told  me 
that  he  has  statistics  here  which  will  show  you  how  the 
trade  has  grown,  how  it  can  grow,  and  what  it  will  be 
during  the  next  twenty-five  years.    I  now  have  to  ask  you 
to  join  with  me  not  only  in  proposing  "  The  Growth  of  the 
Trade  of  the  City  of  London,"  but  also  to  drink  to  the 
health  of  our  friend  Mr.  Alderman  Vaughan  Morgan. 
The  toast  having  been  duly  honoured, 
Mr.  Alderman  Vaughan  Moegan  rose  to  reply,  and 
said :    Mr.  Ohairman,  Mr.   Wootton,  and  Gentlemen,  — 
First  I  should  like  to  pay  my  tribute  to  our  good  friend  tbe 
guest  of  the  evening.    It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  be 
here  to-night,  as  I  at  first  thought  I  should  be  unable  to  be 
present,  not  having  been  well  of  late ;  but  I  have  felt  better 
as  the  evening  bas  gone  on,  and  have  been  able  to  hear 
most  that  has  been  said.     (Applause.)    It  was  cot  in  my 
mind  to  weary  you  with  those  dreadful  *  tatistics  that 
Mr.  Evans  has  referred  to.     No  doubt  if  I  should  wish 
to  do  so  the  columns  of  The  Chemist  and  Deuggist 
would  enable  me  to   publish  the   figures.     When  Mr. 
Edwards  asked  me  if  I  would  respond  to  this  toast  I 
was  in  a  way  rather  doubtful  whether  I  could,  especially 
when,  yesterday  morning,  I  took  up  the  newspaper  (which 
unfortunately  was  on  my  table)  and  found  from  a  writer  in 
Blacfovood's  Magazine,  which  is  entitled  to  a  little  respecf, 
tbat  city  men  are  not  intelligent.    (Laughter.)    That  does 
not  mean  the  City  of  London,  howev  3r,  gentlemen,  and  even 
if  ynu  can  accept  that  theory  they  would  never  admit  it — 
(laughter) — though  I  am  quite  satisfied  of  one  thing — tbat 
in  speculation  some  intelligence  would  be  useful.  The 
writer  goes  on  to  say  city  business  is  mostly  a  matter  of 
routine,  which  anybody  can  acquire  in  an  hour  or  two. 
(Laughter.)     The  rest,  it  would  appear,  is  a  matter  of 
capital.     IE  that  had  been  written  for  The  Chemist 
and  Deuggist  I  do  not  think  Mr.  Wootton  would  have 
put  it  in.     It  took  me  a  great  deal  more  than  an  hour  or 
two  to  learn  the  routine  to  which  I  attribute  the  good 
fortune  which  has  attended  me  through  life.  However, 
those  gentlemen  who  follow  this  advice  and  simply  devote 
themselves  to  routine  will  find  the  capital  will  never  come  to 
them.  If  you  begin  with  a  lot  of  capital  and  nothing  else,  you 
will  probably  find  that  in  a  few  years  the  capital  disappears, 
and  perhaps  the  routine  grows.    (Laughter.)    If  the  trade  of 
the  City  of  London  is  to  depend  for  success  upon  that  sort  of 
education  its  days  are  over;  but  I  believe  you  will  all  agree 
with  me  that  there  is  no  shadow  of  truth  in  such  a  statement, 
as  that.    (Hear,  hear.)    It  is  a  great  many  years  since  I 
began  business  now,  and  in  a  minor  way  I  have  been 
associated  with  public  work,  but  the  position  which  I  now 
fill  is  partly  due  to  my  friends,  who  said,  "You  have  worked 
for  your  family  all  your  life — it  is  time  you  did  something 
for  the  City."    I  only  mention  that  as  a  kind  of  warning: 
before  you  begin  your  public  duty  silence  your  private  duty. 
I  was  made  an  alderman  because  I  neglected  public  work — 
a  kind  punishment  if  you  like.    As  Mr.  Evans  has  told  you, 
the  duties  tbat  fall  upon  the  governing  bodies  of  the  City  of 
London,  including  the  County  Council,  are  enormous,  and 
few  people  know  how  much  we  are  indebted  to  these  bodies. 
You  are  indebted  to  the  Common  Council,  associated  with 
the  London  County  Council,  for  the  health  of  the  City,  to  the 
almost  entire  absence  of  plagues  in  the  City,  because  upon 
the  committee  of  tbat  corporation  falls  the  duty  of  guarding 
the  health  of  the  port  of  London,  and  in  seeing  that  we  get 
a  pure  water  supply.    As  long  as  those  duties  are  performed 
satisfactorily  the  trade  of  London  will  flourish.    I  am  much 
obliged  to  you  for  the  remarks  with  regard  to  Mr.  Wootton, 
who  has  worked  for  us  for  about  a  third  of  a  century,  and 
although  we  may  have  differed,  we  have  differed  in  a 
friendly  way,  and  have  always  felt  a  great  respect  for 
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him — (applause) — and  I  am  very  pleased  to  have  been  here 
to-night,  and  bo  would  my  brother,  who  is  at  present  abroad  ; 
but  I  have  my  nephew  here,  and  we  gladly  join  in  this 
compliment  to  our  friend.    (Applause  ) 

"The  Chaibman." 

Mr.  A.  Coopeb,  F.C.S.,  nexb  proposed  the  toast  of  "The 
Chairman,"  remarking :  It  is  a  very  pleasant  duty  I  have  to 
perform — namely,  to  propose  the  health  of  our  distinguished 
Chairman.  It  seems  a  curious  thing,  but  the  fact  is  that  a 
busy  man  has  much  spare  time.  Gentlemen,  those  who 
know  Lieut.- Colonel  Probyn  are  aware  that  he  is  a  very 
active  business-man.  He  has  not  only  been  capable  of 
directing  his  businesses  in  London,  Brighton,  and  other 
places,  but  he  has  had  ample  time,  apparently,  to  devote 
much  of  his  life  to  public  work.  I  would  like  to  remind  you 
of  the  name  of  Hooper,  Struve  &  Co.  That  firm  is  owned  by 
our  Chairman  this  evening,  and,  gentlemen,  the  various 
businesses  with  which  he  has  been  connected  are  known  as 
commercial  landmarks  of  to-day.  In  addition  to  directing 
these  concerns  so  thoroughly,  he  has  found  it  possible  to 
devote  his  spare  time  to  public  work.  (Applause.)  In  his 
early  days  be  was  connected  with  St.  George's  Vestry,  later 
on  with  St.  Martin's  Vestry,  and  still  later  he  was  a  member 
of  the  London  School  Board,  then  of  the  London  County 
Council.  For  a  long  time  he  has  been  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  and  as  treasurer  of  Masons  he  received  some  years 
ago  a  magnificent  service  of  plate.  He  is  an  ex-Sheriff  of 
the  City  of  London,  and  received  the  badge  and  chain  of 
office,  and,  in  addition,  was  presented  with  his  portrait  painted 
by  Seymour  Lucas,  R.A ,  and  exhibited  in  the  Royal 
Academy.  (Applause  )  He  is  a  Deputy- lieutenant  of  the 
City  of  London,  and  during  the  Jubilee  year  he  put  in  two 
magnificent  stained-glass  windows  in  Sd.  Martin's  Church. 
You  will  rememberthatwhenthe  Right  Hon.  W.  H.  Smith  died, 
Colonel  Probyn  was  asked  to  stand  for  the  Strand,  but  he  very 
generously  gave  place  to  Mr.  Smith's  son.  Had  he  gone  to  the 
poll,  even  with  the  son's  historic  name,  I  venture  to  think 
that  our  worthy  Chairman  would  have  been  member  for  the 
Strand  Division.  He  possesses  all  the  high  qualities  of  a 
sound  business  man,  and  I  think  it  a  pleasure  and  honour  to 
have  him  present  to-night,  and  the  more  so  when  you  know 
that  his  grip  is  so  genuine  to  everybody.  (Applause.)  We 
hope  that  he  may  be  spared  for  many  years,  and  many  of  us 
present  would  be  very  pleased  to  see  him  occupy  a  higher 
position  in  the  City  of  London.  I  ask  you  to  join  with  me  in 
drinking— bumpers,  please — to  our  friend  the  worthy  Chair- 
man, Lieut.-Colonel  Clifford  Probyn. 

The  toast  was  enthusiastically  responded  to. 
At  this  point  Mr.  Edwabds-Parker  suggested  that  the 
committee  should  be  toasted,  and  the  Chaibman  said  he 
had  that  in  view. 

Lieut. -Colonel  Probyn,  replying,  said:  Mr.  Cooper  and 
Gentlemen. — Before  I  express  my  thanks,  I  will  say,  "  They 
still  come  !  "  Another  telegram  has  come  in — from  Dr.  J. 
McWalter,  of  Dublin.  He  says,  "Best  wishes  from  every 
Irish  pharmacist,  and  regret  I  cannot  be  with  you  to-night." 
(Hear,  hear.)  Now,  Mr.  Cooper  and  gentlemen,  I  thank  you 
very  much  for  the  kind  way  in  which  you  have  received  the 
toast  of  my  health  this  evening.  It  was  a  source  of  great 
gratification  and  great  pleasure  when  Mr.  Cooper,  on  behalf 
of  the  committee,  did  me  the  honour  to  ask  me  if  I  would 
preside  here  to-night.  I  naturally  attributed  it  to  the  fact 
that  I  recently  occupied  a  high  and  distinguished  position 
in  the  City  of  London,  and  I  readily  acquiesced  if  my  en- 
gagements would  permit.  As  a  body  of  busy  men  you  will 
organise  your  business  and  organise  your  engagements,  and 
you  will  find  that  you  will  get  through  an  enormous 
amount  of  work  with  the  least  possible  trouble.  As  a 
chemist,  I  am  grateful  at  not  only  making  my  way  in  the 
world,  but  also  for  the  information  I  have  been  able  to 
acquire  through  life.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  has  given  me  an 
opportunity  on  many  occasions  to  arrogate  to  myself  an  un- 
due knowledge,  but  I  thought  that  whatever  I  did  I  would 
have  a  very  good  try  at  it.  I  remember  one  day  Mr. 
Hooper  calling  me  into  the  office  where  a  gentleman  was  con- 
sulting him  as  to  what  he  should  use  to  prevent  mosquitoes 
biting  him,  and  I  said,  "  Oh  !  yes,  we  have  a  good  preparation, 
tincture  of  pyrethrum."  (Laughter.)  Mr.  Hooper  asked, 
"  What  is  that  1 "  and  I  explained  "  Pyrethrum  roseum,  y' 


know."  (Laughter  and  applause.)  There  is  a  gentleman  I  saw 
in  the  ante-room,  whom  I  did  not  quite  recognise  at  first ;  he, 
however,  recognised  me.  I  was  exceedingly  sorry  not  to  recog- 
nise him,  and  exceedingly  gratified  to  meet  him,  because  I 
found  he  was  looking  50  per  cent,  better  than  he  was  wherje  I 
last  met  him.  That  is  John  Thompson.  (Applause.)  Part  o*: 
my  early  career  was  spent  in  the  Aldersgate  Btreet  firm,  and  I 
soon  found  out  that  Mr.  Thompson  was  a  man  of  splendid  busi- 
ness capaci  ty.  I  do  not  mind  saying  that  the  example  which  I 
received  from  Mr.  Thompson  of  steady  application  to  busi- 
ness, punctuality  of  attendance,  and  working  when  you 
were  there,  were  characteristics  that  impressed  themselves 
on  my  memory.  And  so,  gentlemen,  I  have  endeavoured  to 
carry  them  out,  assisted  by  the  kindness  of  my  friends. 
(Applause.)  I  am  very  deeply  obliged  to  that  firm  for  the 
example,  and  I  think  that  if  men  will  only  be  industrious 
and  look  after  their  business  assiduously,  their  business  will 
look  after  them.  I  thank  you  very  much  for  the  kind  way 
in  which  you  have  received  this  toast,  and  am  exceedingly 
grateful  to  you  for  affording  the  position  of  chairman  ;  and 
if  I  have  done  my  best,  and  given  you  satisfaction,  and  paid 
a  compliment  to  Mr.  Wootton,  I  am  very  grateful  indeed  to 
you  all.  (Applause.) 
The  Colonel  then  gave  the  toast  of 

"  The  Committee," 

coupling  with  it  the  names  of  Messrs.  Thompson,  Edwards, 
and  Glyn  Jones.    The  toast  was  well  received. 

Mr.  John  Thompson,  in  response,  said  he  was  hardly 
entitled  to  be  included  in  the  toast,  as  all  the  work  had  been 
thrown  upon  members  of  the  committee,  particularly 
upon  Mr.  Edwards  and  Mr.  Glyn- Jones.  He  was  extremely 
obliged  to  the  Chairman  for  the  kind  remarks  respecting  him- 
self, and  it  put  him  in  mind  of  a  tale  he  once  heard  of  a 
fight  between  an  Irishman  and  an  Englishman.  The  Irish- 
man was  knocked  down,  and  they  went  to  him  and  said,  "  Pat, 
are  you  dead  1 "  "  No,"  said  Pat,  "  but  I  am  speechless." 
(Laughter.)  That  was  just  the  position  he  was  in,  and  'he 
would  call  upon  those  gentlemen  to  respond  who  had  done 
all  the  work.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  W.  Edwards,  jun.,  who  also  responded,  said  the 
committee  did  not  want  arjy  thanks  :  the  work  had  been  a 
labour  of  love  entirely.  They  admired  Mr.  Wooiton  most 
heartily,  and  they  believed  in  an  independent  press  in  con- 
nection with  the  drug-trade.    (Loud  applause.) 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  whose  rising  was  the  signal  for  hearty 
applause,  said  he  could  assure  them  that  as  one  of  the 
secretaries  of  the  committee  their  work  had  been  exceedingly 
light.  On  more  than  one  occasion  he  had  been  told  that  the 
committee  had  not  made  very  much  noise  about  the  banquet. 
The  committee  were  overwhelmed  from  the  start  with  offers 
of  help,  and  from  the  beginning  they  could  see  that  the 
occasion  would  be  one  in  which  all  the  prominent  firms  con- 
nected with  the  drug-trade  would  be  associated.  As  one  of 
the  young  men  in  the  drug-trade  he  would  like  to  say  that 
he  owed  a  very  great  deal,  not  only  to  Mr.  Wootton  in  hfs 
capacity  of  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  but  also 
in  his  capacity  as  an  adviser — as  a  man  who  would  speak  his 
mind  regardless  of  whether  what  he  said  pleased  the  person 
who  asked  for  that  advice  or  not.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  F.  H.  Lescheb,  in  proposing  the  last  toast  of  the 
evening — that  of 

"The  Ladies" 

— said  :  My  toast  is  the  one  of  "The  Ladies,"  and  especially 
Mrs.  Wootton,  the  wife  of  the  guest  to-night.  I  can  testify 
what  my  wife  has  done  for  me.  There  are  young  men  also 
who  can  testify  what  their  sisters  and  friends  have  done  far 
them.  I  will  give  you  one  instance — the  wife  of  a  very  dis- 
tinguished barrister  in  a  London  Railway  Board,  whose 
husband  was  a  busy  man.  He  was  adviser  of  many  railway 
companies'  boards  of  directors,  and,  do  you  know,  that  mam 
was  never  bored  about  his  household  affairs,  and,  above  ail, 
he  was  never  bored  about  his  garments  and  about  what  he 
was  to  wear.  (Laughter.)  Were  it  not  for  the  ladies  we 
should  be  in  a  good  many  difficulties  in  regard  to  om1 
comforts.  Gentlemen,  among  all  this  feeling  of  gratitude 
for  the  labours  that  Mr.  Wootton  has  accomplished  for  us 
for  so  many  years  there  is  one  note  that  has  not  been  struck, 
and  your  Chairman  has  left  me  to  strike  that  chord.  It  in, 
gentlemen,  that  we  are  to  drink  the  health  of  the  helpmate 
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of  Mr.  Wootton,  who  for  so  many  years  has  been  a  kind 
helpmate  to  him.  I  therefore  ask  you  to  drink  to  the  health 
of  Mrs.  Wootton.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Peter  MacEwan.  who  wa>  called  upon  to  reply, 
questioned  his  qualification  for  the  task,  except  that  he  had 
*at  all  the  evening  beside  a  gentleman  who  was  celebrating 
the  anniversary  of  his  wedding.  (Laughter.)  He  (Mr. 
MacEwaD)  knew,  perhaps  better  than  anyone  in  the  room, 
that  Mrs.  Wootton  had  assisted  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  and  done  all  that  a  woman  could  for  her 
husband  by  sympathy  and  appreciation  of  his  work. 
(Applause.) 

The  company  then  separated.

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Milk  op  Sulphur. 

At  the  Bolton-by-Bowland  (Yorkshire)  Petty  Sessions  on 
October  9,  before  Canon  Wilson  (in  the  chair)  and  other 
magistrates,  Benjamin  Dugdale,  grocer,  Waddington,  was 
fined  2.1.  and  11.  Qs.  Qd.  costs  for  selling  milk  of  sulphur 
which  Mr.  A.  H.  Allen  certified  to  contain  59  per  cent,  of 
hydrated  calcium  sulphate.  Inspector  Randerson  told  the 
Bench  tbat  the  adulterant  would  act  in  an  opposite  way 
to  what  was  intended — viz  ,  in  the  direction  of  constipation. 
The  defendant  said  he  had  sold  the  article  just  as  he  had 
bought  it.  He  admitted  that  the  wholesale  people  had 
promised  to  pay  any  expense  tbat  he  was  put  to,  as  the 
adulteration  was  a  mistake  on  their  part. 

David  Leeming,  grocer.  West  Bradford,  was  summoned 
for  a|similar  offence,  and  fined  21.  and  11.  costs. 

Camphorated  Oil. 

At  Bolton-by-Bowland  Sessions  on  October  2,  Benjamin 
Hargreaves,  of  Grindleton.  was  fined  31.  and  costs  for  selling 
camphorated  oil  composed  of  9  per  cent,  of  camphor,  88  per 
ceDt.  of  mineral  oil,  and  3  per  cent,  of  olive  or  other  fatty 
oils.  David  Wright  Speakooan,  Waddingron,  for  a  similar 
offeree  was  fined  11.  and  costs,  and  David  Leeming.  Grindle- 
ton, Zl  and  costs.  All  the  defendants  had  sold  the  oil  as 
received  from  the  wholesale  rWlers. 


Sweet  Spirit  op  Nitrf. 

At  the  Bolton-by-Bowland  Sessions  on  October  2,  D.  W 
Speakman  was  fined  11.  and  costs  for  selling  weak  sweet 
spirit  of  nitre. 


At  the  Rofcherham  (West  Riding)  Police  Court,  on 
September  25,  James  Snowden,  shopkeeper,  Dinnington, 
was  summoned  for  having  sold  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre  which  was  certified  by  Mr.  A.  H.  Allen,  public 
analyst,  to  be  composed  as  follows : — Nitrous  ether, 
0  87  ;  alcohol  and  legitimate  water,  97  84  ;  excess  of 
water,  1  29.  Defendant  said  the  sweet  nitre  was  sold  just  as 
received  on  July  15.  He  called  Mr.  Robert  Bennett, 
chemist,  of  Corn  Exchange,  Sheffield,  who  said  he  supplied 
the  spirit  of  nitre.  The  firm  from  whom  he  purchased  it  had 
written  stating  that  when  it  left  them  it  was  of  full  strength. 
He  accounted  for  the  excess  of  water  through  evaporation. 
A  tine  of  5s.  and  costs  was  imposed. 


County  Court  Cases. 

A  Traveller's  Rounds. 

At  the  Wolverhampton  County  Court  on  October  10,  before 
Judge  Young,  an  application  was  made  by  Mr.  L.  J.  Reade, 
chemicat-manufactnrer,  Willenhall  Road,  Wolverhampton, 
for  an  injunction  to  restrain  Reuben  Squire,  of  New  Inven- 
tion, Willenhall,  from  committing  a  breach  of  an  agreement 
dated  March  14  1890.  Defendant,  it  was  shown  in  evidence, 
left  the  plaintiff's  employ  about  twelve  months  ago,  and 
entered  the  service  of  a  firm  at  Dudley,  soliciting  orders 
-within  a  ten- mile  radius  of  Wolverhampton  from  customers 
of  the  plaintiff,  in  contravention  of  the  agreement.  His 
Honour  granted  an  injunction,  and  allowed  11.  damages, 
^ftith  costs  cm  the  higher  scale. 


Claim  for  Chemical?. 

In  the  Westminster  County  Court  on  October  10  Judge 
Luraley  Smith.  Q  C  ,  bad  before  him  the  ca.<=e  of  Bradley  v. 
Cook,  in  which  the  plaintiff,  a  chemical- dealer,  living  at 
Horseferry  Road,  Westminster,  sought  to  enforce  payment 
of  a  judgment-debt  in  respect  of  goods  supplied  to  the 
defendant  in  the  way  of  trade.

Costs  in  Adulteration  Ca.ses — T  hope  Mr.  Andrew, 
of  Fulham,  will  get  his  costs  from  tb.3  Vestry,  but  I  shall 
be  rather  surprised  if  he  does.  His  claim  for  scientific 
witness's  and  solicitor's  charges  (9!  18s.)  seems  very 
moderate,  and  no  one  can  tay  it  is  not  a  just  one:  but 
vestries  do  not  always  regard  justice.  The  gross  unfairness 
of  making  a  defendant  pay  his  costs  when  he  has  proved 
his  innocence  is  the  worst  blot  on  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  and  it  is  a  pity  the  trading-classes  did  rot  press 
this  on  Mr.  Long  when  the  amending  Bill  was  in  committee. 
If  there  is  any  chance  of  appealing  against  the  decision  of 
the  Fulham  Vestry,  if  it  should  be  adverse  to  Mr.  Andrew's 
claim,  it  should  be  taken  up  and  supported  on  behalf  of  the 
trade  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

*  *  *  * 

"The  Examination-mind,"  said  Dr.  Leech  last  week, 
"is  not  the  highest  kind  of  mind."  I  said  something  to  the 
same  effect  a  few  weeks  ago  ;  but  I  go  further  and  say  that 
it  is  educationists  like  Dr.  Leech,  through  Medical  and  other 
Councils,  Universities,  Educational  Boards,  and  the  whole 
present-day  system  of  training  and  estimating  the  intellect 
of  the  country,  who  are  creating  this  "  examination-mind," 
and,  what  is  worse,  destroying  as  far  as  they  can  the  original 
mind — the  mind  which  thinks  new  things,  discovers  new 
things,  invents  new  things — by  simply  shutting  it  out  from 
the  race  for  success.  Oar  greatest  thinkers  and  our  greatest 
inventors  have  generally  been  unexamined  men,  and  it  is 
not  at  all  unlikely  that  a  five  years'  curriculum,  followed  by 
examinations  in  a  number  of  uncongenial  subj  ecfcs,  at  the  time 
when  their  intellects  were  ripening  might  have  fatally 
warped  their  powers.  All  the  same,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
for  the  vast  majority  of  youths  a  fixed  curriculum  ensures  a 
degree  of  education  which  in  all  probability  would  not  other- 
wise be  acquired.  So  that  we  must  let  the  original  minds 
take  care  of  themselves,  and  make  the  best  use  we  can  of  our 
examination  system. 

*  *         *  * 

If  Dr.  Leech's  anticipation  of  the  future  pharmacist 
as  chemist,  analyst,  and  bacteriologist  is  worth  trying  to 
realise,  the  most  effective  step  which  can  be  taken  towards 
its  accomplishment  would  be  that  which  was  strongly 
advocated  iu  this  journal  about  a  year  ago — namely,  that  of 
adapting  for  a  higher  class  of  work  the  present  Major 
examination,  which  in  it3  present  form  has  pretty  well  out- 
grown its  usefulness.  It  is  a  singular  coincidence  that 
almost  at  the  same  time  as  Dr.  Leech  was  speaking  the 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  was 
giving  a  striking  example  of  the  use  which  could  be  made 
in  Ireland  of  a  special  diploma  in  analytical  chemistry 
superadded  to  one  in  pharmacy  and  materia  medica.  The 
Irish  Local  Government  Board  now  require  that  every 
district  council  shall  appoint  its  drug-analyst  for  the  analysis 
of  drugs  supplied  to  Unions.  For  this  position  the  Board 
are  not  willing  to  accept  the  certificate  of  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist ;  and  the  proposal  to  provide  a  higher  examination 
which  would  meet  the  Board's  requirements  is  now  being 
considered  by  a  special  committee  of  the  Irish  Pharma- 
ceutical Council.  There  are  both  money  and  kudos  in  the 
proposal,  if  not  at  once,  certainly  in  the  near  future;  and  ic 
there  is  anything  like  a  fair  opening  for  such  a  development 
of  pharmaceutical  training  in  Ireland,  its  prospective  value 
this  side  of  the  Channel  would  surely  seem  to  be  much  mere 
a'luring. 
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Poisons. 

Harmless  by  Law,  Fatal  in  Fact. 

The  death  of  Lady  Edwards,  the  wife  of  Lieut.-General  Sir 
J .  B.  Edwards,  through  taking  a  poisonous  quantity  of  salt 
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of  lemon  has  been  followed  by  a  recommendation  from  the 
Coroner's  jury  that  the  salt  should  ba  scheduled  as  a  poison. 
Lady  Edwards  had  been  mentally  afflicted,  and  was  residing 
ia  a  retreat  at  Tunbridge  Wells,  but  on  October  7  she  eluded 
"the  care  of  her  attendants,  and  was  found  dead  at  South- 
borough.  At  the  inquest  it  transpired  that  she  had  pur- 
chased 4  oz.  of  salt  of  lemon  from  Mr.  Albert  Ohatterton, 
chemist  (whose  name  we  do  not  find  on  the  register),  and 
with  about  4  dr.  of  this  she  killed  herself.  Deaths  from  this 
poison  are  not  numerous,  only  four  having  occurred  in 
England  andWales  in  1897,  and  all  bysuicide.  This  year  there 
have  been  more  cases — indeed,  we  have  before  us  a  report  of 
the  death  of  a  female  clerk  at  Croydon  who  ended  her  life  with 
•the  poison  last  week,  this  making  the  fourth  case  that  we 
have  reported  this  year,  and  we  by  no  means  report  all  that 
occur.  We  do  not  think  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
make  as  much  of  these  Coroners'  recommendations  as  might 
be  done.  They  have  difficulty  with  the  Privy  Council,  we 
know,  but  that  is  over,  or  will  be  over  as  soon  as  carbolic 
.acid  is  scheduled,  and  then  the  whole  subject  of  extending 
the  schedule  should  be  considered.  Our  colonies  have  gone 
far  ahead  of  us,  as  may  be  judged  by  the  following  list  of 
articles  which  are  scheduled  in  Australia : —

We  may  also  note  that  the  Irish  schedule  contains,  in 
addition  to  the  articles  on  the  British  schedule,  carbolic  acid, 
biniodide  of  mercury,  all  oxalates,  phosphorus,  and  sulphuric 
■ether.  The  British  schedule  is  the  basis  of  all  poisons 
schedules  now  in  force  in  the  empire.  Each  country  has  added 
what  the  exigencies  of  the  times  require,  but  little  has,  un- 
happily, been  done  in  Great  Britain.  During  the  past  few 
years  many  substances  have  beeu  introduced  into  commerce 
which  are  as  toxic  as  anything  on  the  existing  schedule,  but 
(qo  attention  whatever  is  given  to  these  either  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  or  the  Privy  Council,  to  whom  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public  in  regard  to  poisons  has  been  entrusted. 
Sf  the  matter  were  properly  looked  after  there  would  be 
^periodical  revisions  of  the  schedule.  It  certainly  needs  early 
attention,  so  as  to  get  the  most  toxic  substances — e.g., 
mercuric  salts  and  sulphocyanides — sold  under  properly 
regulated  conditions. 


The  Division  of  the  Minor. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  passages  of  Professor  Leech's 
address  at  the  opening  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  last  week 
was  in  regard  to  the  Qualifying  examination  in  pharmacy. 
Professor  Leech  endorsed  the  opinion  expressed  in  the  same 
place  a  year  before  by  Sir  James  Crichton  Browne  regarding 
the  onerous  nature  of  the  examination  and  the  necessity  for 
reducing  the  number  of  subjects  in  which  the  candidate  is 
required  to  be  proficient  at  one  time.  Professor  Leech's 
words  were  so  important  that  we  venture  to  repeat  them : — 

The  commingling  of  many  subjects,  lie  said,  lias  been  found  to 
(produce  unsatisfactory  results  in  medical  examinations,  and  I 
think  it  is  equally  injurious  in  those  connected  with  pharmacy. 
I  note  that  the  rejections  at  the  Minor  are  extremely  high,  and 
though  defective  methods  of  education  may  be  to  a  considerable 
extent  the  cause  of  this,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  it  is  to  some 


extent  the  necessary  result  of  combining  so  many  subjects  in  one 
examination. 

The  examination  should  be  divided  into  at  least  two  parts  ; 
there  are  many  objections  to  the  inclusion  of  all  subjects  in  one 
examination.  It  leads  to  a  system  of  cramming,  even  though  the 
examination  be  to  a  considerable  extent  practical,  for  there  is  a 
system  of  cramming  for  practical  as  well  as  for  oral  examinations. 
It  is  a  premium  on  what  may  be  called  the  examination  mind, 
which  is  not  the  highest  kind  of  mind.  It  is  often  a  hardship  on 
the  student  who  works  well  and  honestly ;  but,  above  all,  it 
prevents  men  working  well  at  any  one  subject,  for  excellence  in 
one  does  not  necessarily  cover  a  slight  but  fatal  failure  at  the 
examination,  and,  indeed,  may  lead  to  it. 

At  the  same  time,  we  had  opinions  on  the  subject  expressed 
by  Mr.  Thomas  Maben,  an  ex-examiner  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  who,  in  addressing  the  West  of  Scotland 
College  of  Pharmacy,  of  which  he  is  a  Principal,  said,  in 
regard  to  the  division  of  the  examination,  that 

there  had  never  been  any  articulate  request  for  this  from  the 
candidates  themselves  ;  but  if  the  Council  ever  decided  to  make 
two  examinations,  he  was  sure  the  change  would  be  welcomed  by 
candidates  and  teachers  alike.  What  he  considered  of  even  more 
importance  was  the  fact  that  at  present  candidates  who  had 
successfully  passed  six-sevenths  of  their  examination  got  no  credit 
for  any  of  the  work  they  had  done.  He  thought  the  time  had 
now  come  when  the  Society  might  follow  the  Universities,  and 
allow  certain  branches  to  be  passed,  even  though  the  whole 
examination  were  not  taken  at  once.  There  was  a  wide  difference 
between  the  candidate  who  passed  in  one  subject  and  no  more, 
and  the  candidate  who  passed  in  six  subjects  and  failed  in  one, 
yet  they  were  all  treated  alike.  There  was  a  golden  mean  some- 
where, which  surely  could  be  discovered ;  and  he  thought  it  might 
be  found  in  the  proposal  to  divide  the  examination. 

Perhaps  our  repeatedly-expressed  opinions  on  this  subject 
were  so  much  in  Mr.  Maben's  mind  when  he  spoke,  that  they 
over  shadowedjthe  articulate  requests  for  the  division  of 
the  examination  by  candidates.  We  have  published  many 
letters  from  them  on  the  subject,  and  Mr.  Maben  is  doubtless 
aware  from  his  experience  on  the  Board  of  Examiners  that 
the  division  which  we  advocate  is  felt  by  the  examiners  to  be 
the  coming'plan,  and  that  the  present  system  of  taking  can- 
didates in  alljthe  subjects  at  one  time,  requiring  an  average 
proficiency  in  the  whole,  is  indefensible,  considering  how 
much  the  examination  has  been  advanced  since  tie 
method  of  examination  was  devised  about  sixty  years  ago. 

We  strongly  enforce  Professor  Leech's  advice  upon  the 
attention  of  the  Council.  The  importance  of  it  is  enhanced 
by  the  fact  that  Professor  Leech  has  more  intimate  know 
ledge  of  the  requirements  of  pharmaceutical  students  than, 
perhaps,  any  other  medical  teacher  in  this  country.  The 
pharmacy- classes  at  Owens  College  were  the  first  of  the 
kind  organised  by  a  British  University,  and  it  was  mainly, 
we  believe,  through  Professor  Leech's  influence  that  the 
course  of  instruction  was  instituted.  We  hope  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  will  not  regard  the  matter  as  one 
requiring  either  a  new  Act  of  Parliament  or  an  amendment 
of  the  by-laws.  There  is  ample  power  already  existing 
for  dividing  the  examination  or,  what  would  be  much 
better,  referring  candidates  back  to  the  study  of  subjects 
in  which  they  are  weak.  Perhaps  the  Council  may  think  a 
change  of  this  nature  too  stupendous  for  treatment  in  so 
simple  a  manner ;  but  it  will  be  remembered  that  a  more 
serious  reform  than  this  was  carried  quietly  and  without 
friction  when  the  Council  introduced  professors  of  botany 
and  chemistry  into  the  Examining  Boards.  We  are  more 
inclined  to  urge  the  Council  to  early  action  in  the  matter 
from  the  fact  that  it  has  received  the  attention  of  more  than 
a  generation  of  pharmaceutical  examiners,  and  now  that 
practically  the  whole  of  the  candidates  who  enter  for  the 
Minor  examination  receive  instruction  in  the  scientific  and 
other  subjects  at  schools  of  pharmacy,  the  reference-system 
suggested  would  be  a  means  of  improving  their  education, 
while  it  would  certainly  diminish  the  cost  of  examining 
candidates. 
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The  Malarial  Mosquito. 

Ma.tob  Ross  and  members  cfjthe  medical  expedition  have 
returned  from  Sierra  Leone,  having  been  successful  in  their 
fearch  for  the  malarial  mosquito.  They  have  determined 
the  conditions  uoder  which'the,infection  is  carried,  and  how 
it  may  be  avoided.  They  find  that  it  is  an  insect  of  the 
genua  A  rwph/des,  not  one  of|the  genus  Culex,  that  carries  the 
infection.    We  reproduce  fiom  the  British  Medical  Journal

sketohes  (somewhat  enlarged)  of  the  respective  insects, 
showing  them  as  they  stick  to  the  wall. 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  case  [of  the  Anopheles  the 
insect  sticks  its  body  out  almost  fat  right  angles  from 
the  wall,  while  the  Culex  drops  its  body  parallel  to  it.  From 
the  Lancet  we  also  reproduce  a  picture  of  a  female  Anopheles 

immediately  after  it  has 
Jed  upon  a  patient.  Having 
determined  that  the  Ano- 
pheles is  the  insect  that 
canies  the  infective  ma- 
terial from  person  to  per- 
son,. Major  Ros3  and  his 
colleagues  endeavoured  to 
find  where  its  lan  as  are 
to  be  found.  They  looked 
in  various  stagnant  pools 
in  vain,  but  at  last  they 
found  that  the  breeding-places  were  puddles  which  form 
in  front  of  houses  after  the  rain,  and  persist— through 
the  wretched  condition  of  the  surface  drainage  system — 
several  days  even  in  the  dry  season.  In  Freetown  these 
puddles  are  generally  partially  overgrown  with  green  weed 
and  form  excellent  places  for  the  breeding  of  Anopheles. 
In  almost  every  such  street  several  pools  containing 
larvae  were  found.  A  peculiar  green  algous  weed 
seems  to  be  essential  for  the  breeding,  as  the 
larva  require  these  to  rest  upon.  Attention  to 
these  puddles  is  one  of  the  first  things  to  be  done  in 
order  to  stamp  out  malarial  fever,  and  the  expedition  found 
that  kerosene  poured  upon  a  paddle  suffices  to  kill  the 
larvce  in  six  hours.  Other  methods  of  extirpation  were 
tried,  but  this  is  the  simplest  and  cheapest  plan.  There 
does  not  appear  to  be  anything  to  be  gained  by  warring 
against  the  mature  insect.  Doubtless,  now  that  the  indi- 
vidual can  be  recognised  as  he  sit3  on  the  wall,  everjone 
who  dreads  malaria  will  heave  something  less  thin  half  a 
brick  at  him,  and  at  night  time  wise  people  will  sleep  under 
mosquito-nets.  Major  Rdss  has  stated  that  the  authorities 
at  Sierra  Laone  have  decided  to  use  every  mews  to  exter- 
minate the  mosquito.  He  considers,  however,  that  the  white 


population  on  the  West  Coast  of  Africa  are  not  careful 
enough,  that  the  houses  are  badly  constructed,  and  com- 
pared unfavourably  with  the  residences  of  whites  in  India, 
which  are  built  on  plans  that  give  the  inhabitants  every^ 
chance  of  health.  Despite  the  tropical  climate,  only  one 
member  of  the  expedition,  Mr.  Austin,  suffered  from  malaria. 
He  slept  for  one  night  without  mosquito-curtains,  and  the- 
virulent  insect  was  quick  to  take  advantage  of  the  enemy 
within  his  gates,  and  promptly  had  some  of  Mr.  Austin'* 
blood,  infecting  him  the  while. 

We  observe  that  Professor  Koch,  who  is  highly  gifted  in- 
attacking  subjects  which  others  have  pioneered,  has  gone 
out  to  the  East  to  study  malaria.  He  hopes  to  get  a  serum 
that  will  cure  or  prevent  it.  Major  Ross's  method  seems 
cleaner  and  quicker. 

COMPANY  PHARMACY. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council's  decision  in  regard  to- 
company  pharmacy  appears  to  be  taken  very  quietly - 
throughout  the  country,  which  is  not  surprising  at  the- 
present  stage,  for  the  Council's  resolution  commits  the- 
members  to  nothing.  We  may  say,  however,  that  some  action 
will  certainly  be  decided  on.  Now  that  the  Council  has  found 
its  articulate  voice  several  members  do  not  mean  to  allow 
the  matter  to  drop.  A  strong  endeavour  will  be  made  to  get 
the  Companies  Bill  so  amended  that  Pharmacy  Act  titles 
will  be  strictly  confined  to  qualified  persons,  while  one-man- 
companies  and  the  larger  concerns,  whose  interests  legislators 
seem  to  have  close  to  their  hearts,  will  be  adequately  dealt 
with.  It  seems  doubtful  whether  one  clause  will  cover  the- 
matter,  and  there  are  doubts  as  to  whether  all  that  is  desired' 
could  be  secured  through  the  Companies  Bill,  but  as  that 
measure  is  a  disabling  and  enabling  one  the  attempt 
should  at  least  be  made  to  obtain  protection  of  titles,  as  well 
as  control  of  business,  by  a  suitable  clause  or  clauses.

WHOLESALE  INOCULATION. 

[Dr.  E.  F.  C.  Keith,  who  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  newly- 
created  chair  of  pathology  and  bacteriology  at  Mason  University 
College,  Birmingham,  in  the  course  of  his  opening  address  on 
October  9  said  "  pathologists  were  pretty  generally  agreed  that 
practically  all  disease  was  bacterial  in  origin.  Therefore,  by  the 
application  of  the  principle  that  one  attack  of  a  disease  from 
which  an  individual  recovers  protects  him  from  a  second  attack 
of  the  same  disease,  artificial  inoculation  of  any  disease  is 
efficacious.  The  success  of  Pasteur,  following  out  the  principle 
involved  in  Jennerian  vaccination,  suggests  the  possibility  of  the 
existence  of  the  general  law  that  immunity  from  all  diseases  may 
be  established  for  man  by  treating  him  with  their  specific  viri,  so 
modified  as  to  be  in  themselves  harmless.  Headaches,  or  being 
'  out  of  sorts,'  may,  if  we  knew  all,  be  traceable  to  a  distinct 
bacterial  invasion."]

A  CORRECTION— AND  MORE  WANTED. 

Last  week  we  intimated  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Walker,  of 
34  Conduit  Street,  W.  We  obtained  the  information  from 
an  official  source,  and  as  the  name  of  Mr.  John  Walker  still 
remains  on  the  register  it  seemed  authentic.  A  correspondent 
now  informs  us  that  Mr.  Walker  died  in  1881,  and  on  referring 
to  our  issue  of  February  15  in  that  3  ear  we  find  the  following 
notice  in  our  obituary  column  : — 

Walker. — On  January  6,  Mr.  John  Walker,  homoeopathic 
chemist,  Conduit  Street,  London.  Aged  70  years.  Mr.  Walker 
was  born  at  Bathgate,  but  in  early  life  he  established  himself  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist  in  Liverpool.  During  that  time  he  person- 
ally found  great  benefit  from  the  homoeopathic  treatment  of  Dr. 
Drysdale,  and  this  induced  him  ultimately  to  limit  his  business  to 
homoeopathic  medicines. 

It  is  never  amiss  to  confess  one's  shortcomings,  and  that 
we  do  willingly  on  this  occasion,  but  it  seems  extraordinary 
that  the  name  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  should  remain  on 
the  register  for  nearly  nineteen  years  after  his  death.  This 
s  not  the  first  occasion  on  which  we  have  had  to  call 


attention  to  errors  of  this  kind  in  the  register,  and  as  we 
have  been  informed  that  the  Registrar  does  everything  in  his 
power  in  the  matter — a  statement  which  we  readily  accept — 
it  seems  quite  time  to  add  to  his  powers.  Names  of  dead 
men  on  the  register  are  a  great  temptation  to  law-breaking. 

NEW  DANGER. 
Bacteiia  are  getting  from  bad  to  worse.  Their  latest 
achievement  has  been  to  get  vanillin  to  assist  them  in  their 
deadly  work— at  least,  that  is  the  conclusion  which  Wasser- 
mann  has  arrived  at  after  investigating  a  case  of  poisonirg 
following  the  eating  of  vanilla  cream.  His  experiment1? 
led  him  to  conclude  that  the  milk  had  become  contaminated 
with  anaerobic  bacteria,  whose  development  had  been 
assisted  by  the  vanillin  used  as  flavouring.  The  exact  variety 
of  bacterium  was  not  discovered,  but  it  seems  that  other 
cases  of  poisoning  from  the  use  of  vanilla-pods  have  been 
recorded.  If  the  human  race  still  persists  in  eating  vanilla 
cream,  care  should  be  taken  that  the  milk  and  the  other  in- 
gredients of  the  dish  are  pure,  and  this,  of  course,  can  only 
be  done  with  certainty  by  submitting  them  to  a  thorough 
bacteriological  examination.  Fortunately  vanilla-poisoning 
cases  are  rare. 

DISPENSERS'  RISKS.l 

The  Insurance  Press  has  commenced  a  series  of  articles 
on  the  risks  involved  in  the  handling  of  poisons.  The 
articles  appear  to  have  originated  from  the  death  of  Br 
Dick,  Eastbourne,  but  we  gather  from  the  first  article  that 
we  have  been  interviewed  on  the  subject.  The  article  is 
well-informed,  and  bfgios  with  a  commendation  of  the 
Poisons  Regulations,  which  is  followed  up  by  the  Registrar- 
General's  poison  returns.  On  these  the  Insurance  Press 
makes  the  following  cogent  remarks: — 

The  fact  that  so  many  deaths  have  occurred  id  one  year  [1897] 
from  poison,  administered  by  misadventure  or  lack  of  knowledge, 
shows  the  necessity  for  more  precaution  and  affects  life  and 
accident  insurance  companies  very  directly.  They  must  look 
with  some  concern  at  what  is  a  by  no  means  small  source  pf 
fatality. 

This  is  a  comparatively  new  view  of  the  matter,  and  we  shall 
wa^ch  the  development  of  the  subject  under  our  contempo- 
rary's hands. 

DOCTORS   AND  DISPENSING. 

The  accidental  poisoning  of  Dr  Dick,  of  Eastbourne,  still 
furnishes  matter  for  the  daily  press.  Considerable  corre- 
spondence has  appeared  on  the  subject,  and  in  a  recent 
issue  of  the  Daily  Chronicle  Mr.  A.  Eberlin,  of  Nottingham, 
writes  to  explain  that  the  regulations  for  the  storing  and 
dispensing  of  poisons  came  into  force  on  January  31  of  this 
year,  but  they  affect  chemists  only,  and  have  no  reference 
to  the  surgeries  of  surgeons.  Neither  does  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  which  requires  all  scheduled  poisons  dispensed  or  sold 
in  pharmacies  to  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  qualified 
chemist.  Is  it  noi  time,  Mr.  Eberlin  asks,  that  the  whele 
question  of  dispensing  by  doctors  was  looked  into  ?  Should 
the  man  who  supplies  the  medicine  be  empowered  to  furnish 
the  death-certificate  Mr.  A.  Bayles,  of  Cornhill,  Ipswich 
also  writes  in  reference  to  a  comment  made  by  the  Chronicle 
on  the  inquest : — 

I  cannot  believe  that  any  firm,  wholesale  or  retail,  would  supply 
solution  of  strychnine  without  a  suitable  label.  As  for  the  re- 
commendation of  the  Coroner's  jury,  recommendations  of  this 
sort  are  a  constant  source  of  amusement  to  pharmacists,  for 
reasons  which  I  need  not  specify.  No ;  the  truth  probably  is 
that  the  bottles  in  question  were  both  "  shop-rounds,"  alike  in 
size,  and  side  by  side  on  the  shelf.  It  is  a  forcible  illustration  cf 
the  evils  of  doctors'  dispensing,  and  goes  to  show  that  it  ia 
as  improper  for  doctors  to  dispense  as  for  pharmacists  to  pre- 
scribe. 

The  unfor  uaate  error  which  cost  Dr.  Dick  his  life  is  likely 
to  prove  a  blessing  in  disguise  to  the  pharmacist.

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

H Out eb  Memorial  Lecture. 

The  first  of  the  series  of  lectures  founded  by  the  Liverpool 
section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  to  perpetuate 
the  memory  of  the  late  Dr.  Ferdinand  Eiicter  was  delivered 
at  University  College,  Liverpool,  on  October  4.  Mr.  A. 
Smeetbam,  Chairman  of  the  Section,  presided,  and  Professor 
George  Lunge,  of  Zurich  (a  former  colleague  of  Dr.  Hiirter's), 
■was  the  lecturer.  His  subject  was  "Impending  Changes  in 
the.  General  Development  of  Industry,  and  particularly  in 
the  Alkali-industries."  Professor  Lunge  commenced  the 
lecture  by  a  reference  to  his  connection  with  Dr.  H'irter  and 
the  similarity  of  their  careers,  then  proceeded  to  speak  of 
the  comparative  near  exhaustion  of  our  coalfields,  and  dealt 
at  considerable  length  with  the  consequences.  In  falling 
water  he  saw  the  most  efficient  substitute  for  mechanical 
purposes,  saying  that  this  through  conversion  into  electricity 
opens  out  new  possibilities  for  countries  like  Switzerland  or 
Norway.  Apart  from  the  transmission  of  electricity  by 
wire?,  future  inventions  and  discoveries  will  enable  energy 
to,  be  transported  over  much  greater  distances  in  the  shape 
of 'accumulators  of  force,  one  of  which  has  already  been 
found  in  calcium  carbide.  According  to  data  collected  for 
1899^  hundreds  of  thousands  of  water  horse-power  are  now 
available  for  chemical  and  metallurgical  purposes,  details  of 
which,  as  well  as  of  the  chemicals  to  be  produced  thereby, 

'  were  illustrated  by  a  full  tabular  statement..  The  electrical- 
plant  now  at  work  or  projected  can  produce  about  80,000  tons 
of  caustic  soda,  17,000  tons  caustic  potash,  11,350  tons 
chlorate  of  potash,  and  225  000  tons  of  bleaching-powder. 

Following  these  data,  Professor  Lunge  pointed  out  that 
we  must  distinguish  three  great  periods  in  the  industrial 
development  of  mankind.  The  first  of  these,  in  which  the 
mechanical  and  chemical  industries  were  in  their  infancy, 
reaches  from  the  beginning  of  history  to  about  a  hundred 

.  years  ago.  The  second  period — that  of  the  great  mechanical 
and  chemical  industries — would  have  been  impossible  with- 
out the  assistance  of  coal,  and  to  this  as  well  as  to  some 
other  favourable  circumstances  Great  Britain  owes  its  supre- 
macy in  that  field.  The  third  period  will  be  one  in  which 
other  permanently  active  natural  forces  are  the  main  source 
of  power— in  the  first  instance,  water-power,  of  which  those 
countries  which  are  richest  in  coal,  such  as  Great  Britain 
and  Germany,  possess  least.  Ooly  the  United  States  is 
wealthy  in  both  respects.  The  need  for  conservation  of  coal 
was  touched  upon,  after  which  Professor  Lurjge  turned  to  a 
consideration  of  the  various  branches  of  the  alkali-industries, 
in  which  great  revolutions  are  now  taking  place.  Sulphuric 
acid,  he  pointed  out,  can  be  produced  quite  as  cheaply  by 
the  "  catalytic"  process  as  by  the  old  lead-chamber  process, 
even  in  the  dilute  state,  and  much  more  cheaply  when  it  is 
required  in  the  concentrated  form.  There  is  little  doubt 
that  the  enormous  capital  sunk  in  sulphuric-acid  chambers, 

,  aa  far  as  concentrated  acids  are  concerned,  is  doomed  to 
extinction;  but  that  part  of  it  which  produces  dilute  acid 
will  not  be  lost,  if  the  manufacture  is  effected  in  the  most 
economical  way.  E?en  the  use  of  oxygen  in  a  more  con- 
centrated form  is  not  quite  so  chimerical  as  formerly,  since 

'  the  discovery  of  liquid  air.  A  similar  revolution  is  taking 
place  in  the  chlorine-industries,  which  will  be  very  soon 

,  a' most  exclusively  carried  on  by  electrical  processes,  and, 
consequently,  where  cheap  water-power  is  available.  These 
processes  will  at  the  same  time  supply  about  one-eighth  or 
one'  tenth  of  the  world's  want  of  alkali ;  the  bulk  of  the 
latter  will  be  supplied  by  the  ammonia-soda  process,  and 

'  partly  also  by  natural  soda. 

A  short  discussion  followed,  and  Professor  Lunge  was 

'  thanked  for  his  lecture. 


Liverpool  Pharmaceutical  Students'  Society. 

The  annual  general  meetiDg  was  held  at  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  Sandon  Terrace,  on  October  5,  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley 
(President)  in  the  chair.  The  following  gentlemen  were 
elected  members  : — Messrs.  Atkinson,  Smalley,  Sutton,  and 
Taylor.  Satisfactory  reports  were  presented  by  the  Treasurer 


and  Secretary  (Messrs.  Cooke  and  Jenner),  showing  that  the 
Society  was  in  a  good  condition  both  numerically  and 
financially.  The  election  of  officers  then  ensued,  Mr.  Prosper 
H.  Marsden,  F.C.S .  being  appointed  President,  Messrs. 
Catford  and  Wyatt  Vice-Presidents,  Mr.  Patridge  Secretary, 
Mr.  P.  G.  Jenner  Treasurer,  and  Messrs.  Atkinson,  Cowley, 
H.  B.  Morgan,  Park,  Pickering,  Smalley,  Sutton,  Wardle- 
worth,  and  Wokes  committee.  Votes  of  thanks  to  the 
retiring  officers  concluded  the  business. 


Newcastle  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on 
October  11.  Mr.  T.  Maltby  Clague  presided,  in  the  absence 
of  Mr.  Schofield,  the  retiring  President,  and  in  opening  the 
proceedings,  said  this  was  a  meeting  of  patriots  first,  and 
chemists  afterwards.  More  interest  was  centred  in  the 
Transvaal  at  present  than  in  pharmacy.  The  first  business 
was  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer's  report,  which  showed  a 
balance  in  hand  of  11.  5s.,  against  8Z.  10s.  last  year.  Out  of 
seventy-one  members  belonging  to  the  Association,  forty- 
eight  had  not  paid  their  subscriptions,  and  it  was  decided 
that  the  arrears  should  be  called  in.  The  Secretary's  report 
stated  that  the  meetings  were  not  so  well  atten  ded  as  they 
would  like,  but  he  hoped  for  better  times.  The  following 
officers  were  elected : — President,  Mr.  Charles  Ridley  ;  Vice- 
Presidents,  Messrs.  SchoSeld,  Clague,  Rose,  and  Merson  ; 
Secretary,  Mr.  F.  Gilderdale;  Treasurer,  Mr.Kirkup;  Council : 
Messrs.  Dudderidge,  Duncan,  Pescod,  Buckley,  Cubey,  Atkins, 
Brand,  Graham ;  Auditors,  Messrs.  Wright  and  Whitehead ; 
Local  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  re-selected 
for  nomination,  Mr.  T.  Maltby  Clague.  The  President,  in 
a  short  and  pithy  extempore  address,  touched  on  the  Phar- 
macopoeia, and  thought  that  the  new  poisons  regulations 
should  be  extended  to  doctors'  surgeries.  He  found 
that  medical  men,  generally  speaking,  preferred  to  use 
alkaloidal  solutions  instead  of  the  standardised  official 
galenical  preparations,  and  his  own  personal  experience  had 
taught  him  that  the  storage  of  poisons  in  surgeries  was 
looked  after  in  a  very  slipshod  fashion.  He  was  glad  to  see 
that  wholesalers  who  supplied  small  shops  with  inferior 
drugs  had  been  smartly  taken  to  task  and  fined.  Referring 
to  Association  matters,  he  urged  a  personal  canvass  to 
increase  the  roll  of  membership. 

Further  business  was  then  proceeded  with,  and  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  was  reappointed.  Various  com- 
munications were  held  over  to  the  next  meeting.  It  was 
also  intimated  that  the  local  grocers  had  approached  the 
chemists  in  the  matter  of  stamping  weights  and  measures. 
They  thought  that  the  cost  of  such  work  should  be  defrayed 
from  the  public  rates. 

This  concluded  the  evening's  business. 


Glasgow  Chemists'  Assistants'  and 

Apprentices'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  in  the  Masonic 
Chambers,  West  Regent  Street,  Glasgow,  on  October  6,  Mr. 
J.  P.  Gilmour  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  attendance  was 
only  moderate. 

The  Chairman  first  of  all  gave  a  sketch  of  the  arrange- 
ments made  for  the  forthcoming  winter's  work.  He 
explained  that  the  committee  had  made  liberal  provision 
both  for  the  instruction  and  amusement  of  the  members. 
The  names  of  such  well-known  pharmacists  as  Messrs.  T. 
Maben,  T.  S.  Barrie,  J.  Lothian,  and  Dr.  Conll  were  some 
guarantee  for  the  value  of  the  former,  and  the  claims  of 
recreation  had  not  been  neglected.  As  regards  the  Associa- 
tion's external  raison  d'etre  and  policy,  there  was  an  im- 
pression in  some  quarters  that  the  Assistants'  Association 
had  been  set  up  in  antagonism  to  the  local  Association. 
That  was  not  so.  He  believed  there  washroom  for  the  two 
Associations,  and  they  need  not  necessarily  work  on  con- 
flicting lines.  Then  the  perennial  problem  and  grievance  of 
long  shop-hours  was  an  evil  that  affected  both  employers 
and  employes.  In  the  case  of  the  assistant  the  evil  was 
rapidly  reaching  an  acute  stage,  for  since  qualification  is  now 
practically  compulsory,  the  demands  of  time  for  study  were 
incompatible  with  late  business- hours,  and  that  was  a 
subject  which  might  engage  the  conjoint  thought  and 
action  of  masters  and  assistants. 
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Mr.  J.  Sturgeon  (Treasurer)  said  the  Association's 
finances  were  in  a  fairly  flourishing  state,  and 

Mr.  J.  Lothian,  Pn.C,  congratulated  the  Association 
upon  its  auspicious  advent.  He  confidently  predicted  a 
prosperous  future  for  it,  and  could  see  no  reason  why  the 
two  Associations  should  clash.  He  was  painfully  struck 
by  the  unusually  late  hours  of  assistants  in  Glasgow.  In 
some  English  towns — Newcastle,  for  instance — the  evening- 
classes  at  the  pharmacy-schools  began  at  7  p.m.  Here  it 
was  difficult  to  get  a  muster  of  students  for  lectures  at 
9.15  p  m.  He  did  not  know  enough  about  the  business  con- 
ditions in  Glasgow  to  be  able  to  suggest  a  remedy,  but,  if 
any  reform  were  to  be  attempted,  it  would  only  be  effected 
as  the  result  of  a  combination  of  masters  and  assistants. 

Mr.  Boyd,  as  an  employer,  protested,  that  so  far  from 
being  jealous  of  the  Assistants' Association,  he  was  delighted 
with  what  he  had  just  heard  of  its  programme  and 
prospects.  He  remembered  the  good  work  done  by  an 
assistants'  association,  under  the  presidency  of  the  late  Mr. 
John  Hunter,  some  years  ago,  and  he  hoped  the  younger 
Association  might  have  a  still  more  useful  career.  He 
sympathised  deeply  with  the  wish  of  assistants  for  shorter 
hours.  The  exigencies  of  study  made  it  imperative  that 
they  should  have  more  leisure.  He  was  sure  that  employers 
would  welcome  any  feasible  plan  for  early  closing.  Some 
arrangement  of  working  by  relays  might  be  come  to  by 
which  the  working-day  would  be  brought  within  reasonable 
limits. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Taylob  thought  the  practice  of  keeping  night- 
bells  had  a  good  deal  to  do  with  the  late  hours.  In  those 
establishments,  although  the  nominal  hour  of  closing  was 
9,  it  was  really  11  before  the  work  was  finished. 

Mr.  Mackay  was  of  opinion  that  the  worst  offenders 
were  the  surgeries,  which  were  kept  open  until  10  or  after. 
Even  if  nothing  else  could  be  done,  Mr.  Boyd's  suggestion, 
of  relays  might  be  adopted. 

The  Chairman,  after  remarking  that  organisation  was 
the  first  step  in  the  work  of  reform,  announced  that  an 
opening  address  would  be  given  on  October  13  by  Mr.  J. 
Rutherford  Hill  on  "  The  Position  and  Privileges  of  Pharmacy 
and  the  Pharmacist." 


The  Federation. 

Mr  J.  Cocks,  chemist,  Stonehouse,  Devon,  Hon.  Secretary 
of  the  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations, 
asks  that  any  Local  Secretary  who  received  a  circular  from 
him  on  behalf  of  the  executive,  and  who  has  not  yet  replied  to 
it,  will  do  so  by  October  21. 


Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  annual  dinner  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the 
Mosley  Hotel,  Piccadilly,  on  October  11.  About  100  gentle- 
men were  present.  The  President  (Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley) 
occupied  the  chair.  After  the  toast  of  "  The  Queen  "  bad 
been  drunk  the  Chairman  proposed  "The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain.''  It  had  been  said  that  the  general 
public  did  not  adequately  appreciate  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  It  went  without  saying  that  the  general 
public  was  not  in  the  habit  of  appreciating  services  rendered 
for  it,  either  adequately  or  otherwise.  Generals  in  the  army 
had  their  services  brought  prominently  before  the  public,  and 
were  honoured  and  fGotd,  but  the  man  who  spent  his  life- 
time in  endeavouring  to  raise  the  status  of  the  body  to  which 
he  belonged  was  apt  to  be  overlooked.  They,  as  chemists 
and  druggists,  must  not,  however,  forget  those  who  had  raised 
them  to  a  professional  status.  He  need  not  go  back  to  detail 
what  took  place  in  their  interests  before  1842,  nor  the  men 
who  had  laboured  in  the  past,  but  he  might  mention  Jacob 
Bell,  who  spent  the  last  years  of  his  life  in  en-i 
deavouring  to  raise  their  craft  from  ordinary  trading 
into  something  approaching  a  professional  status.  He  thought 
that  if  they  had  representatives  in  Parliament  such  men 
might  do  something  for  their  fellow  chemists.  In  touching 
upon  pharmaceutical  politics  he  found  himself  on  delicate 
ground.  He  was  not,  however,  much  in  favour  of  having  all 
their  trade  politics  discussed  in  public,  but  rattier  favoured 
discussions  in  their  associations.  They  could,  however, 
strengthen  the  arm  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  They 


had  done  it  with  great  advantage  in  the  recent  Bill  which 
was  rejected,  and  they  could  do  it  again.  They  looked  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  to  prevent  obnoxious  legislation, 
and  they  all  agreed  with  what  they  wanted  done  in  Parlia- 
ment. He  did  not  think  it  should  be  legal  for  seven  men  to 
do  what  one  man  could  not  do. 

Mr.  G.  T.  Newsholme  (Sheffield)  responded,  and,  after 
alluding  to  the  Act  of  1868  and  the  main  object  of  its  pro- 
visions, spoke  of  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  said  that  during 
last  year  2  2152.  was  granted  to  forty-six  annuitants,  and  7C02. 
was  given  in  casual  grants  from  the  charity.  Education 
was  one  of  their  points,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
established  a  school  in  London  which  had  been  carried  on 
since  1868  as  a  model  of  what  pharmaceutical  education 
should  be.  .  Not  more  than  one-third  of  the  men  who 
went  in  for  their  Minor  examination  passed.  Of  600 
entered  last  year  only  189  passed.  This  was  most  un- 
satisfactory,, and  showed  that  something  was  wrong. 
What  was  the  cause  ?  He  thought  it  was  attri- 
butable to  poor  primary  education.  The  Prelimi- 
nary examination  had  not  been  sufficiently  high. 
More  technical  training  and  more  scientific  knowledge  were 
required.  After  next  year  the  Preliminary  examination 
would  no  longer  exist,  but  other  examinations  would  take 
the  place  of  it  based  on  a  wider  area  of  knowledge.  With 
regard  to  technical  education  it  was  necessary  that  they 
should  have. a  compulsory  curriculum,  but  to  get  that  they 
must  go  to  Parliament.  There  was,  however,  little  chance 
of  getting  it.  He  urged  a  closer  acquaintance  with  the  local 
colleges  and  their  courses  of  lectures,  until  they  got  that 
compulsory  curriculum.  He  believed  the  Council  was  anxious 
to  do  its  utmost  for  the  members  of  the  craft,  and  deserved 
their  support.  There  had  been  a  good  deal  of  pharmaceutical 
criticism  lately,  and  he  thought  it  was 

Better  than  the  Deadly  Apathy 
which  formerly  existed.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Counci 
a  resolution  was  passed  dealing  with  the  subject  of  company- 
trading,  a  clause  in  respect  of  which  had  to  be  submitted  to 
the  next  Council  meeting.  The  clause  had  not  yet  been 
formulated,  and  he  did  not  know  on  what  lines  it  would  be 
prepared,  but  they  would  have  seen  that  there  was  little 
difference  among  the  members  of  the  Council,  as  he  was 
sure  there  was  among  the  members  of  the  craft  throughout 
the  country.  To  his  mind,  the  line  of  the  keeping  of  a 
chemist's  shop  by  a  duly-qualiSed  person  should  not  be 
departed  from.  The  nearer  they  kept  to  the  1868  Pharmacy 
Act  the  better.  If  it  was  expedient  then,  it  was  expedient 
now.  The  title  they  possessed  was  the  trade-mark  of  a  fully- 
qualified  person,  and  it  was  demanded  in  the  public 
interest. 

Dr.  Symes  also  replied.  He  said  that  at  the  present  day 
there  seemed  to  be  a  tendency  to  mix  up  a  number  of  things 
as  pharmacy.  Company-pharmacy  was  perfectly  legiti- 
mate if  carried  on  in  a  proper  way.  The  public  were  in  no 
way  injured.  There  were  sales  in  London  of  cheap  or 
damaged  senna  and  other  goods,  and  somebody  bought 
them — probably  not  for  their  own  consumption.  (Laughter.) 
If  chemists  sold  goods  at  below  the  normal  price  he  had 
his  doubts  as  to  where  the  stuff  came  from.  Cutters  should 
not  pose  as  public  philanthropists  and  benefactors. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  J.  Smith  (Liverpool)  proposed  "The  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  other  Local  Associations," 
and  congratulated  the  Manchester  Association  in  having  one 
hundred  registered  chemists  on  its  roll.  He  was  strongly  in 
favour  of  local  associations.  Their  advantages  were  great, 
especially  at  elections  for  members  of  Parliament.  (Laughter 
and  applause.)

At  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  on  October  5,  the  public  examina- 
tion of  this  debtor  was  held.  A  meeting  of  his  creditors 
was  held  on  August  17,  when  he  made  an  offer  of  4s.  in  the 
pound,  which  his  creditors  declined  to  accept.  Previous  to 
going  to  Corbridge  he  was  in  business  at  Bolton.  His  busi- 
ness then  was  successful,  bat  he  joined  his  father-in-law  at 
Dumfries,  and  lost  the  money  which  he  had  saved  at  his 
Bolton  business.  He  was  without  capital  when  he  came  to 
Corbridge.  For  some  land  at  Ryton  he  paid  1262.,  and 
contracted  with  a  builder  to  put  up  upon  it  two  houses  and 
two  shops.  The  contract- price  was  1,2402.  He  obtained 
money  on  mortgage,  and  1,1002.  had  been  spent  on  the 
property.    The  mortgagees  had  retained  the  contractor,  and 


were  finishing  the  work.  In  answer  to  one  of  his  creditors, 
debtor  admitted  that  he  had  been  twice  in  Switzerland 
during  the  past  two  or  three  years,  and  that  he  was  in 
Brussels  last  March.  It  was  true  that  eight  months  ago  he 
was  photographed  climbing  the  Alps.  That  trip  cost  him 
about  172.  He  was  unable  to  say  what  his  trip  to  Jersey 
cost  him.  He  had  been  once  in  the  Isle  of  Man,  and  half- 
dozen  times  in  London.  His  net  profit  during  the  last  two 
years  was  set  down  at  1562.  Debtor  was  ordered  to 
furnish  the  Court  with  certain  accounts,  and  the  examination 
stands  adjourned.

Distribution  of  Carbolic  Acid  to  the  Public. 

Sib,—  I  notice  the  following  paragraph  in  your  last  issue 
[October  7]  :— 

"  The  Islington  Vestry  have  also  ordered  a  quantity 
of  special  bottles  for  carbolic  acid." 

The  phraseology  seems  to  imply  that  this  is  a  new 
departuie.  This  is  not  so,  as  for  several  years  past  this 
dangerous  disinfectant  has,  under  my  advice,  been  dis- 
tributed to  the  public  in  bine  fluted  octagonal  glass  bottle3 
with  the  word  "  Poison "  in  raised  letters  on  them.  I  am 
glad  to  say  that  since  their  use  no  accident  has  occurred.  I 
cannot,  however,  close  my  eyes  to  the  fact  that  a  great  risk 
and  responsibility  is  incurred  in  distributing  this  acid  at 
all,  more  especially  since  it  has  become  a  popular  method  of 
suicide. 

Only  within  a  month  a  gentleman  well  known  to  myself 
took  his  life  with  it.  Strange  to  say,  some  few  years  ago  he 
and  I  had  a  long  conversation  on  poisoning  by  it,  at  which 
time  he  said  that  he  could  not  understand  how  any  person 
could  inflict  on  himself  so  horrible  a  death.  And  yet  he  has 
now  done  that  which  he  then  abhorred.  Why  was  this? 
Of  course,  I  do  not  know,  but  I  would  suggest  that  it  was 
because  this  poison  was  the  only  one  easily  procurable.

Conan  Doyle. 

Sin, — Some  time  ago,  in  reading  the  report  of  a  medical 
meeting,  I  observed  that  oDe  or  two  of  the  speakers  com- 
plained of  the  harm  which  is  being  done  to  the  medical  pro- 
fession by  the  writings  of  modern  novelists.  In  this  matter 
chemists  are  not  free  from  just  cause  for  complaint.  Few 
writers,  however,  have  handled  dispensers  so  roughly  as 
Conan  Doyle  has  done.  Some  years  ago  he  wrote  a  book 
entitled  "  The  Stark-Munro  Letters,"  and  in  this  book  he 
represents  a  busy  doctor  as  seeing  scores  of  patients  during 
a  morning,  writing  prescriptions  for  them,  and  sending  them 
to  the  next  room,  where  his  wife  (a  newly-married  woman,  by 
the  way)  is  daintily  done  up  and  waiting  to  do  the  dispensing. 
She  dispenses  the  prescriptions  as  they  are  brought  through, 
and  although  she  had  no  previous  training  of  any  kind  it  is 
noticeable  that  her  husband  works  in  a  different  room,  and 
does  not  think  that  she  requires  any  supervision ;  and  so  far 
as  I  can  gather  Conan  Doyle  does  nob  see  any  anomaly  in 
this. 

When  a  man  writes  in  this  vein  he  injures  an  eminently 
respectable  class  of  men,  by  leading  the  public  to  think  that 
any  person  can  do  the  work  of  a  dispenser  ;  but  Conan  Doyle 
has  now  gone  further,  and  in  his  recent  writings  offers  a 
gross  insult  to  chemists.  In  the  Strand  for  October  he 
begins  a  story  which  he  calls  "The  Oroxley  Master."  The 
opening  chapter  of  this  story  depicts  a  medical  student,  who 
cannot  get  money  enough  to  go  on  with  his  studies,  as  doing 
dispensing-work  for  a  doctor.  I  gather  that  the  young  man 
has  been  engaged  as  assistant  to  Dr.  Oldacre,  but  no  mention 
is  made  of  his  duties  beyond  those  of  dispensing.  The  in- 
sulting passage  runs  as  follows  : — 

The  student  smiled  bitterly,  and  turned  to  his  work  of  making 
up  the  morning  prescriptions.  It  was  poor  and  unworthy  work — 
work  which  any  weakling  might  have  done  as  well,  and  this  was  a 
man  of  exceptional  nerve  and  sinew.  But,  such  as  it  was,  it  brought 
him  his  board  and  11.  a  week,  &c. 

We  have  been  labouring  all  these  years  to  qualify  the 


chemist  properly  for  what  we  consider  his  very  important 
duties  to  humanity,  and  it  is  only  the  qualified  chemist's  due 
that  his  position,  qualification  and  responsibility  should  be 
laid  before  the  public  with  fairness  if  these  are  touched  upon 
at  all  by  the  writers  of  the  day.  I  do  not  think  that  chemists 
throughout  the  country  can  demand  less  from  Conan  Doyle 
than  an  ample  apology,  but  if  his  words  express  his  real 
opinion  of  the  importance  of  the  dispenser  of  medicines  and 
his  work,  we  are  hardly  likely  to  get  that  apology.  Chemists 
have  suffered  heavily  on  many  occasions  at  the  hands  of 
fictionists,  and  I  consider  that  it  is  time  for  us  to  let  these 
men  know  that  our  harness  is  not  so  weak  as  they  suppose — 
is,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  stronger  than  theirs.  I  do  not  gener- 
ally use  tlis  "tu  quoque"  argument,  but  it  is  impossible  to 
avoid  doing  so  here.  I  read  a  good  deal,  and  have,  I  think, 
a  fairly  good  knowledge  of  English  literature,  and  I  affirm 
that  whilst  we  have  at  the  present  time  scientific  writers, 
journalists,  theologians  of  ability  unsurpassed  by  the  writers 
of  any  age,  in  the  world  of  fiction  we  have  a  distinct  school 
of  whose  work  it  might  well  be  said,  "  It  is  poor  and  unworthy 
work — work  which  any  weakling  might  do."  It  is  work 
which  serves  no  good  end  in  the  great  hungry  world.  Its 
villains  are  church-members,  its  heroes  are  prize-fighters 
and  horse-jockeys.  It  speaks  of  desperate  crime  and 
wonderful  unravelment  in  a  way  insulting  to  the  police 
and  detective  forces,  it  speaks  of  impossible  surgical 
operations  in  a  manner  degrading  to  perhaps  the  most 
useful  and  most  advanced  profession  we  have — i.e.,  the 
medical  profession  ;  it  is  rich  in  the  vocabulary  of  the  race- 
course, the  pugilist- ring,  and  the  ale-house;  its  heroes  and 
virtues  are  a  direct  inversion  of  all  that  we  as  a  nation  have 
been  taught  to  accept  as  heroic  and  virtuous.  Is  this  kind 
of  writing  of  any  use  from  an  ethical  point  of  view  1  No. 
Is  it  of  aDy  use  from  a  scientific  point  of  view  ?  No.  Does 
it  in  any  way  call  forth  the  nobler  and  higher  instincts  of 
the  human  race  1  The  answer  is,  No,  emphatically  no.  I 
turn  from  these  literary  dwarfs  to  the  giants  of  last  gener- 
ation, and  I  find  Sir  Walter  Scott,  Charles  Dickens, 
Thackeray,  Lytton,  Kingsley,  and  a  host  of  others  whose 
works  we  never  weary  of.  Let  the  writers  of  this  new  school 
lay  their  work  alongside  the  work  of  these  mighty  writers, 
and  let  them  say  whether  they  themselves  stand  upon  a 
pedestal  so  high  that  they  can  afford  to  speak  of  any  uselol 
work  as  being  "  poor  and  unworthy." 

The  chemist  is  at  the  call  of  the  community  night  and 
day  ;  he  is  discharging  a  duty  faithfully,  although  unosten- 
tatiously, and  he  is  upon  the  whole  as  poorly  remunerated 
for  his  services  as  he  could  well  be.  These  men  write  when 
it  suits  themselves  ;  the  world  could  very  well  do  without 
their  writings,  and  as  for  remuneration  the  less  said  the 
better.  Perhaps  we  cannot  make  them  apologise,  but  we 
may  teach  them  that  it  is  unsafe  for  men  who  live  in  glass 
houses  to  throw  stones  at  men  whose  houses  are  made  of 
iron.

129/68.  W.yP. — The  police  have  no  power  to  demand  the 
production  of  the  chemist's  poison-book.  See  a  full  reply 
on  this  subject  to  " Strychnia"  in  C.  D.,  August  12,  page 
■304. 

130/2.  Apprentice. — By  the  death  of  your  apprentice- 
master  your  indenture  is  dissolved,  and  his  executor  canno' 
claim  the  payment  which  was  to  be  made  on  a  date  after 
Ms  death  in  respect  to  a  period  dating  from  the  payment. 

130/34.  Bens  is  a  registered  dental  surgeon  and  occasion- 
ally goes  to  a  neighbouring  town  to  see  patients.  His  assis- 
tant left  at  home  is  not  qualified;  if,  during  "  Dens's"  absence, 
the  assistant  extracts  teeth,  stops  them,  or  takes  impressions, 
is  "Dens"  liable  to  have  his  name  erased  from  the  Dentists' 
'Register  1  [That  is  what  the  General  Medical  Council  seem 
intent  on  doing.  We  reported  in  our  issue  of  June  10  a  case 
heard  at  the  Council  meeting  in  that  month,  in  which  the

who  had  administered  chloroform  to  the  patient.  The  case 
-is  still  sub  judice,  for  the  employer-dentist  has  to  appear 
before  the  Council  in  November,  when  he  is  expected  to  tell 
the  Council  that  he  no  longer  employs  an  unqualified  assis- 
tant. We  consider  that  the  Council  is  going  too  far,  but 
that  does  not  alter  the  fact  that  "Dens"  is  liable.] 

H.6.S. — Although  an  hour  a  day  for  three  years 
at  practical  dispensing  is  not  fulfilling  the  spirit  of  the  Minor 
regulation  it  meets  the  letter,  and  the  examination  itself  will 
•ensure  that  the  person  is  qualified  before  he  is  registered. 

134/71.  Pax  ordered  from  a  London  house  a  supply  of  a 
speciality,  and  received  the  case  in  a  damaged  state  with 
some  of  the  contents  missing.  The  London  house  declines 
to  entertain  any  claim  for  damage  ;  so  does  the  railway 
company,  who  say  that  they  received  it  in  the  state  delivered 
from  a  carrier's  agent.  Whom  has  he  a  claim  against  ? 
[We  have  frequently  had  a  similar  question  to  this  asked, 
and  as  we  have  said  before,  the  vendor  is  generally  con- 
sidered the  agent  for  the  consignee  to  arrange  for  the  transit 
of  the  goods.  We  think,  therefore,  that  our  correspondent 
would  be  entitled  to  sue,  but  his  action  is  more  properly 
•against  the  carrying-agents,  as  they  were  the  carriers  who 
undertook  to  deliver  the  goods.  The  action  against  the 
•railway  company  would  be  one  of  converting  the  goods  to 
their  own  use,  which  would  be  very  difficult  to  prove.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  action  against  the  carrying-agents  is 
■one  of  contract  for  failing  to  carry  out  their  undertaking  to 
deliver  the  goods.  The  usual  course,  to  remove  all  doubt, 
is  to  join  both  vendor  and  purchaser  as  plaintiffs  in  an 
•action  of  this  kind  so  as  to  be  on  the  safe  side.] 

137/60.  H.  P. — The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1899.  is 
the  act  to  which  you  refer,  and  you  can  obtain  a  copy  of  it 
by  sending  a  stamped  and  addressed  postal  wrapper,  with 
If  d  in  stamps,  to  Messrs.  Eyre  &  Spottiswoode,  Bast  Harding 
Street,  London,  B.C.  There  is  nothing  in  the  Act  to  prevent 
the  use  of  alum  in  baking-powder,  but  it  has  always  been 
doubtful  whether  baking-powder  is  a  food,  and  the  26th 
r.ection  of  the  Act  makes  it  clear  that  "  any  article  which 
ordinarily  enters  into,  or  is  used  io  the  composition  or  pre- 
paration of  human  food,"  is  to  be  considered  as  food.  As 
the  principal  Act  makes  it  an  indictable  offence  to  knowingly 
mix  unwholesome  ingredients  in  anything  made  and  supplied 
ior  the  food  of  man,  or  exposing  or  selling  food  so  mixed, 
and  as  the  use  of  alum  in  bread  has  always  been  considered 
such  an  offence,  it  is  now  argued  that  the  use  of  alum  in 
baking-powder  is  on  all-fours  with  its  use  in  bread.  In  an 
alum  baking-powder  case  which  was  carried  to  the  High 
Court,  th8  sale  of  such  powder  was  decided  to  be  not  illegal 
because  it  was  not  a  food.  This  decision  is,  therefore,  of  no 
avail  now.  In  the  event  of  prosecutions  being  instituted 
after  December  31,  1899,  for  the  sale  of  alum  baking-powder, 
the  prosecution  must  prove  that  the  article  is  unwholesome  ; 
and  as  the  alum  does  not  remain  in  the  bread  as  such,  but  as 
hydrate  of  alumina,  this  will  give  a  fine  opportunity  for 
forensic  display.  On  this  point  see  "  Pharmaceutical  For- 
mnlas,"  p.  278.  Several  cases  bearing  upon  it  are  reported 
in  hnk  numbers  of  the  C.  D.

It  could  be  used  after 
the  manner  of  making  plaster-of-Paris  bandages.  Impreg- 
nation of  the  fibre  with  solution  of  silicate  of  soda  or  potash 
may  be  more  suitable  in  the  case  in  point. 

60/3.  Ward  has  got  into  a  situation  where  he  finds  the 
hoars  to  be  8  to  10  daily,  except  Saturdays  (8  to  11),  with 
Sunday  duty.  One  hour  is  allowed  off  daily,  besides  twenty 
minutes  for  dinner  and  ten  minutes  for  tea,  subject  to  the 
usual  interruptions.  This  happens  in  London,  and  "Ward" 
(who  puts  in  all  this  time  for  his  board  and  lodging  and  10s.) 

[By  no  means,  and  assistants  have  it  in 
their  own  hands  to  make  better  terms.]

Essential  Oils  in  Court. 

In  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court  on  October  12,  before  Sir  Forrest 
Fulton,  Q.C.,  and  a  jury,  Jeancard,  Gazan  &  Doumin, 
importers  and  exporters  of  essential  oils,  13  St.  Mary  Axe, 
-sued  the  London  and  India  Docks  Joint  Committee  for 
16Z.  10s  ,  damages  in  respect  to  a  case  of  essential  oils  which 
•was  injured  while  in  the  defendants'  hands  for  shipment,  a 
bottle  of  peppermint  oil  having  been  broken,  and  the  leakage 
damaged  tome  vanillin.  The  defendants  at  first  said  that 
"the  case  had  not  been  delivered  to  them,  but  to  the  ship's 
brokers ;  then  that  it  was  not  properly  packed  ;  and  when  the 
plaintiffs'  case  was  stated  to  the  Couro  defendants'  counsel 
.submitted  that  there  was  no  case  against  them  as  common 
carriers,  that  defendants  were  not  responsible  for  the 
package,  and  that  the  conditions  appearing  in  their  book  of 
rates  were  the  only  terms  on  which  they  received  the 
.package.  The  Judge  said  he  was  against  the  plaintiff*, 
and  directed  the  jury  to  find  a  verdict  for  the  defendants. 
A  verdict  was  returned  accordingly,  and  leave  to  appeal  was 
given. 


Fulham  Dispensing. 

At  the  West  London  Police  Court  on  October  12,  before  Mr. 
Rose,  the  adjourned  summonses  against  Mr.  W.  V.  Barrett 
(not  a  registered  chemist),  of  123  Wandsworth  Bridge  Road, 
and  Mr  Edith  Longstaff,  a  chemist  and  druggist,  of  811 
iFulham  Road,  for  giving  a  larger  quantity  of  iodide  of  potas- 
sium in  a  prescription  tnan  ordered,  were  heard. 

Mr.  Barrett's  case  was  called  on  first,  but  was  put  back 
pending  the  hearing  of  the  summons  against  Mr.  Longstaff, 
which  would  decide  the  case.  The  Government  analysis 
■made  at  Somerset  House  was  now  handed  to  Mr.  Rose,  who 
said  that  it  stated  that  the  prescription  showed  that 
-there  was  23  gr.  in  excess,  not  36  gr.  as  given  by  the  Vestry 
analysis.  Dr.  Jackson,  medical  officer  of  health,  was  recalled, 
and  said  that  once  the  iodide  of  potassium  had  been  used  in 
the  prescription  it  could  not  alter  in  weight.  Possibly  it 
►might  absorb  a  little  moisture  which  might  make  it  a 
little  heavier,  but  it  would  really  become  liquid.  Such 
absorption  could  not  account  for  the  increase  of  weight  as 
shown  in  this  prescription  unless  there  had  been  carelessness 
in  weighing.  If  it  did  absorb  anything  it  would  decrease 
the  weight,  not  increase  it. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Hanson,  witness  said  that  he 
believed  the  B.P.  made  a  4-per-cent.  allowance  for  nitrate  of 
silver.  This  allowance  would  give  about  9J  gr.  in  6  oz.  of 
■fluid. 

Mr.  Rose  :  But  what  about  the  point  of  law  1 
Mr.  Hanson :  Mr.  Longstaff  withes  to  fight  this  matter  on 
the  facts,  not  on  the  point  of  law.  He  carries  on  a  high-class 
business,  and  it  is  from  the  public  point  of  view  that  he 
wants  the  facts  thrashed  out.  There  is  no  appeal  if  you 
decide  against  him  on  the  facts. 

Mr.  Ralph  Swinton,  in  the  employ  of  Messrs.  Wright, 
Layman  &  Umney,  of  South wark  Street,  analytical  and 
manufacturing  chemists,  stated  that,  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr.  Umnev,  he  analysed  a  sample  which  was  sent  by 
Mr.  Longstaff.  It  contained  54  c.c.  of  liquid  in  which 
there  was  82  8  gr.  of  potassium  iodide.  That  would  make 
248  4  gr.  in  the  6  fl.cz.  bottle.  That  would  be  8  4  gr. 
more  than  the  prescription  provided.  Continuing,  witness 
said  that  the  same  day  he  tested  ten  ordinary  bottles  con- 
'ta:ning  6  oz  ,  which  he  picked  oui  haphazard.    Tne  highest 


of  them  contained  176  8  grammes,  ani  the  lowest  1625 
grammes.  The  mean  of  the  ten  bottles  was  170  3  grammes. 
They  varied  to  the  extent  of  8  per  cent.  He  made  the 
bottles  up  with  distilled  water.  Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Blanco 
White,  witness  said  that  the  B.P.  allowed  from  97  9  per 
cent,  to  101  9  per  cent,  for  impurities  between  the  best  and 
worst.  Witness  estimated  his  analysis  on  pure  iodide  of 
potassium,  which  was  used.  If  there  had  been  impurities,  by 
the  B.P.  nitrate-of-silver  analysis  the  results  would  have 
been  higher.  The  difference  between  the  process  of  separa- 
ting the  iodide  and  the  B.P.  process  would  be  about  2  per 
cent,  against  the  B.P.  At  this  point  Mr.  White  said  that  the 
medical  officer  bad  worked  out  the  matter,  calculating  it  on 
the  basis  that  there  were  170  c.c.  of  fluid,  and  not  162  8  c  c, 
which  showed  a  resulc  oi  261  gr.,  or  21  gr.  in  excess  of  the 
prescription.  In  further  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Rose, 
witness  said  that  he  had  based  his  calculations  on  the  sup- 
position that  the  bottle  which  was  handed  to  him  contained 
a  third  of  the  prescription. 

Mr.  John  Charles  Umney  (of  Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  & 
Umney),  pharmaceutical  chemist  and  F.C.S.,  said  that  the 
bottle  which  he  had  analysed  contained  54  c.c,  which 
meant  162  c.c.  in  the  prescription  ;  but  if  this  was  worked  out 
on  tb.8  basis  of  170  4  c.c,  which  it  should  have  contained,  it 
gave  an  excess  of  19  gr.  of  iodide  of  potassium  in  all.  The 
better  the  drug  the  more  iodide  in  the  mixture.  Witness 
was  prepared  to  take  any  responsibility  as  to  the  quality 
of  the  drug,  if  his  firm  supplied  it.  The  impurities  in  the 
iodide  showed  a  higher  resulc  than  from  pure  iodide  when 
estimated  by  the  B.P.,  but  in  any  event  it  would  only  be  a 
small  matter  of  about  2  per  cent.  When  a  chemist  made 
up  a  prescription  he  filled  up  a  bottle  which  was  sold 
to  him  as  a  presumed  6-oz.  bottle.  There  were 
bound  to  bs  small  inaccuracies,  as  some  bottles  were  thinner 
than  others.  As  far  as  this  prescription  went  it  was  dis- 
pensed within  the  bounds  of  the  analytical  error.  Cross- 
examined  by  Mr.  Blanco  White,  witness  said  that  the 
absolutely  accurate  way  to  dispense  a  medicine  was  by  a 
graduated  measure,  but  it  was  quite  reasonable  to  fill  a  6-oz. 
bottle.  Witness  considered  an  error  of  10  per  cent,  was 
quite  reasonable  in  4  dr.  of  iodide  of  potassium,  takiDg 
into  consideration  the  wording  of  the  doses  of  the  prescrip- 
tion. When  a  patent  medicine  was  prescribed  it  was  usual 
to  state  on  it  "  to  be  taken  by  measure,"  and  the  patient 
was  advised  to  buy  a  measure -glass.  Amidst  considerable 
laughter  Mr.  Hanson  produced  an  assortment  of  teaspoons 
which  varied  in  size  Irom  an  eggspoon  to  one  nearly  as  big 
as  a  tablespoon. 

Mr.  Rose,  in  giving  judgment,  said  that  the  Act  was  simply 
to  ensure  that  food  should  be  sold  in  a  pure  state.  This 
must  also  be  admitted  to  apply  to  medicines  and  drugs.  It 
was  thought  to  apply  literally  to  Section  7  of  the  Act.  Mr. 
Rose  said  that  the  Act  did  not  mean  perfect  accuracy,  but 
purity.  The  Pharmacopoeia  allowed  a  margin.  Three 
analyses  had  been  made,  all  of  which  differed,  and  no  less 
than  23  gr.  difference  was  shown  by  the  Somerset  House 
analysis.  It  would  place  chemists  in  a  very  bad  position  if 
they  were  to  be  bound  down  to  such  accuracy ;  it  was  an 
impossible  theory.  The  drug  was  not  injurious.  There  was 
no  fraud,  there  was  no  carelessness,  and  there  was  no  excess 
in  the  prescription  which  mattered.  "  I  find,"  said  Mr.  Rose, 
"  this  on  the  facts,  that  have  been  placed  most  clearly  before 
me  by  expert  and  other  evidence."  There  was  one  thing, 
Mr.  Rise  continued,  that  was  against  the  defence,  and  that 
was  that  they  were  not  enabled  to  call  the  doctor  who 
prescribed  the  medicine.  He  possibly  would  have  said  that  it 
wa3  not  dispensed  in  actual  accordance  with  his  prescription, 
but  the  difference,  he  would  most  probably  have  said,  would 
be  more  beneficial  than  otherwise.  (Laughter  )  His  opinion 
was  that  Section  7  did  not  apply  to  the  sale  of  medicines  in 
prescriptions  by  chemists  which  were  composed  of  one  or  two 
ingredients  which  were  non-injurious,  and  of  which  there 
might  be  a  slight  excess  entailing  no  danger  to  the  pur- 
chaser.   The  summons  would  therefore  be  dismissed. 

Mr.  Hanson  asked  for  costs,  as  Mr.  Longstaff  had  been 
put  to  very  considerable  expense. 

Mr.  Rose  said  that  it  was  the  first  summons  under  the 
section,  and  he  did  not  think  that  he  could  allow  any  costs. 

Mr.  Barrett's  case  was  then  called  on  and  formally  dis- 
missed in  accordance  with  the  judgment  in  Mr.  Longstafi's 
case.

BUSINESS  altogether  baa  been  very  brisk  this  week,  and 
several  important  advances  have  been  made,  notably 
in  English  camphor,  cocaine,  quicksilver,  quinine,  and  mer- 
curials. Menthol  is  also  firm,  with  an  upward  tendency. 
Quinine  is  quiet,  and  little  busirjess  has  been  done,  although 
the  second-hand  market  is  a  turn  firmer.  The  London 
cinchona-sales  on  Tuesday  were  unimportant,  so  far  as 
quantity  was  concerned,  and  practically  everything  was  sold 
at  an  advance  of  about  10  per  cent,  on 'the  last  Amsterdam 
sales.

Monthly  Drug=sales. 

On  Monday  a  meeting  of  home  a'nd  export  drug-buyers 
was  held  in  No.  10  Commercial  Sale-rooms,  Mincing  Lane, 
to  consider  the  question  of  monthly  sales.  The  meeting 
was  convened  by  Mr.  Edward  Horner  (Messrs.  Horner  & 
Sons),  and  when  the  representatives  of  The  Chemist  and 
Dbuggist  entered  the  room  they  were  requested  to  with- 
draw, as  the  meeting  was  private.  One  of  our  representa- 
tives pointed  out  that  as  the  matter  was  of  public  interest, 
and  as  Thei  Chemist  and  Dbuggist  was  always  repre- 
sented at  drug-auctions  (to  which  the1  meeting  referred), 
our  reporter  should  be  present.  After  some  conversation 
Mr.  Lescher  put  the  matter  to  the  vote  before  the  meeting 
commenced;  the  majority  voted  against  the  proceedings 
being  reported,  and  only  two  voted  in  favour  of  it.  Oar 
representatives  accordingly  withdrew. 

*         *         *  * 

We  have  since  learned  that  the  meeting  was  fairly  well 
attended.  Mr.  Edward  Horner  was  voted  to  the  chair,  and 
briefly  informed  those  present  how  the  matter  then  stood 
and  why  the  meeting  was  called.  He  hoped  the  resolution 
for  monthly  sales  would  be  approved  by  the  majority.  The 
discussion  was  started  by  a  large  exporter,  who  said  he  was 
an  importer  as  well  as  a  large  buyer.  He  was  decidedly  of 
opinion  that  it  was  not  to  the  trade  interests  to  have 
monthly  sales.    Their  difficulties  in  selling  goods  were 


already  great,  and  they  should  rather  encourage  prompt 
business,  so  as  to  reduce  the  charges.  This  view  was  sup- 
ported by  the  next  speaker,  who  was  supposed  to  represent 
the  brokers,  and  some  in  the  meeting  grew  impatient, 
saying  they  did  not  want  to  know  what  the  brokers  thought. 
An  importer  and  exporter  with  American  connection 
favoured  monthly  sales.  He  stuck  up  for  large  lots,  and 
that  goods  should  be  offered  in  a  "  string,"  which  would 
allow  people  who  bought  "  strings  "  of  rhubarb  and  musk  to 
dispose  of  goods  before  the  next  sale  came  round.  The 
discussion  proceeded  in  a  somewhat  tame  fashion,  and  at 
last  two  leading  home  wholesalers  asked  the  resolutions  to 
be  put.  By  a  narrow  majority  of  three  votes  it  was  agreed 
that  the  ding-auctions  should  be  held  monthly  during  the 
year  1900  instead  of  fortnightly ;  also  that  vanilla,  asafetida, 
senna,  cardamoms,  "  or  other  goods,"  when  [arriving  in 
unusually  large  quantities,  should  be  offerer!  on  usual 
Thursday.  Another  proposal  was  that  the  vmilla-sales 
should  be  held  as  at  present — i.e.,  at  the  drug-auctions 
(when  not  exceeding  120  tins),  and  if  the  offerings  should 
be  greater  than  that  the  sales  should  be  separate,  and  not 
precede  the  drug-auctions.  It  was  suggested  that  before 
altering  a  long-established  custom  of  trade  at  least  three- 
fourths  of  the  buyers  should  vote  for  the  change,  but  the 
Chairman  pointed  out  that  they  were  not  going  to  decide 
the  matter  at  all  that  day ;  the  resolutions  were  simply  to  go 
forward  as  recommendations  to  the  importers  and  brokers. 
The  meeting  lasted  about  an  hour. 

*  *  *  * 
The  drug-brokers  had  decided  before  the  above  meeting 
was  held  what  they  were  to  do  in  the  matter,  and  the 
course  which  they  propose  is  a  compromise — namely,  that 
all  fresh  arrivals  of  drugs  should  be  offered  in  fortnightly 
auction,  and  that  goods  that  have  been  brought  forward 
for  sale  and  have  not  been  disposed  of  should  not  again  be 
offered  until  a  month  has  elapsed,  and  so  on  until  they  are 
finally  sold. 

Trade  Still  Improving. 

The  Board  of  Trade  returns  continue  satisfactory.  Last 
month  both  imports  and  exports  were  much  higher  in  value, 
the  import  account  of  38,721,0792.,  being  an  increase  of 
3,163.5912.  over  September  1898.  The  exports  were  valued 
at  22,374,8072.,  being  an  increase  of  2.429,7222.  To  this 
increase  all  headings  of  the  export  account  contribute  except 
machinery.  Chemicals  and  chemical  and  medicinal  prepara- 
tions exported  were  692,4822.,  against  672,2382.  in  1898,  or 
an  increase  of  20,2442.  The  alkali  figures  are  again  de- 
cidedly encouraging,  the  total  shiDtnents  for  the  month 
being  351,593  cwts.  against  309,733  owts.  in  September 
189J.  The  United  States  purchased  69,232  cwts.  of  bleach- 
ing-powder,  or  an  increase  of  17,083  cwts.,  and  the  exports 
to  "  other  countries"  were  almost  double  those  of  September 
last  year,  being  42,049  cwts.  against  29,943  cwts.  The 
business  in  drugs  and  medicinal  preparations  continues  in  a 
prosperous  condition,  the  exports  being —

The  quicksilver  imports  in  September  were  17,020  lbs. 
During  the  nine  months  they  have  been  3,812 184  lbs. 
(408  4642.),  against  3.920,181  lbs.  (371,4122.)  in  1898.  The 
exports  increased  to  223  800  lbs.  (24,5672.),  against  132,455 
lbs.  (13,0522)  in  September  1898.  From  January  1  to 
September  30  we  shipped  1,698,271  lbs.  of  the  liquid 
metal,  an  increase  of  81,760  lbs ,  and  the  prices  obtained 
have  been  about  17  per  cent,  better. 

A  Nitrate  Combination. 

The  long-delayed  negotiations  have  at  last  been  settled,  as 
the  following  cablegram  from  Iquique  has  been  received  by 
the  San  Jorge  Nitrate  Company : — *'  Selling-arrangements 
confirmed ;  practically  all  joined.  Total  available  during 
month  of  October,  350,000  tons  ;  November,  400,000  tons  ;[and 
December,  950,000  tons." 

Heavy  Chemicals.

The  general  condition  of  the  [heavy-chemical  "market  remains 
ve:y  much  as  lately  report  3d,    A  good  all-round  business  is  being 
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done,  the  demand  for  prompt,  both  export  and  home,  being  active, 
and  good  forward  orders  are  also  being  steadily  placed.  Prices 
are  fully  maintained  at  the  late  advanced  rates. 

A_L kali-produce  is  steady  and  in  active  request.  Soda  ash, 
soda  crystals,  and  caustic  soda  keep  scarce  and  unchanged.  For 
bleaching- powder  the  present  demand  is  exceptionally  good,  both 
for  this  and  next  year's  delivery.  Ammonia  alkali  maintains  a 
strong  position.  Saltcake  is  steadier  and  a  shade  dearer.  Yellow 
prussiate  of  potash  still  scarce,  and  very  firm  at  late  rates. 

Benzols  quiet,  but  with  rather  better  tone  ;  90  per  cent.  9d., 
and  50  per  cent.  10hd.  to  lid. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  continues  to  decline,  and  tone  is  very 
weak.

In  the  course  of  a  German  consular  report  on  the  trade  of 
Shanghai  it  is  stated  that  the  export  of  rhubarb  to  Europe  and 
the  United  States  in  1898  amounted  to  5,450  piculs,  against  4,300  in 
the  previous  year.  Of  this  amount,  2,570  went  to  Great  Britain,  1,465 
to  Germany,  1,048  to  the  United  States,  and  386  to  France  and 
Italy.  The  European  Continent,  especially  Germany,  continues 
more  than  ever  to  procure  the  article  direct  from  China,  the  London 
market  thereby  losing  its  importance.  At  the  opening  of  the 
season  business  was  satisfactory,  but  abundant  oilers  sojii  brought 


the  European  markets  down  10  to  20  per  cent,  against  the  preceding 
year.  In  1898  about  300  piculs  Shensi,  1,500  Canton,  1,500  high- 
dried,  and  2,000  piculs  common  round  were  sold.  In  quality  the 
harvest,  with  the  exception  of  Shensi,  was  satisfactory.
